Complaints have sometiines been made to the Lieutenant-Governor about sub-divisional 
officers and other Magistrates being in certain cases vested with only second class powers. 
His Honor has already intimated that he is not willing to alter this in mo^t instances 
' until the present system has been fully tried. Hut wherever the Bench system has been 
introduced the sub-divisional officer, or a Magistrate at head-quarters, sitting with two 
Honorary Magistrates, will, it should be remembered, exercise first class and summary 
powers. This ought to obviate much of the inconvenience anticipated by some Magistrates 
from the limitation of the powers of suh-diviHioiial and other officers. 

2. If in any place there is difficulty about Honorary Magistrates, the Lieutenant- 
Governor will not object in some special cases to allow a sub-divisional officer, or a senior 
officer tei liead -quarters, tn exercise first class powers when sitting as a Bench witli out! 
Honorary Magistrate ; but Ilis Honor much prefers a Bench of three, so that two con- 
current voices may be necessary to a decision. If, however, this cannot be managed, you 
should report in what eases you would propo.se to constitute Benches of two with the powers 
described. The names of the officers to sit on each such Bench should be given.

We, the undersigned Members of the Select 
Committee of the Council of the Lieutenant- 
Governor of Bengal for the purpose of making 
Laws and Regulations, to which the Bill to provide 
for the levy of a lighting-rate in Howrah was 
referred, have ^le honor to report that we have 
considered tho Bill. 

We have reconstructed the 2nd, 3rd, and 4th 
sections of the Bill, and we have made sumc 
verbal alleratij^ns in other sections. 

We have made the imposition of a lighling-ratc 
dependent on the previous noUficatiou by the 
Lieutenant-Oovernor, that proper provision has 
been made for sufficient lighting with gas the 
portion of the town on which the rate is to be 
assessed. 

We have made it the duty of the Municipal 
Commissioners previously to define at u meeting 
the portion of the town to bo lighted. We have 
made it incumbent on the Municipal Conunis- 
sioners to light the lamps iinmedialely upon the 
imposition of a rate and ; while empowering them 
to levy the rate ,by quarterly instaimeniB in 
advance, we have provided that no rate shall be 
levied for any period prior to the first lighting of 
the lamps. 


We have rendered the owner, in cases where the 
rale may be recovered from him, liable for the 
whole quarter, although his houHO, &c., may have 
been uiiuccupied during a portion of it, if he has 
failed to give notice that his house, 8z;c., has ceased 
to be occupied. 

We have not given jurisdiction to the Small 
Cause Court to d(;tcrmine questions of compensa- 
tion ; and we have not provided that the Act 
sliull come into force on the 1st April 1873.

A Bill to proviik for the Uvy of a lighting^raie 
in Howrah. 

Whereas it is desirable to make further pro- 
vision lor lighting the town of Howrah with gas, 
by imposing a rate on those persons wlio benefit 
thereby. 

It is hereby enacted as follows 

1. Tho expression the town of Howrah” in 
this Act shall he taken to 
the area of the Howrah 
^ ’ Municipality, as defined by 

the Lieutenant-Governor under the provisions of 
section 3 of the District Municipal Improvement 
Act, being Bengal Act 111 of 1804. 
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2. It shall be lawful for the Municipal Com- 

, niisaioncro, after not ilicatinn 

n";' !>y the Lieutenant-Governor 
be imposed on houses, 111 tlia Caicufid uazetie, that 
buildings, and hinds. proper provision has been 

made according to n pciieme submitted to him by 
the Municipal Commissinners for the suflicicnt 
lighting with gas any portion of the Town of 
Howrah previously defined by the Municipal 
Commissiouers at a meeting, to impose an annual 
rate not exceeding 2 per centum of their annual 
value upon all houses, buildings, and lands situated 
within such portion of tho vaid town for the 
purpose of defraying the expense of such lighting.

Statemunt of Objects and Reasons. 

Tub rules contained in Act XXI of 1856 are 
not sufficient to enable the Board of Revenue to 
restrict the cultivation of plants produciuj^ intoxi- 
cating druiTS, or to regulate the use of such drugs. 
Section S3 empowers the Board to ])lace the 
cultivation, prep<aration, and store of such drugs 
under supervisiou, but it does not provide any 
penalty for the infraction of rules which the Board 
may make with that oigect. By section 50 the 
cultivators of plants producing gnnjah or bhang 
are expressly permitted, without a license, to sell 
those drugs to a licensed vendor, and to hold any 
quantity of them. If the cultivator stores the 
plant, or prepares and stores the drug, with tlie 
full knowledge of the excise officers, there is no- 
thing iuthc law which prevents his disposal of it 
to other persons by gift or by ostensible gift ; and 
he cannot be called to account or punished, ii he 
alleges the next day that the whole of the plant 
or drug has been destroyed by insoets or has dis- 
appeared. The object of the first two sections of 
the Bill is to empower the Board to exercise a more 
efficient supci vision in sncii matters, and to pro- 
vide a penalty for the surreptitious disposal of 
such drugs. 

Act XXI of 1850, as amended by Act XXlll 
of 1860, does not provide Ibr the enforcement ol 
fines and forfeitures otherwise than by imprison- 
ment. The object of section 3 of the jlill is to 
])rovide for the recovery of siuili penalties in 
the same manner in wnicU similar penalties for 
other olfences are levied by the Magistrate. 

It has been found that the manufacture of vari- 
ous kinds of fermented liquors, such us Sharbat 
Bahar,^^ which is made from molasses and spices, 
and a wine made fioni toe fruit of the juinan tree, 
is increasing. The Bill proposes to bring them 
under the same rules aud resirictious as tari, 
pachwye, aud other fermented liquors. 


Under the present law a wholesale dealer in 
spiritnous aud fermented liquors and intoxi- 
cating drugs is not compelled tc take out a license 
in Calcutta. Such a license is required in the whole 
of the North-Western and Central Provinces, in 
the Punjab, in Oudb, and in all parts of the- 
Lower Provinces except Calouttaw There appears 
to be no reason for this distinction, and the prin- 
ciple which underlies the requisition in one place is 
every where equally applicable. Section 5 of. the 
Bill therefore proposes to prohibit the ' whqllsale 
sale of such articles in Calcutta without' a license. 

Experience has shown that the imprisonment 
in the civil jail, of offenders against excise laws, is 
not sufficiently deterrent. In Cahutta all such 
nilcnders arc imprisoned in the criminal jail, but 
the law of the mofussil authorizes imprisonment 
in the civil jail only. It may be admitted that 
it would be unjust in some cases to confine the 
ofiender among criminal convicts, but in other 
cases his detention in idleness in the company of 
insolvent debtors would alone be ineffectual. Sec- 
tion 6 of the Bill proposes to give to the Magis- 
trate a discretion to confine the offender in the 
civil or criminal jail as the object of imprisonment 
in each case may seem tq rei^uiro.

^Ve have received the papers noted Ilf? 
margin and considered tliem in refereiiee to the 
main features of the liill, which wc have 
anien(l(‘d accordingly. Hut we luive not had 
sidlicicnt time to discuss the wording of each 
clause ill (Ict.ail. 

AVe have made certain verbal and formal 
alterations in the liill, and restored the wording 
of some of the provisions eoiitaiued in Aet II 
of 1870 ; for iii.stanee, we liave^strnek out section 
9 and suhstitnted tlio* jirovisions contained in 
section 1 1 !• of Aet II of 1870.

Emigration . — In place of sections 10 and 11, we have ndnined section (M of Act II of 
1870, only adding thereto a provision that the Lieutenant -Governor may ])rohibit emigration 
if lie has reason* to believe that a political disturbance is likely to oc(Mir in any labor district. 
Wc have rc- constructed section 1*1. 


Garden^airdars , — On ,this subjeet no have omitted from section 20 of the Bill tlie pro- 
vision requiring a garden-sirdar to bo furnished with a power of attorney. We have 
modified the provisions of section 2 1 wliich required eoolics engaged by a garden-sirdar 
to, be regi.*«ftTcd before tlic Magistrate of the district or sub-division of the district, by allow- 
ing them to be registered before the Magistrate of the district or 8ub-divi>ion of the district, 
through which they shall first pass on the road to their destination. 

We have given power to the employer, or his representative in Calcutta, to cancel before 
the Superintendent of liHiigration contracts made in tlic district by a garden-sinfer on }»ay^ 
ment of the coolies^ travelling expenses. 

Wc have struck out section TiG wdiicli enacts that a fine im|>oscd on a garden-sirdar shall 
be recoveVable from the employer. 

Recruiters . — We have altered section IG, which nujuired the Magistrate to satisfy 
himself by inquiry tliat the person to whom .t recruiter’s license had been granted, ^vas not 
unfitted by character or otherwise to be a rccruitirr, before coinitersigiiing such license ; and 
we have made it obligatory on the Magistrate to countersign, unless it appears to him that 
such ])crson is unfit to be employed as a recruiter. 

Transport . — AVe have amended section 71 of the Bill by providing t.liat the ])cnalty 
jirescribcd by it for delay in despatching a vessel shall not be incurred, if the delay is occa- 
sioned by any casualty of navigation. Section 70 rcipiircd the master of any lieensed vcssid 
to report the arrival of his vessel to the Magistrate at every place at’ wliich a vessel is obliged 
to stop, and to await the answer of the Magistrate. 1'his provision being indefinite, ivc have 
in place thereof substitut«*d the following, namely that the master shall be bound to rejKirt 
to the Magistrate immediately on arrival, and to remain during not less than six 
hours of daylight, lii lieu of tiie power of detention givcui to the Magistrate by 
section S2, which is indefinite, wc have substituted a clear and disliiiet power of dcttui- 
tion under certain circumstances, not exceeding five days ; and we have rccoTiHtnict(M I 'll ii‘* 
section. \A-e have also alt»^rcd section to make it accord with the section preceding. 
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LoeaUtin unfit for residence of AiiorerA.— Being of opioion th*t tbe percentage of 
mortality, upon which the Lieutenant-Governor is enabled to, act and declare an estate unfit * 
f or the residence oflahorers under the terms of section 121 , is by itself no certain or safe 
indication of unfitness for residence, we have considerably modified tbe section. The power 
conferred by it is very summary, and we have therefore limited its exercise to cases of 
^ unfitness arising from the neglect or default of owners or employers, whenever if may appear 
that the percentage of mortality mentioned in section 121 is due to that cause. The preced- 
• ing pcction provides for two classes of cases in reference to estates— (1) unhealthiness and 
unfitness arising from condition, (2) unhealtliincss and unfitness arising from situation. This 
section provides machinery for proiwr and searching inquiry. We have therefore thought 
^t right to limit the exercise of summary powers by the Licutenant-tJovernor to the cases 
mentioned above. We have framed a section in lieu of sectiou 121, basing the action of the 
Lieutenant-Governor ujam the percentage of mortality mentioned in sectiou 121, and we 
have providtid therein for spceilie inquiries to he made before the Licutenant-Goveriuir can 
(Icnlarc au estate unfit for residence. 


Contract hy time-expired lahorers.—CAapter 17.— We have omitted this chapter, and we 
have not re-uiacted section 117 of Act II of 1S70; being of opinion, upon the infonnation 
afforded us, that it is not desirable to interfere witli the free action of laborers who liave 
served out their time. As a result of this omission we have provided in section lUfi that 
the inspectors, are to make returns of all laborers employed on an estate, whether engaged 
under the Aot or not. 

Neglect of work and arrears of wages.— Chapter ] S.— This chapter is entirely a new 
))rovision for the regulation of the relative duties of master and servant. We do not see that 
Kueh a provision of law is specially necessary in the labor districts. It forms a hraneli of 
general law, and should not be dealt with in a law relating to a special subject. We, have 
consequently omitted this elja])ter. , 

Chapier 111. — As chapters 17 and 18 have been struck out, this chapter has no applica- 
tion, and it is therefore omilted. 

We proj)Ose(l to insert by way of schedule to the Hill forms of contract and release 
instead of leaving them to be settled by the Exeentive Government, as is provided bv 
section 5 of the Hill; but not having had siiffieicut time and information to frame tln^in, 
we have allowed the provisions of the IHll in this respect to stand unaltered for the present. 

• In ])TCacnting this preliminary rep.irt, we beg to reserve to ourselves tlie liberty of 
further eonsidc’ring, altering, and amending the Hill ns now amended and placed before tln^ 
('ouneil. 

We reeoininciid that the amended Hill and Act II of 1S70 be published in the Calcutta 

(iazetle ia double columns, to show the changes proposed in the law.

— Notification . — ^Tho followiiijr rules^ cm bod ving certain proposed 
alterations in those now in force under Sections 11 and 12, Act V (B.C.) of 1869, for the 
Calcutta (.auals and TolIy^s Nullah, are published under tlic provisions of Section XII of the 
Act for general information : — 

I. • Every vessel, on entering the Calcutta Canals or Tolly’s Nullah, shall be liable to 
measurement for the purpose of ascertaining tlie toll payable ; and in case of any reasonable 
doubt arising, the canal officers at any toll st ition shall have authority to remeasure a 
vessel, notwithstanding that it was measured on entering tlie canal. 

II. -r-The tonnage of every vessel, whether laden or empty, shall, for the purposes of Act V 
of 1864 {B.*L. C.),arid of these rules, be determined by the following measurements: — 

A. -The product of half the length of the vessel from stiun to stern, measured along the 
water line, multiplied by the interior greatest br^adlh nf the vessel, multiplied by the depth 
from the v?ater line to the bottom of the vessel, is to h * tal^en as tl»e number of mauuds upon 
which toll shall be levied. 

a , — The III easu rein ent of the length is to hr made in feet, rejecting inches ; the measure- 
ment of the breadth and depth is to he made in feet and quarters of feet, n jecting portions 
of less ihuu a quarter of a foot. 

C. — In calculating the amouiit of toll to he levied, any fraertion of 160 maurids less 
than 25 maiinds is to omitted ; exceeding 25 and not exeeeiiing 50 mannds, is to be 
charged as 25 maunds only ; exceeding 50 and not e\eee<rMig 75 inaiinds, to lie charged as 50 
inaunds only ; and exceeding 75 rnaiinds, as 75 mauinls only; above 1,000 maunds, all 
fractions of lOO maunds are to be oinitt' d.

— Every person in idiargc of a boat, raft, nr float, who sliall pass in the canal without 
tendering the toll due, or who shall pass out of the canal w ithout delivering to the toll-keeper 
the ticket ot entrance ami pfiying the rent that he due, shall bo liai)le to be detained and 
punished according fo Section 10 of Act V of ISO I. 

V. — This ticket may he demanded and iiispei'ted by any canal officer, and must be kept 
on board and at band for tint purpose. 

VI — E!lvory p(*rson in charge of boats entering tlie ('aleutta -‘anals from the eastward 
must tender his toll lickt t to the oflicer at iJhappa and Eansjiotta pass stations to have it 
examined, stamped, and signed ; and for those entering from the w(!stward, must deliver up 
the toll tickets at the above pass staiions and receive in lieu a pass, wliieli pass must be 
delivered to the toIl-ko(q>(*r at entrance of canals. Every such person must also pay all dues, 
or he liaJile to l)c (k;taine(l and dealt with according to SSeetion 10 of Act V of 1801.. 

VII. — Every person in charge of a boat found in llic canals (westward of tlic pass 

station) with toll tickets uiKstaiiiptal or unsigned liy the pass station keeper, will be detained 
and treated as having no loll ticket under Seclion 10 of Act \ of I'^Ol. 

VIII. — The raanjee or owmer of every vessel not having a ticket on hoard and producible 

on demand, shall be liable to the provi-sion of Section 10 i-i the (.'aiials’ Act. 

IX. — Duplicates of lost tickets, of w'hieh the numbers and date of entry can be satisfac- 
torily established, W'ill he granu*il by the Uolleetor <ni a further payment of a sum equal to the 
original amourft ol toll. 

X. — During the iletention of any ve.ssel under Section 9 of these rules, or under any 
other provision of the Act, the liuiy of canal ollieers will hi; to see that tlic vessel or its 
cargo are not clandestinely removed ; hut they are in no way vespoiisihle for its safety, fi-r 
which the iilaujeo, owner, or agent, must make their own arrangements. 

XI. — The purchaser of a ves.scl sold under these rules, ami iimli'r tin* Act, will have the 
option of taking it out of the canal on the day of purchase, or of taking uet a iVesh toll ticket 
at the rate fixed by the schedule of tolls iu force for the time being. 

XII. -No boat engaged by any officer of (Jovernment, whether eivil or military, shall 
he exempt from toll on tlie ground that the officer is travelling on jiiihiie 'luty. The only 
exception to tliis rule shall be in the ease of vessels specially engaged in the eonvcyaiice of 
troops on military duty. 

XII I . — All vessels the bona fide |ir.;perly of (lovernmciit, or employed on works con- 
nected with the maintenance or improveiiient of the eaiuils, and duly cortitied as such, shall 
be exempted from these tolls and charges. N» other vessels whatirviyr shall be exciiiptcd. 

XIV. — Evi ry ves.sel, raft, or lloat, which ]ia.s paid toll, sliall be allowed three days lor 
passing througli either channel, the days of entering and of leaving being both included, in 
addition to" these three days, they may, withotu fnrtlier payment, remain in the canals for 
the further under-mentioned pt^riods ; that, is to say — 

Itoats , — One day for every hundred maunds up to three hundred maunds of measure- 
ment, and one day for every two hundred maunds above three hundred maunds. 
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iRafta, ^Two days for any number of timbers not exceeding fifty, and one day for every 

additional fifty. 

— Two days for any numl>cr of bamboos not exceeding five hundred, and one day 
for every additional five hundred, 

XV. — Every vessel, raft, or float, remaining in any part of the aforesaid canals longer 
fliaii the period allowed iiiidor the foregoing rules, shall, for each day in excess of such j)eriod, 
bo charged demurrage equal to one-half of the toll ; and every vessel remaining more than 
thirty days in either of the canals shall, for each day in excess of thirty days, be cliargcd 
demurrage equal to t he full rate of toll, provided that in no case the demurrage charged 
shall exceed lls. 5 per diem. 

XVI. — Any vessel remaining in the canal more than two months without authority from 
IIk' Supervisor, shall he summarily removed. 

XVII. - Boats requiring repairs shall be allowed to enter Dhappa docks and i^emain 
there for a maximnm period of thirty days, during wiiieh they will be charged at the rate of 
one-sixth part of the demurrage chargeable under iiuleXH. Any boat remaining in the 
docks longer than thirty days without the special permission of the Supervisor, sh&irpay 
demurrage al the full rate for such excess period. 

XVI IT. — No vessell shall be docked f»r repairs on tlic bank of the Calcutta Canal or of 
'folly's Nullah. 

’XIX. — Wherever mooring posts may have been put up by the Supervisor, vessels shall 
be made fast by the head and stern along the hanks to such posts, and shall not be moored in 
any other mauticr. 

XX. — The Supervisor may by notification prohibit the dropping of anchors or the putting 
up of baralxios or luggees in any pfwt of the eaiials or on the hanks ; and in such parts no 
anchors shall be dropped, or luggecs put up, under a p<mahy of fifty rupees, and of a fine not 
exceeding four rupees a d.iy for continued disobedience of an order for removal issued by the 
Supervisor. 

XXI. — Boats whilst loading or unloading in the canals will be allowed to use ladders; 
but the ladders must be gradually taken in as the water rises. 

XXII. — As the water falls, the head and stern ropes must bo loosened, and boats 
gradually pushed towards the cetitrc of tiic canal ; when the flood comes in, these two ropes 
must be gradually pulled in, and the boat kept as close to the bank as possible. 

XXIll. — Only one boat siiall be alhAved to make fast along and in line with the canal 
banks, and no boat sluill he made fast or be placed outsiiie of boats so secured. No boat or 
raft shall he placcil in sm?!] a position as to endanger the safety of other boats or obstruct 
the passage of other boats. 

XXIV. — Boats ]Kissing tlirough the canals shall keep in separate lines, empty boats 
keeping close to tlie bank and those that are laden in the centre. 

XXV. — Il:M:kerie.s, carts, imilocks, &e., using the cuna! roads, shall, when stationary, 
be rangoti on the side of llic roaa farthc^'t from the canal banks. 

XXVI. — In portions of the eiuals whore only one towing path exists, vessels sliali 
moor on tlic ofl‘ side, and the towing path side xhall always he kept clear. 

XXVll. — No person sliall place, obstriietions on the canal banks, roads, drr-ins, or 
bridges (when such are on canal land), so as to impede a free passage along them or 'cause 
injury to them, or shall commit a nuisance, or deposit filth of any sort on the banks or in 
the canals. 

XXVIII. — Any vessel, veliielc, or any other thing that may cause an obstruction to 
navigation or to tJjo banks, mads, drains, and bridges, or injury to the same, will be liable 
to bo inimcdialely removed and detained till all expenses incurred on account of removal, 
demands, and fim*s, are paid. If all charges be nut paid within ten days from date of 
detention, the said vessel, vehicle, or other thing, w'ill be sold to defray expensA. 

XXIX. — Every person, either personally or by bis servant, infringing any of the above 

rules, (XVIII, XXVIII) numbered from (XV) to (XXIV), shall he liable, miider Section 11 
of the Canals^ Act, to a fine not exceeding Its. 50 for any one iiitringeincnt, or to a fine 
nut exce(‘ding lls. 5 a day for any eoiuiiiucd infringement. ‘ 

XXX. — At the instance of the ('ollcctor of Tolls, any Magistrate who imposes a fine 
under Section J 1 or 10 rf the Act, may award any portion of such fine to the informer. 

XXXI. — Any pcrs -.i wlio wilfully nr negligently allows a vessel to sink in the canals, 
shall be liable to a fine not exceeding lls. 50 

XXXII. — In every case of wreck, caused by negligence or otherwise, the Supervisor 
and his subordinates will give every assistance in removing the same. 

XXXIll. — A notice shall be aflixed on such wreck when recovered, calling on those 
concerned to pay to the Collector all toll which miiy he due, or fine which may have been 
adjudged, as well as the expenses incurred in the recovery or removal of the wreck, and 
intimating that if the sum be not paid within fifteen days of the date of notice, the boat 
and its furniture, or so much of it as may be necessary for the recovery of the dues, will be 
sold, the proceeds of the sale being dealt with as directed in Section 9 of the Act. 

XXXIV. — Ev(?ry canal officer is authorized to remove any vessel, anchpr, pole,* or other 
thing, which he may find in a position which is in contravention of these rules, and to deal 
with it in such a manner as may be necessary to give effect to the rules. 
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XXXV.— Whenever any laden vessel is seized by a canal officer, it shall be the duty of 
the Supervisor to give immediate notice of the same to the owner or his agent requiring the 
removal of the cargo without delay, and informing him that he will be required to pay all 
expenses necessary for the proper custody and storage of the same. 

• XXXVI. — If the Supervisor be unable to ascertain the name and place of business or 
of abode of the owner of the cargo of any vessel or boat seized under the Canals’ Act, he 
shall notify the seizure by advertisement in his office, and in one or more of the Calcutta 
newspapers or advertiRnmcnt papers. Such notice shall call upon the owner to cause the 
immediate removal of the cargo, and to pay any necessary expenses incurred in providing for 
its proper custody and storage. 

XXXVn.— The Sujwjrvisor may incur whatever expense he may think necessary for the 
proper custody and storage of the cargo of any vessel seized under the Cjiiials" Act ; and if the 
cargo be not removed within ten days from the date of seizure, lie may sell the same at 
public auction4o the highest bidder) after giving ten days* notice of the same by advertise- 
K ment in one or more Calcutta newspapers or advertisement papers and affixed in his office. 

^ XXXVIll. — The money realized at such a sale shall be applied first to defray any 
expenditure that may have been incurred by the Supervisor on account of the cargo sold, and 
the balance, if any, shall be held in deposit to be paid to the owner of the said cargo on his 
applying for the same.

We have not given jurisdiction to the Small 
Cause Court to determine queslioiis of compensa- 
tion ; and we have not provided that the Act 
shall eoine into force on the 1st April l§7d.

AMENDED BILL. 


We have made the imposition of a lighting-rate 
dependent on the previous notification by the 
LieutenanUGovernor, that proper provision has 
been made -for suiiicient lighting with- gas the 
portion of the town on which the rate is to he 
assessed. 

We have made it the duty of tho Municipal 
Commissioners previously to define at a meeting* 
the portion of the town to he lighted. We have 
made it incumbent on the A anicipal Commis- 
sioners to light 'the lam ns immediately upon the 
imposition of a rate and , while empowering them 
to levy the rate by quarterly instalments in 
advance, wo have provided that no rate shall ho 
levied for any period prior to the first lighting of 
the lamps.

purpose of defraying the expense of such lighting. 

Such rate shall be paid by the occupiers of such

Statement of Objects and Akasons. 

The rules contained in Act XXI of 1850 are 
not sufficient to enable the Board of Revenue to 
restrict the cultivation of plants producing intoxi- 
cating drugs, or to regulate the use of buch drugs. 
Section 33 empowers the Board to jilace the 
cultivation, preparation, and store of such drugs 
under supervision, hut it does not provide any 
penalty for the infraction of rules which the Board 
may make with that object. By section 50 the 
cultivators of plants producing gunjah or bhang 
are expressly permitted, without a license, to sell 
those drugs to a licensed vendor, and to hold any 
quantity of them. If the cultivator stores the 
plant, or prepares and stores the drug, with the 
full knowledge of the excise officers, there is no- 
thing in the law which prevents his disposal of it 
to other persons by gift or by ostensible gift ; and 
he cannot be called to account or punished, if he 
alleges the next day that the whole of the plant 
or drug has been destroyed by insects or has dis- 
appeared. The object of the first two sections of 
the Bill is to empower the Board to exercise a more 
efficient supervibion in such matters, and to pro- 


vide a penalty for the surreptitious disposal ot 
such drugs. 

Act XXI of 1856, as amended by Act XXlll 
of I860, docs not provide for the enforcement of 
fines and forfeitures otherwise than by imprison- 
ment. The object of section 8 of the Bill is to 
provide for the recovery of such penalties in 
the same manner in wliich similar penalties for 
other offences are levied by the Magistrate. 

It has been found that the manufacture of vari- 
ous kinds of fermented liquors, such as Sharbat 
Bahar,’^ which is made from molooses and spices, 
and a wine made from the fruit of the jaman tree, 
is increasing. The Bill proposes to bring them 
under the same rules and restrictions as tari, 
pachwye, and other fermented liquors. 

Under the present law a wholesale dealer in 
spirituous and fermented liquors and intoxi- 
cating drugs is not compelled to take out a license 
in Calcutta. Such a license is required in the whole 
of the North-Western and Central Provinces, in 
the Punjab, iu Oudh, and in all parts of the 
Lower Provinces except Calcutta. There appears 
to be no reason for this distinction, and the prin- 
ciple which underlies the requisition in one place is 
every whore cqu[?lly applicable. Section 5 of the 
Bill therefore proposes to prohibit the wholesale 
sale of such articles in Calcutta without a license. 

Experience has shown that the imprisonment 
in the civil jail, of offenders against excise laws, is 
not sufficiently deterrent. In Calcutta all such 
oirenders arc imprisoned iu the criminal jail, but 
the law of the mofussil authorizes imprisonment 
in the civil jail only. It may be admitted that 
it would he unjust in some coses to confine the 
offender among criminal convicts, hut iu other 
cases his detention in idleness in the company of 
insolvent debtors would alone he ineffectual. Sec- 
tion 0 of the Bill proposes to give to the Magis- 
trate a discretion to coniine the offender in tbe 
civil or criminal jail as the object of iuiprisonment 
iu each case may seem to require.

to the emigration of laborers to the districts of 
Assam, Cachar, and Sylhet, and to regulate con- 
tract labor and service have the honor to make 
the following preliminary llcport. 

We have received the papers noted in the 
margin and considered them in reference to the 
main features of the Bill, which wc have 
amended accordingly. But we have not had 
sufficient time to discuss the wording of each 
clause in detail. 

We have made certain verbal and formal 
alterations in the Bill, and restored the wording 
of some of the provisions contained in Act 11 
of 1870 ; for instance, we have struck out section 
9 and substituted the provisions contained in 
section 114 of Act II of IS70. 


Emigration . — In place of sections 10 and 11, wc have retained section 64 of Act 11 of 
1870, only adding thereto a provision that the Lieutenant-Governor may prohibit emigration 
if he has reason to believe that a political disturbance is likely to occur iu any labor district. 
We have re- constructed KCetion 13. 

Garden-slnlars , — On this subject we have omitted from section 20 of the Bill tlu* pro- 
vision requiring a garden-sirdar to be furnished with a power of attorney. Wc have 
modified the provisions of section 24 which required coolies engaged by a garden-sirdar 
to be registered before the Magistrate of the district or sub-division of the district, by allow- 
ing them to be registered before the Magistrate of the district or sub-division of the district, 
through which they shall first pass on the road to their destination. 

We liavc given power to the employer, or his representative in Calcutta, to cancel before 
the Superintendent of Emigration contracts made in the district by a ganlcn-pirdar on pay- 
ment of the coolies^ travelling expenses. 

We liavc struck out section 5G which enacts that a fine imposed on a garden-sirdar shall 
bo recoverable from the employer. 

Recruiters . — Wc have altered section 46, which required the Magistrate to satisfy 
himself by inquiry that the persou to whom a recruiter's license had been granted, was not 
unfitted by character or otherwise to be a recruiter, before countersigning such license ; and 
wc have made itt)bligatory on the Magistrate to countersign, unless it appears to him that 
such person is unfit to be employed as a recruiter. 

Transpovl . — AVe have amended section 71 of the Bill by providing that the penalty 
prescribed by it for delay in dospatebing a vessel shall not be incurred, if the delay is occa- 
sioned by any casualty of navigation. Section 79 required the master of any licensed vessel 
to report the arrival of his ves.scl to Mie Magistrate at every place at which a vessel is obliged 
to stop, and to await the answer of the Magistrate. This provision being iudefinitt!, we have 
in place thereof substituted the following, namely that the master shall be bound to report 
to the Magistrate immediately on arrival, and to remain during not less than six 
hours of daylight, lu lieu of the powes of detention given to the Magistrate liy 
section 82, which is indefinite, we have subatituted a clear and distinct power of deten- 
tion under certain circumstances, not exceeding five days ; and we have rcconstrnctcil this 
section. W.e have also altered section 83 to moke it accord with the section pi eced mg.

LoeatUie$ unfit for re$ideuee <f faiorer#.— Being of opinion that the percentage of 
nortality, npoh which the Lieatenaat<Oavernor h enabled to act and declare an estate unfit 
for the residence of laborers under the terms of section 121 j is by itself no certain or safe 
indication of unfitness for resideuco^ we have considerably modified the section. The power 
conferred by it is very summary, and we have therefore limited its exercise to cases of 
unfitness arising from the neglect or default of owners or employers^ whenever it may appear 
that the percentage of mortalit y mentioned in Fcction 121 is due to that cause. The preced- 
ing section provides for two classes of cases in reference to estates — (1) unhcaltUiuess and 
unfitness arising from condition, (2) unhoullhincss and unfitness arising from situation. This 
section provides machinery for proper and searching inquiry. We have therefore tiiought 
it right to limit the exercise of suinuKiry powers by the Lieutenant-Governor to the cases 
mentioned above. Wc have framed a section in lieu of section 121, basing th2 action of the 
Lieutenant-Governor upon the percentage of mortality mentioned in section 121, and we 
have provided therein tor specific inquiries to be made before the Lieutenant-Governor can 
declare an estate unfit for residence. 

ContracU by time-expired laborent. — C/tapfer 17. — We have omitted this chapter, and wc 
have not re-enacted section 117 of Act II of being of opinion, upon the information 

afforded us, that it is not dcsirulile to intcrf(*re with the free action of laborers who have 
served out their time. As a result of this omission wc have provided in section 1 00 that 
the inspectors arc to make returns of all laborers employed on an estate, whether engaged 
under the Act or not. * . 

Neglect of work and arrears of wages . — Chapter 1 S , — This cfiapter is entirely n new 
provision for the regulation of the relative duties of master arfd servant. Wc do not see that 
•uch a provision of law is specially necessary in the labor districts. It forms a branch of 
general law, and slionld not be dealt wit!) in a law relating to a special subject. We have 
consequently omitted tliis chapter. 

Chapter 111,,— As chapters 17 and 18 have i)ccn struck out, this chapter has no applica- 
tion, and it is therefore omitted. 

Wc proposed to insert by way of .schedule to the Bill forms of contract and release 
instead of leaving them to be settled by the Executive Governinent, as is provided by 
section 5 of the Bill; but not having had sufficient time and information to frame them, 
we have allowed the provisitms of the Hill in this respect to stand unaltered for the present. 

In presenting Ibis preliminary rep ort, we beg to re.servc to ourselves the liberty of 
further considering, altering, and amending the Bill as now' amended and placed before the 
Council. 

We reconiuiLnd tiiat the amcuilcd Bill and Act II of jsri^ l)c published in the Calcutta 
Gazette in double columns, to show the changes proposed iirtlic law,

It is clear that, notwitlistamilng all that 
has been said, and though tlierc were as many as 14 eonvioted prisoners in 
the lock-up, there was absolutely no w'ork, the piisoners reuiuiuing entirely

fdle, and the means of labor provided b;^ an. oil>mill not being used at all, on 
the grounds that no one knew how to use it. In spite of the want of labor and 
the stringent orders to forward prisoners speedily to the district jail when their 
sentences are not to be worked out at the sub’division, they were not sent off. 
From the stateinent appended to the Magistrate’s letter it is to be gathered 
that the prisoner sentenced to rigorous imprisonment for three weeks, whom 
Dr. French found to have been kept in the lock-up for 17 days, completed 
his sentence without having been put to work at all. 

2. There was no diet scale and no jail rules. The very petty plterations 
in the window bars, required to make the place decently secure, were not made 
because they formed the subject, of r<‘quisitions to, and correspondence with, 
the officers of the Public Works Department, who gave what is called 
" the usual non-possumus ” reply. 

3. The Lumtenant-Governor is extremely displeased at this state of 

things. His Honor desires that the oil>press be 
set going, and work introduced at once in the 
Culna Lock-up. Tite orders* of Government must 
be complied with, wriiich were long ago most dis- 
tinctly given, that prisoners are, if it is desirable and possible, to be forwarded 
with a sufficient escort, without waiting for the formal arrival of a regular 
fttcsi-military guard from bead-quarters, upon a formal requisition. Culna is 
not very far from the railway, and a policeman might take a couple of petty 
thieves to Burdwan in a single day. The omission to supply the diet scale and 
rules (the Deputy Magistrate sa;8 be asked for them) was very blameable. 

4. The Li<'utenant-Governor especially ahhurs the reply given about the 
alterations of the bars. It was precisely to put an end to such modes of not 
doing business that he has rearranged the Public Works Department, and put a 
District Engineer absolutely under the orders of the Magistrate as regards the 
work he is to do and the money ho is to spend. There is ample margin in 
the local allotments for repairs and petty works to enable a District Engineer 
to do a little job of this kind. Tho Engineer and his funds being wholly 
at the disposal of the Magistrate, the latter officer has no justification whatever 
for talking of correspondence with the Public Works Department, and their 
“non-possumus” reply. He had only to order the thing to be done. 

5. The faults were in this case so serious that it was entirely right that 

the Superintendent of the district jail should have reported them to the 
Inspector-General, and the Inspector- General to Government ; but the 
Lieutenant-Governor trusts that the Superintendent both did wnat he could to 
remedy the defects by supplying the diet scale and a skilled prisoner to work the 
oil-mill, and that he also brought the defects to tho notice of the Magistrate of 
the didrict direct, and did not leave his complaints to reach the local officers 
through the circuitous channel of Government. If tho Superintendent p-dtl 
Magistrate sufficiently worked together, the Government ought not to 

have had this long string of excuses put forward by one locatj^'^®®J^®’t the

I HAVE the honor to forward a copy of the remarks of Dr. French, Civil

2. I have asked for an explanation of the grosser violation of rules 
through the Magistrate of tho District. Not a word that has been written 
about lock-ups, since His Honor first called attention to tlie subject, appears to 
have been attended to. Tho lock-up is dirty and insecure ; no work is done ; 
females are allowed free communication with males ; tho Lieutenant-Governor’s 
orders about the frequent transfer of prisoners to the Sudder Station are totally 
disregarded. It is very disheartening to an officer in my position to find that 
all he has written is treated as so much waste paper, and I trust that the 
Govenunent will take severe notice of the case.

The following rules, ni.'idc by the Chief Commissioner of British Burmah, with the 
sanction of the (Jovt;nior-(hMieral in Council, in pnr^:uanc^ of the provisions contained in 
Act 1 of 1870, arc hereby ijroinulgated ftir general information 

Tii(} Master or other ])erson in charge of any vessel about to enter any of the ports 

mentioned in Scljcdidc A annexed hereto, in which anv ease or eases of eliolora, yellow fever, 
Asiatic plague, sui:ill-])ox. or other disease dangerous to the general health, may have 
occurred within a ])(‘riod of ten days previous to the date of the arrival of such sldp or vessel 
at any of the ports aforesaid, shall notify tliis fact by hcusling a signal, which signal shall be 
ill the dav-time a vellow (lag at the fore, and in the nighttime two lighted lanterns, one over 
the other, at the same niast-hc‘ad ; and such Master or othi r person as aforesaid shall not 
take up aiielioring ground within the said port without having obtained the previous sanction 
of the Master Attcmhint or otIuM- oflieer in charge of the ])ort. nor witliout sucli leave shall 
he held any communieati>.n with the shore or with any shipping within the said port.

— It shall be lawful for every ofliccr duly authorized by the Local Government iti 
that bt'half to anpoiut a suilioieiit number of subordinates for the purpose of enforcing these 
rules at the expense of the owiu^rs of such vessels, and the Master or other person in charge of 
such vessel shall pay the subordinates so appointed and defray all expenses incurred in 
pursuance of this rule. It shall be the duty of the officer in charge of the Custom House to 
refuse port clearance to sneh vessels until all such detnunds be disebargod. 

VI II. — It shall be lawful f«>r every olHccr, duly appointed as aforesaid, with the sanction 
of the Local Govcrnniciit, to appoint as many places for performing quarantine on shore as 
may be required, and to provide accommodation at such places for passengers on board any 
vessel to which these rules arc applicabh*, at certain fixed fees to be determined from time to 
time by the Government, which fees shall he payable by the Master or other person in charge 
of such vessel. No person shall h(^ ]>crmitted to leave the place so appointed within ten 
days from the date of last case of Ihc disease for whi' h quarantine was enforced, unless with 
the previous sanction of the said ofliccr duly authorized as aforesaid. 

IX. — Disobedience to any of the above Rules, Nos. I, II, III, IV, V, VI, and VIII, will 
subject the ofl'eiider, and ail persons aiding or abetting him, to a prosecution under section

— Titm followinty rules, emborlyinj": certain proposed alterations 
in those now in force under Sections 1 1 and 12, Act of for tho Calcutta 

Canals aiid Tolly’s Nullah, are published under the provisions of Section 12 of the Act for 
general information : -r- 

I. — Every vessel, on entering tlic Calcutta Canals or TollyN Nnlliih, shall be liable to 
measurement for the purpose of asccTtainiiig the toll j)ayablc ; and in case of any reasonable 
doubt |Lrising, the canal otFicers at any toll st-ition shall have auth(jrity to remeasure a 
vessel, notwithstanding that it was measured on entering th(5 canal. 

II. — The tonnage of cvcr 3 »^ vessel, wlicthcr laden or ernpl v, shall, for the purposes of Act V 
of 1864» (B. L. C.),and of tlnjsrj rules, lie doteruiined by the following measurements: — 

./i. — The^roduet of half tlie length of the vessed from stem to stern, m(*asiiro(l along the 
water line, multiplied by the interior greatest breadth of the vessed, mulliplied by the depth 
from the water line to tlie ])ottom of the vessel, is to be taken as the mimher of rnaunds upon 
which toll shall bo levied. 

B. — The mcasiireincnt of tlie length is to he made in feet, rejecting inches ; the measure- 
ment of the breadth and depth is to be. made in feet and quarters of feet, ivjecting portions 
of less than a quarter of a foot.

— Boats requiring repairs shall be allowed to enter Dhappa doclA and remain 
there for a maximum period of thirty days, during wliich tlu^y will be charged at the rate of 
ouc-sixth part of the demurrage chargeable under Hulc XIl. Any boat remaining in the 
docks longer than thirty days without the special porinis>ion of the Supervisor shall pay 
demurrage at. the full rate for such excess period. 

XVllI. — No vessel shall be docked for repairs on the hank of the Calcutta Canal or of 
Tolly's Nullah. 

XIX. — Wherever mooring posts may have been put up hy the Supervisor, vessels shall 
be made fast by the head and stern along the banks to such posts, and shall not he moored in 
any other manner. 

XX. — The Supervisor may by notification prohibit the dropping of anchors or the putting 
up of bamboos or luggees in any part of the canals or on the banks ; ajid in such j>arts no 
anchors shall be dropped, or luggees put up, under a penalt y of filty rn^^oos, and of a fine not 
excceiling four rupees a day for continued disohedieuce of an order lor, removal issued by the 
Supervisor. 

XXI. — Boats whilst loading or unloading in the canals will be allowed to use ladders; 
but the ladders must be gradually taken in as the water risers. 

XXII. — As the water falls, the head and stern ropes must be loosened, and boats 
gradually pushed towards the centre of the canal ; when the flood comes in, these two ropes 
must be gradually pullevl in, and the boat kept as close to the hank as possible. 

XXIll. — Only one boat shall be allowed to make fast along arul in lino with the canal 
banks, and no boat shall he made fa.st or be placed outside of boats so seeurod. No boat or 
raft shall be pkiccd in such a position as to endanger the safety of otlicr boats or obstruct 
the pjissagc of otlicr boats. 

XXIV. — Boats passing through the canals shall keep in separate lines, empty boats 
keeping close to the bank and those that are laden in the eent.rc. 

XXV. — IJaekorics, carts, bullocks, &c., using the canal roads, shall, when stationary, 
be raiigcfl on the siiie of the road farthest from the canal banks. 

XXVI. — In porlion.s of iIjc canals wlicrc only one towing path exists, vessels shall 
moor on the oil* and the towing paLh side shall always be kept clear. 

XXVIT. — No per^.)u shall obstructions on the canal banks, reads, .drains, or 

bridges (when such arc on canal land), as to impede a free passage al.nTg tin rn or cause 
injury to them, or shall commit a nuisance, or deposit filth of any sort on the banks or in 
f ile canals. 

XW'III, — Any Vi*.sscl, vehicle, or any other thing that may eanso an obstruction to 
navigation or to tlic bai-.ks, mads, drains, and brioge.s, or irjury to the same, will he liable 
to be immediately removed and detai .ed till all cxpeiiMis incurred on aenuini ..f removal, 
(iemaiids, and fine.s, are paid. If :ill ehargvs be not paid within tcji days from thitc of 
detention, the f-aid vessel, v(dii('l.'*, or other thing, will ])e sold to dttiray cxpe*nM!s. 

XX iX. — Kverv ])crson, ciMn r personally or by his servant, infringlu.jr .^ly of tin* above 
rtiles (XVllI, XXVIIT) liunibercd from I'XA') to lXXl^"j shall iie. liable, under JSectlcvi 11 
of the Canals’ Act, to a fine not cxcci.diiig lis. r»U lor any one iiilringi tiiud, or to a fine 
md e.\(rf f di>ig lis. 5 a day for any conri.uucd iiifringcnicnt.

In Rupprsession of paragraphs 6 to 9 of the notificatiou of the 1st January 
last, regarding the constitution of Benches of Magistrat(?s in certain districts

with first class powers in respect of offences cognizable by Magistrates of the 
first class, and with powers of summary trial under Section 222 of the Criminal 
Procedure Code. 

2. Under the special order of the Magistrate of the District, any two 
Magistrates, honorary or snlarjsJ,y.3f. whom one is vested with not less than 
second class powers, may form a Bench n ith first class powders, fgr tl\c trial of 
any particular case or class of cases, specially referred to tht:^ by the Magis- 
trate of the District. Such Bench may also exeroiso summary powers under 
Sectiou 222, unh.ss the order of refev.-nce is for trial in regular form. 

3. Under the direction of tluj Magistrate of the District, any one of tho

Magistrate to form a Bench, and tlm Bench shall, when so constituted, exorcise 
second class powers in respect of offences cognizable by Magistrates of that 
class, and pow'ors of summary trial under ction 225 of l lie Criminal Procedure 
Code, unless any raemher of tlic Bench h tve first class powers, iri which case 
the Bench may also exercise those powers.

Complaints have sometimes been made to tbe Lieutenant-Governor about sub-divisional 
officers and other Magistrates being in certain cases vested with only second class powers. 
His Honor has already intimated that he is not willing to alter this in most instances 
until the present system has been fully tried. But wherever the Bench system has been 
introduced, the sub-divisional officer, or a Magistrate at head-quarters, sitting with two 
Honorary Magistrates, will, it should be remembered, exercise first class and summaty 
powers. This ought to obviate much of the inconvenience anticipated by some Magistrates 
from the limitation of the powers of sub-divisional and other officers. 

2. If in any place diere is difficulty about Honorary Magistrates, the Lieutenant- 
Governor will not object in some special cases to allow a sub-divisional officer, or a senior 
officer at head-quarters, to exercise first class ^lowers when sitting as a Bench with one 
Honorary Magistrate j hut His Honor much prefers a Bench of three, so that two con- 
current voices may be necessary to a decision. If, however, this cannot be managed, you 
should report in what cases you would propose to constitute Benches of two with the powers 
described.

Thb followin" report of the Select Committee 
on the Bill to provide for the levy of h li^htiug-- 
rate in H-Jwrah, with the amended Bill, is by order 
f)l ,the president published for general infor- 
mation : — 

Wc, the undei-bigiicd Members of the Select 
Committee of the Council of the Lienteiiant- 
(juveiiior of Bengal lor the purpose of making 
Laws and Regulations, to whit li the Bill to provide 
ior the levy ot :i lighting-rate in Howrah was. 
referred, have the honor to report that we have^ 
considered the Bill. 

Wc have reconstructed the 2iid, 3rd, and Ith 
sections of the Bill, aud we have made some 
verbal alterations in other sections. 

We have made the imposition of a lighting-rate 
dependent on the previous notification by the 
Lieutenant-Governor, that proper provision has 
been mode for sutticient lighting with gas the 
portion of the town on which the rate is to be 
asBessed. 

have made it the duty of the Municipal 
Commissioners previously to define at a meeting 
the portion of the town to be lighted. We have 
made it incumbent oii the Municipal Coramis- 
sioneis to light the lumps immediately upon the 
impnsiiion of a rate and ; while empowering them 
to levy the rate by quarterly iustalmeuis in 
advance, we have provided that no rate shall be 
levied for any period prior to tlie first lighting of 
the lamps. 


Wc have rendered the owner, in cases where the 
rate may be recovered from him, liable for the 
whole quarter, although his house, &c., may have 
been unoccupied during a portion of it, if he has 
failed to give notice that his bouse, &c., has ceased 
to be occupied. 

Wc have not given jurisdiction to the Small 
Cause Court to determine questions of coinpensr- 
tioti; and we have not provided that the Act 
shall come into force on the let April 1873.

AMENDED BILL. 

A Bill U provide for the levy of a lighling-ratt 
in Hvwrak. 

Whereas it is desirable to make further pro- 
vision for lighting the town of Howrah with gas, 
by imposing a rate on those persons who benefit 
thereby, 

It. is hereby enacted os follows 

1. The expression the town of Howrah” in 
this Act shall lie taken to 
Liinito of tholown of mean the area of the Howrah 
’ Municipality, as defined by 

the Lieu toiiani-Govei nor under the provisions 
section 3 of the District Municipal Iraproveinent 
Act, being Bengal Act ill of 1864. 
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It shall be lawful for the Mnnioipal Com- 
miseionere, after notification 
n-v by the Lieutenant-Governor 
be nnponed on honiM, in the Calcuita Oozette, that 
bnildiiiirii.nndiande. proper provision has been 

mnde aocordini; to a scheme aabmitted to him by 
the Munieipal Commissioners for the sufficient 
licrhting with gas any portion of the Town of 
Howrah previously defined by the Municipal 
Commissioners at a meeting, to impose an annual 
rate not exceeding 2 per centum of their annual 
value upon all houses, buildings, and lands situated 
within each portion of the raid town for the 
purpose of defraying the expense of such lighting.

STATKniS^Nl' UK ObJKCTS AND REASONS. 

Thk rules contained in Act XXI of 1850 arc 
not sufficient to enable the Hoard of Revenue to 
restrict tiie cultivation of' plants producing iritoxi- 
calin^ driiifs, or to re^riilaie tOe use of such drinks. 
Section 36 empowers the Hoard to place the 
cull ivnt ion, preparation, and store of such drut^s 
under supervision, hut it dues not provide any 
penalty for the infraction of rules wdiich the Hoard 
may make with that ohject. By section 50 the 
cultivators of plants prodacin^ guujah or hhan^ 
are expressly permitted, without a license, to sell 
those drills to a licensed vendor, and to hold any 
quantity of them. If the cultivator stores the 
plant, or prepares aud stores tho drug^, with the 
full knowledjLre of the excise officers, there is no- 
things in the law which prevents his disposal of it 
to other persous by gift or by ostensible gift ; and 
he cannot be called to account or punislied, if he 
alleges the next day that the whole of the plant 
or drug has been destroyed by insects or has dis- 
appeared. The object of the first two seclious of 
the Bill is to empower the Board to exercise a more 
efficient supervision iu such matters, and to pro- 
vide a penalty for the surreptitious disposal of 
such drugs. 

Act XXI of 1856, ns amended by Act XXIII 
of 1860, does not provide for the enforcement of 
fines and forfeitures otherwise than by imprison- 
ment. The object of section 3 of the Bill is to 
provhle for the recovery of such penalties in 
the same manner in which similar penalties for 
other offences are levied by the Magistrate. 

It has been found that the manufacture of vari- 
ous kinds of fermented liquors, such as Sharhat 
Babar,^' which is made from molasses and spices, 
and a wine made from the fruit of the jaman tree, 
is increasing. The Bill proposes to bring them 
under the same rules and restrictions as tari, 
puchwye, and other fermented liquors. 


Under the present law a wholesale dealer in 
spirituous and fermented liquors and intoxi- 
cating drugs is not compelled to take out a license 
in Calcutta. Such a license is required in the whole 
of the North-Western and Central Provinces, in 
the Punjab, iu Oudh, and in all parts of the 
Lower Provinces except Calcutta. There appears 
to be no reason for this distinction, and the prin- 
ciple which underlies the requisition in one place is 
every where equally applicable. Section 5 of the 
Bill therefore ftrnposes to prohibit the wholesale 
sale of such articles iu Calcutta wi^thout a license. 

Experience has shown that the imprisonment 
in the civil jail, of offenders against excise laws, is 
not sufficiently deterrent. In Calcutta all such 
offenders aie imprisoned in the criminal jail, but 
the law of the mofussil authorizes imprisonment 
iu the civil jail only. It may be admitted that 
it would be unjust in some cases to confine the 
offender among criminal convicts, but in other 
cases his detention in idleness iu the company of 
insolvent debtors would aloue bo inoffectnal. Sec- 
tion 6 of the Bill proposes to give to the Magis- 
trate a diBcreliou to confine the offender in the 
civil or criminal jail as the object of imprisonment 
in each case may seem to require.

A Bill lo amend the law relating to Embanimente 
and Waler^courses. 

WiiKitKAR it is expeilieni that provision should 
he made for the better construction, maintenance, 
and management ot embankments and water- 
courses in the territories subject to the Lieutenuut- 
Govcnior of Bengal ; It is e.uactcd as follows: — 

PART I. 

Preliminary. 

1, This Act ^nay he called ** The Bengal 
Eiuhankment Act, 1873.^^ 

It extends to the whole of the territories subject 
to the Licuteuiuit-Ciovernor of Bengal, except the 
province of Orissa and the Soonderbuns ns defined 
under tliu provisions of Clause 2, Section 13, 
Regulation 111 of 1828.

Asstini, Cachar, and Sylhet, and to rcgufetc cou- 
Iraet labor and ecrvicti^^ liavc the honor to make 
the iollowing preliminary Report. 

We have received tlie papers noted in the 
mar jiii and considered them in reference to the 
main featun^s of the Rill, which wc have 
anieiubd acconliiigly. But wc have not had 
sulfieiiMit time to discuss the wording of each 
clause in detail. 

AVe have made certain verbal and formal 
alterations in the Rill, and restored the wording 
of some of the provisions contained in Act II 
of 1870 ; for instanec, we have struck out section 
1) and substituted the provisions contained in 
section 111 of Act II of 1S70, 


ILmtgraiion . — In place of sections 10 and 11, wc liavc retained section BJ* of Act II of 
1870, only adding tliercto a provision that the LientenanL-CSovernor may prohibit emigration 
if he has reason to b(‘licve that a political disturbance is likely to occur iu any labor district 
We have re- constructed section 13. 


Garden-sinJars , — On this subject wc have omitted from section 20 of the Bill the pro- 
vision requiring a garden-sirdar to be furnished with a power of attorney. We have 
modified the provisions of section 21 which required coolies engaged by a garden-sirdar 
to be registered before the Magistrate of the district or sub-division of the district, by allow- 
ing tbem to be registered before the Magistrate of the district or sub-division of the district, 
through which they shall first pass on the road to their d(;stination. 

We have given power to the employer, or his representative iu Calcutta, to cancel before 
the Superintendent of Eraigi-ation contracts made in the district by a garden-sirdar on pay- 
ment of the coolies^ travelling expenses. 

Wc have struck out section 50 which enacts that a fine imposed on a garden-sirdar shall 
be recoverable from the employer. 

Recruiters.— \S G liave altered section 40, wliieh required the Magistrate to satisfy 
himself by inquiry that the person to wliom a rccniilei^s license liad been granted, was not 
unfitted by character or otlicrwisc to be a rocruiur, before counter.signing such license; and 
wc have ma/c it obligatory on the Magistrate to countersign, unless it appears to him that 
such person is unfit to lie cm])loye(l as a recruiter. 

Transport. — We have amended section 71 of the Bill by providing tliat the penalty 
prescribed by it for delay in dLspatchiag a ve.ssel shall not be incurred, if the delay is occa- 
sioned h}^ any casualty of navigation. Section 7\) rc(juircd the master of any licensed vessel 
to report the arrival of his vc.s ;.el to the Magistrate at every [dace at which a vessel is obliged 
to stop, and to await the answer of the Magistrate. This provision being indefinite, wc have 
in place thereof substituted the following, namely that the master shall be bound to report 
to the Magistrate immediately on arrival, and to remain during not less than six 
hours of daylight. In lieu of tlic power of detention given to the Magistrate by 
section 82, wTiich is indefiniU!, w’e liave substituted *a clear and distinct power of deten- 
tion under certain circum.stances, not exceeding five days ; and we have reconstructed this 
section. We have also altered section 83 to make it accord with the section preceding. 
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Localities unfit for residence of Beiug of opinion that the percentage of 

mortality, upon which the Lieutenant-Governor in enabled to act and declare an estate unfit 
for the residence of laborers under the terms of section 121, is by itself no certain or safe 
indication of unfitness for residence, we have considerably modified the section. The power 
^conferred by it is very summary, and we have therefore limited its exercise to cases of 
unfitness arising from the neglect or default of owners or employers, whenever it may appear 
that the percentage of mortality mentioned in section l‘Zl is due to that cause. The preced- 
ing section provides for two classes of cases in rercrenee to estates — (1) unhealthiness and 
unfitness arising from condition, (2) unliealthincss and iiii fitness arising from situation. This 
section provides machinery for proper and searching inquiry. We have thereforo thought 
it right to limit the exercise of summary powers by the Lieutenant-Governor to the cases 
mentioned above. We have framed a section in lieu of section 1 21, basing the action of the 
Lieutenant-Governor upon f lic percentage of mortality mentioned in section 121, and we 
have provided therein for specific inquiries to be made before the Lieutenant-Governor can 
declare an estate unfit for residence. 

Coniracti by ihne-ea')iired laborers,— Chapter 17. — We have omitted this chapter, and we 
have not rc-onaeted section 117 of Act II of 1870; being of oj)inion, upon the information 
afforded us, lhat it is not desirable to interfere with the free action of laliorcrs who have 
served out Ihdr time. As a result of this omission we have provided in section 100 that 
the inspectors aVo to make returns of all laborers employed on an estate, whether engaged 
under the Act or not. 

Neylect of ivork and arrears of wages. — Chapter IS.— This chapter is entirely a new 
provision for the regulation of the relative duties of master and servant. AVe do not see that 
such a provision of law is specially necessary in the labor districts. It forms a branch of 
general law, and should not be dealt with in a law relating to a special subject. We have 
consequently omitted this chapter. 

Chapter 19. — As chapters 17 and 18 have been struck out, this chapter has no applica- 
tion, and it is therefore omitted. 

We proposed to insert by way of schedule to the Bill forms of contract and release 
instead of leaving Ihcin to be settled by the Executive Government, as is provided by 
section Ti of the Bill; but not having had suffie.ient time and information to frame them, 
we have allowed the provisions of the Bill in this respect to stand unaltered for the present. 

In presenting this preliminary report, we beg to reserve to ourselves tlic liberty of 
further considering, altering, and amending the Bill as now amended and placed before the 
Council. 

Wo recommend that the amended Bill and Act II of 1870 be published in the Calcutta 
Oazeile in double columns, to show the changes proposed in the law.

Uesolutioh. — T he report on public instruction is Avritten by Mr. Wood- 
row, who olliciatod for tliree niontlis during the Director’s absence on privilege 
leave. It did not reach the Government until cIoa'ch months after the close of 
tho year to which it refers. During these eleven months there has been much 
doing in iho Bengal Educational Department; a report on those transactions 
will soon be due ; the educational chapter of tlio recent Bengal Administration 
Report has touched upon most of the measures and moot questions of the year 
1871-72 ; tho progress of education in most of tho provinces of Bengal has 
dready been reviewed in tho Govorimieut resolutions on the Commissioners’ 
education reports. The Lieutonant-GoA'crnor will therefore review the present 
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remrt brie%. His Honor’s best tbanks are due to Mr. Woodrow, the late 
Officiating Director of Public Instruction, and to some of the Inspectors, for the 
care with which the report has been drawn up ; ho is confident that the detailed 
account of the present state of education in each district will be of very great 
use to the school committees, in whose hands the initiative in educational 
administration will now lie. 

The laeutenant-Govcmor cannot proceed to review the report without 
again expressing his deep sense of the loss which the Educational Department 
of Bengal has sustained by the deatii of Mr. R. L. Martin, who was carried off 
in a few hours by an attack of cholera, which he caught when inspecting 
schools in Howrah. Mr. Martin’s report in the present volume shows how 
great a loss the Goverament has sustained. 

The Lieutenant-Governor much regrets that since the end of the year 
under review Baboo Bhudeb Mookcijee, Inspector of the Rajshahyo Circle, on 
officer who has done much good service in behalf of education, and especially 
in behalf of primary schools in Bengal, should have fallen ill and should have 
been compelled to retire, temporarily at any rate, from active work. 

2. Page 36 of the report shows the number of schools and scholars in

Unaided village schools now appear for the first time in the educational statis- 
tics of Bengal ; but, as Mr. Woodrow acknowledges, his figures are imperfect. 

• So far as the census figures give us light upon tins subject, there seems ground 
for believing that there are at least 18,000 or 20,000 indigenous primary scdiools 
in Bengal. If this be so, thou the total number of children under instruction 
of any kind in Bengal would bo above 450,000, or nearly one to every 1.50 
souls of tho population. This proportion is in truth miserably small. We 
have no statistics to show for considerable areas of country what pK)p()rtion ul‘ 
the people can road and write. Wo have, however, tho following results of 
the educational census taken in different parts of the country, namely — 

A census of 35,000 souls in a rural tract of tho 24-Pcrgunniihs showed tliat 
4^- per cent, of the people could read, write, and count : 

A census of 178,000 souls in tho Nuddea district showed that 2^ per cent, 
of tho people could retd and write ; 

A census of Calcutta and its suburbs showed that out of a metropolitan 
popTilation of 892,429 souls, 156,281 (or nearly 18 per cent.; could 
read, and write, or were under instruction. 

In Calcutta and its suburbs one-oleventh of the educated people were females, 
tho remainder being males. In the rural tracts there were scarcely any educated 
women at all. In the 24-Pergunnali8 tract only 6 women could read or 
write out of a totrd of 17,407 females of all ages. This utter and complete 
absence of all education among the women of rural Bengal is a difficulty wath 
which neither Government nor private bodies are as yet able successfully to 
contend. Only 9,518 girls are shown by pngo 36 of the report to be under 
education in iWgal, and each school-girl’s instruction costs nearly double as 
much as each school-boy’s, though tho education of girls is nowhere carried 
nearly up to the standard of boys’ schools all over Bcn^. 

3. Mr. Woodi'ow’s analysis of the increases and decreases of tlie several 
classes of schools and colleges shows that the law classes have decreased in 
numbers, while the pupils of the Engineering and Medical Colleges have 
increased. Tlic only uotablo and regrottoblo decrease is that of the 74 aided 
English middle schools. The Lieutenant-Governor is not quite'satisfiod that tho 
Ganges fiouds sufficiently account for tho closure of 14 per cent, of tlie aided 
English middle schools of Bengal, and he would be glad that the Director should, 
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look more closely into the &ct and causes of this decrease in his report for 1872'7<3. 
The lieutenant-Govemor does not folly accept Mr. Woodrow’s account of the 
reduction of the 3rd and 4th year classes at the Kishnaghur and Berhampore 
Colleges. The classes were not closed because they did not pay.” No 
Gtoyemment colleges, and very few Government schools, pay their way. The 
fact was that the senior classes at these colleges had become so small that their cost 
was out of all proportion to the good they did ; money was greatly wanted to 
institute classes in practical and physical science at G ovemment colleges ; fun^ 
for 'this purpose could not be taken from the very insufficient allotment for 
primary schools; and so by reducing the costly and comparatively useless 
senior classes at these two colleges, funds were made available for opening science 
classes at all the colleges in Bengal. At one time indeed it had been proposed 
that the cost of colleges should be greatly reduced, and funds thereby round for 
pronroting primary education ; but the Lieutenant-Govemor, after considering 
the subject very folly, found himself unable to carry far this policy. The reduction 
of colleges went no further than was required to cover the cost of science classes 
at colleges aijd to do justice to the Hooghly endowment ; and considerable, 
though still lamentably insufficient, funds for primary schools were found, tem- 
porarily at any rate, by savings in other directions. 

4. The table showing the distribution of expenditure during the year 
makes —

So that the Educational Department spent Bs. 2,13,000 short of the grant 
allotted to it for the year. The largest savings were under the allotments for — 

Grants-in-aid, 

Government Colleges, 

Government Higher Schools, 

Direction and Inspection. 

It is satisfactory to find that very nearly the full Government grant was spent 
on primary education. 

5. Colleges . — The decrease in the number of under-graduates at Govern- 
ment colleges in 1872 was 4^ per cent., and at aided colleges 9 per cent, on the 
numbers for the year 1871. The Presidency <'ollege, tluj Medical College, the 
Engineering College, the Free Church College, and tlie General Assembly’s 
College, had a larger number of under-grad uat os than in the pi’eceding year. 
The number of under-graduates at the Sanskrit and Berhauiporo Colleges 
continues to be exceedingly small. The High School, or school with two years’ 
college classes at Cuttack, continues to do well. During the last year two other 
second class colleges on the same footing have been (judowed by private libera- 
lity at Rajshahye and Midnapore. These high schools arc taught and 
managed entirely by Native masters, and are very much cheaper than the 
ordinary Bengal colleges. It I’omains to bo soon if they can compete success- 
fully with the much more costly second class collegt-s at Berhampore and 
Kishnaghur, where the I’rincipal is a highly-paid European officer, and where 
the second Prrfessor receives a larger salary than the Head-Masters of the High 
Schools at Cuttack and Gowhatty. 

6. Huiltcr Schools , — The principal test of the success of the liigher schools 
which Government maintains in almost every district of Bengal is the 
University Entrance E.\aminati«m. The collegiate schools, which have the 
advantage of the supervision of European officers, aro on the whole the most 
successful. It is very satisfactory, however, to find that next to the seven best 
collegiate schools, five of which are in Calcutta, the Fogoso School at Dacca, a 
private institution receiving no aid from Government, was the most successful in 
Bengal. At a very short interval comes the Metropolitan Institution, a self- 
supporting unaidod school in Calc.utta, managed wholly by Natives. The success 
of the higher school in a remote and backward district like Mymensing is 
satisfactory. The table at page 17 of the rojioit shows that excepting the town of 
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Galctiita, where there are many efficient higher sohoola, the district of Ho^hly 
is by ^ the foremost district of Bengal in education. Its one-and-half millions 

S r^uood 102 succosfidful candidates for the Entrance Examination ; thrm other 
istricts only produced more than one-fifth of that number ; and one district only, 
the 24-Ferguunahs, produced half as many successful entrance candidates as 
Hooghly. 

7. The statistics offered at pages 24 — 26 of the number of Mahomedans 
who pass University examinations are indeed matter for much regret. The 
fact that the proportion of Mahomedun under-graduates has been steadily 
rising of late years is so far satisfactory, as is also the Inspector’s statement that 
Maliomedan boys are gradually creeping to the tops of their classes in the 
schools of Eastern Bengal. It seems, too, that the (lovernment colleges and 
higher schools are more acceptable to Mahomedans than aided institutions of 
the some calibre. The Lieutenant-Governor apprehends that Mahomedans 
form in Eastern Bengal a different social stratum to what the}' do in the Kortli- 
Westem Provinces or Behar. In these latter }>rovinccs they amount to one- 
sixth or less than one-sixth of the population, and many of them belong to the 
middle and well-to-do classes; they therefore hold their omi at the higher 
schools and in the Government service. In Easteni Bt;ngal, on the other hand, 
Mahomedans are found mainly among the r}'ot8 and the lower classes of the 
people, and they fonn from one-half to four-fifths of the population of the 
eastern districts; they attend the primary schools largel}’, but vciy few of 
them are found in the higher schools or college classes. 

8. The Lieutenant-Governor has considered the interesting figures and 
remarks offered at pages 32-34 of Mr. Woodnjw's report ; but lie cannot 
admit the fairness of the reasoning that because two-thirds of the bo 3'8 in the 
higher and middle schools are in the lower classes of those schools, therefore 
two-thirds of the money si)cnt on such schools must be held to have been 8])ont 
on primary education. The tables at pages 35 and 41 of the report show 
that the total cost of each boy at a primary school is about Its. 3-5-0 per 
annum, while the cost of each boy at the higher and middle schoids is about 
Rs. 15-11-0 per annum. Wc can hardly therefore take credit for devoting 
two-thirds of our higher and middle school exiicnditure on jiriniary education 
when it is clear tluit if the money were to be spent exclusively on primary 
schools, it w’ould pay lor teaching nearly five times as many b'o}'s as it now 
does. 

9. Normal Schools. — Tlic notice of the. Normal Schools at pages 50 — 51 of 
the report does not state how many certificated jmpils were jiroduced at the 
liigher and lower class Normal Schools during the year ; nor is it stated how 
many of the ceitificjuted pupils really take to the profession of teaching. I’he 
Lieutenant-Governor finds, however, from tiassages in the different district reports, 
that most of the passed students of the lower normal schools really do take up 
village schoolmastershijw as soon as they leave the normal school. The late 
Mr. Martin’s account [page 37) of the work done by the Midua])ore normal 
scholars after their training was completed is most satisfactory. Out of 239 jmrsons 
who have passed out of the? Government nonnal schools, all but nine have opened 
schools in Midnapore or in neighbouring districts. But the reports are not 
so full regarding the eniidoynicnt of scholars from the higher class normal 
schools, and it is regarding this class of normal schools that the Lieutenant- 
Governor has most doubts. 

10. Fees pa/jahle at Government Schools and Colleges. — Mr. Woodrow (page 
65) correctly states the intentions of Government in the order udiich incited 
attention to the subject of school fees. The Lieutenant-Governor certainly 
docs not think that the foes at Government schools can be usefully or properly 
raised ; he has at times feared that the fee of Rs. 3 and Rs. 4 a month taken 
at the Government higher schools is too high with reference to the value of money 
and the means of the ptjojde of this country, lie has only acquiesced in the Rs. 12 
fee paid by the students of the Presidency (Jolloge btjcause the college is 
already very full, if not over full ; it is very costly, and education thereat is 
much priced. Looking to the relative value of money, ho considers that thtj 
Rs. 12 a month fee for tuition ahw. at the Presidency College would be 
equal to a fee of about £100 in England; while the fee of Bs. 3 or Rs. 4 
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a month at the higher schools would correspond to a fee for imtion ahne of 
a^ut £25 or £30 in England. Sudi rates in England would be certainly very 
high, and the Lieutenant-Governor is q^uite clear that our rates cannot be 
raised. It is only owing to our exceedingly liberal system of Government 
scholarship that the high fees are rendered tolerable to tue middle and lower 
classes. But the Lieutenant-Governor has urged on the Educational Departs 
meut and on school managers that the high fees taken from boys in the lower 
clas^ of Government schools should, if possible, be reduced ; and he has on 
several occasions invited the Committees of zillah schools to spend their surplus 
funds in reducing the rates of school fees. Mr. Clarke’s account (page 200) of 
the effects of raising the Chittagong school fees is, the Lieutenant-Governor 
believes, substantially correct. The interesting details given by Baboo Radhica 
I'roshad Mookerjeo of the large private schools in Calcutta show that the fee 
rates taken by Native managers of these large and successful institutions are 
considerably lower than the rates at most of the Government higher schools at 
the head-quarters of Bengal districts. The report does not show what rates 
of fees obtain at the succiossful Pogose sch<M>l at Dacca. The Behar Scientific 
Society, it is observed, puts the fees at its schools at a quarter the amount of the 
fees taken in the neighbouring zillah schools. The account of the great 
Calcutta unaided schools confirms the Lieutenant-Governor’s view that our 
higher school foe-rates are often too high ; and His Honor hopes that the 
District School Comnnttecs will apply the surplus funds of their higher schools 
to reducing the fees, beginning their reductions with the lower classes. 

11. Mr. Woodrow’s sketch (pages 77 — 83) of the growth of the school-book 
literature in Bengal is very interesting; and his inference seems fair that 
schools and school boys must have increased enormously since 1853, when 
there were hardly any school-bo(»k8 ; whereas now a single edition of a Bengali 
school book runs occasionally t<» 100,000, and often to 5,000 or 10,000 copies. 
Mr. Woodrow shows the cost of school-books to be when the cheapest editions 
are used — 

Bb. 1 1 or annas 4 a year for a primary school course ; 

„ 16| or nearly Ks. 3 a year for a middle Vernacular school course; 

,, 80^ or about Us. 5 a year for a middle English school course ; 

„ 49 or about Bs. 6 a year for a higher school course ; 

,, 31} or about Bs. 16 a year for the First Arts University course ; 

,, 63^ or about Ks. S3 a year for the last years of the under graduate course; 

These charges, which exclude the cost of books of reference, such as atlases 
and dictionaries, form a very considerable addition to the cost of schooling in a 
poor country like India; and the Lieutenant-Governor trusts that all authorities 
will be careful not to add to the cost of schooling by using dear school-books or 
text-books. His Honor believes that the Calcutta School Book Society has done 
a great service to the cause of education by establishing all over the country 
agencies for the sale of books at rates very little above cost price. But he 
hopes that the Society will direct its attention to cheapening the elementary 
books in universal use. The Lieutenant-Governor recently sanctioned a grant 
to the Society of one-half the cost of a -large edition of a Bengalee manual of 
practical science on condition that it should be retailed at t)ne-half the price 
at w'hich tlic Society had intended to bring it out. He will bo ready in this 
way to aid in cheapening approved vernacular text-books ; and he has the 
less hesitation in so doing, because the School Book Society pays no dividend 
to any shareliolders an<l makes no profits for any one except its customers. 
When the •school-books have been revised liy the committee now nominated at 
the instance of the Viceroy, wo sh.all be better able to multiply cheap editions 
of really good and useful books. 

12. Pages 85 — 93 of the report give an interesting sketch of the educational 
work done by the diflerent missionary societies in Bengal. 'J’Jio table at page 
44 shows that the cost of the Free Church College per pupil is lower than at 
any other Government or aided college in Bengal, while the cost per pupil of the 
General Assembly’s College is the next lowest. The table at page 22 shows 
that the great scliools attached to these two colleges are sixth and seventh on 
the list of successful higher schools in Bengal, while t!ie college rejxuts show 
that the Free Church College passed more B.A. students than any cfdlege in 
Bengal except the Presidency College, and more First Arts students than any 
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cpUe^ except the Freeidei^) Ho^hty, and Kishnaghur OollegM. On all 
grounds, therefore, the Free Church College may be congratulated oh its very 
signal success. The summary at page 91 shows that 15,441 boys are educated 
at aided missionuy colleges and schools in Bengal at a total cost of about 
Bs. 13 a head per annum, out of which sum Bs. 4| represents the Government 
grant-in-aid. It is satisfactory to find that missionary schools are specially 
successful amoi^ the highland tribes of Chota Nagpore, Son^alia, the Khassm 
Hills and Daijeoling, where ordinary Government agency can least easily 
penetrate. 

13. GtVfo’ Schools. — Six-sevenths of the Government money spent on female 
education are given as grants-in-aid to Native-managed and missionary girls’ 
schools and to zenana teaching agencies. Only 9,518 girls and women are 
reported to be under any kind of instruction out of a total population of 
33,274,074 females. The zenana agencies in Calcutta are doing some good, 
and have several hundreds of girls and women under instruction. Outside 
Calcutta, Dacca, and a few large towns and head-quarters stations in Central 
and Western Bengal, there appears to be little desire for or attempt to obtain 
female education. But the Lieutenant-Governor quite acknowledges that at 
some places English and Native gentlemen have shown much interest and zeal 
in regard to little girls’ schools, which he has been pleased to see. 

14. Government CoUeges . — The detailed reports of the several colleges show 
that the Presidency, Civil Engineering, and Medical Colleges, have been 
successfol during the year under review. The number of passed assistant 
engineers, sub-engineers, overseers, and sub-overseers, who are, produced yearly 
by the Civil Engineering College seems, however, small comp^ed to the size of 
the classes. The smallest and most expensive college dimailment in Bengal is 
shown to be that attached to the Sanskrit College. The Dacca College was less 
successful than usual at the University examination, and the college classes fell off 
during the year. The Patna College improved during the year in respect both 
of the number of its students and of their sutieess at the University examinations. 
Out of the Patna College under-graduates, 40 were Bengalees and 37 were 
natives of Behar, while nine out of the 79 under-graduates wore Mahomedans. 
The Kishnagur College did veiy well at the University examinations ; the 
Berhampore College did worse, both in reimect of nmnbers and of University 
examinations, than any college in Beneral. The number on the rolls at, and the 
success of the students of, the seveial colleges during the year 1871-72 were 
as follows : —

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1£. The lieateaaat-Governor has veoently reviewed most of the divisional 
educational reports, and he will not now review in detail the progress of educa* 
turn in tilie several divisions and districts as i^own in the Inspectors’ reports 
^nted as Appendix A to the Director’s report. He notices, however, tlie 
following points in tiie Inspectors’ reports 

BURDWAN DIVISION. 

^ The late Mr. Martin’s account a£ the way in which Deputy Inspectors do 
their*work of inspection is in every way satisfactory. If the inspecting officers 
in all districts do their work as honestly and are supervised as effectively as 
they were in the late Mr. Martin’s circle, the Government grant for middle and 
primary education will bo voiy well spent. Mr. Martin’s remarks at page 7 of 
Appendix A, regarding the mistakes into which our trained village teachers fall, 
are earnestly commended to the consideration of every district committee and 
every inspecting officer in Bengal. If our improved patshalas are ever to form 
recognised institutions in Bengal villages, the teachers must at the outset 
deviate as little as possible from the accepted plans of teaching and of charging 
for tuition. The Lieutenant-Governor is glad to know that the patshala scholar- 
ship rules of October exactly and precisely meet the views held by so 

experienced an officer as Mr. Martin, and now set forth in the report which has 
been presented to Government after his death. 

16. Mr. Martin’s remarks (pages 18, 19, 20), as well as other notices in the 
several Insjiectors’ reports regarding the usefulness of night schools attached t(» 
ordinary patshalas, .are recommended to the attention of the district committees 
and Magistrates. 

The Lieutenant-Governor quite concurs in the view (page 1 1 of Mr. Martin’s 
report) that Bengal school-boys should, after getting a rougli knowledge «.>f the 
geography of the world, learn first the geography of their own district 

and province before they proceed to learn the geography of Asia and of 

other continents. This particular point was strongly and sensibly urged on 
the National Schoolmasters in England by Professor Huxley some few years ago. 

17. The particulars given by Mr. Martin (pages 16-18) regarding , the 
effect of tlie Burdwan fever upon tne schools and school-boys are very distress- 
ing. The Lieutenant-Governor can only hope that the diminution of the fever 
wliich has recently occurred may be pennanent. Meanwhile, the Government 
is doing what it can to cure the sick and strengthen and set up the 
convalescents. 

The Lieutenant-Governor notices with satisfaction the rcmtirks of the 
• Inspector and Deputy Inspector regarding the spread of girls’ schools in BaJi- 
coorah, which is educatiouallv an advanced distric-t. Girls’ schools are so few 
and so expensive that the Lieutenant-Governor feels hardly able to make an 
allotment for schidarships tenable by girls; moreover, there are no “higher” 
girls’ schools at which such scholarships could be held. The patshala scholarships 
are few enough for the many village schools which the Government hopes 
shortly to have ; and His Honor cannot recompiend that any of the patshala 
scholarship money be devotisd to girls’ schooK. Still, if the district committee 
of any district where girls’ schools are really numerous and flourishing desire 
to spend savings from the grants-in-aid allotment or from some other source on 
prizes or scholarships for girls, the Ideutenant-Govemor w«)uld have no objection. 

18. Mr. Martin’s report, on Midnapore shows how many flourishing schools 
in that district owe their success to the liberality and support of rich zemindars. 
The example of the Jhargaon Rajah, who, though an illiterate man, supjiorts a 
first-rate school and “ compels his amlah and rotainors to send their boys to his 
school, and encourages the munduls of his villages to send tlicir sons to reside 
ut Jhargaon” for the purpose of attending school, will, it may be hoped, be felt 
in the surrounding districts. 

19. Mr. Woodrow’s analysis (page 49) of the cost of the very efficient 
higher schools supported by Government in the llooghly district shows that in 
Calcutta and Hooghly good English schools can be self-supporting. The 
Lieutenaut-GKivernor hopes that in process of time schools of this class may 
become self-supporting all over Bengal ; that many schools and colleges may bo , 
endowed by private liberality, such as has been shown during the past year in 
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the establishment of the high school or second class colleges at Midnapore and 
Rajshahyo ; and that more of the funds which GoTomment can afford for edtt> 
cation may be applied to aiding middle and primary schools all oxer BengaL 
At present this aesirahle end has been attained or nearly attained in the 
Hooghly district alone, where the college is supported by a private endowment, 
and some of the best Government schools are self-supporting, and whore the 
contribution of Government towards the cost of higher schools (Government 
and aided) only amounted to a seventh of the whole cost, the remainder being 
found locally hy fees, subscriptions, and endowments. 

The Lieutenant-Governor would wish to he informed more particularly of 
the circumstances under which the Government model school at Hooglily, 
which is said (page 68 of Mr. Woodrow’s report) to have been a very successful 
and self-supporting school, was closed in 1873. 

PRESIDENCY DIVISION. 


20. Tlie Lieutenant-Governor is much satisfied with the account given by 
Mr. Woodrow (pages 70 — 71) ofthe manner in which he and hisdepufy inspectois 
perform the work of inspection. He trusts that a complete system of inspection, 
such as Mr. Woodrow’s and Mr. Martin’s, may bo maintained in all circles and 
in all districts Ills Honor is glad to acknowledge that many of the deputy 
inspectors are valuable, bard- working officers, who have done a great deal for 
education in Bengal. Some of them have had the advantage of being stationary 
for many years in the same sub-division, where they frequently enjoy much 
influence and respect. 

21. It is true, as Mr. Woodrow says, that a considerable sum of money is 
spent on education in the city and suburbs of Calcutta ; but still, after all, the 
number of children under instruction in Calcutta is shown to bo only 16,670 
out of a population of 447,000 souls, of whom 142,000 are children under tlie 
age of 20 years. The number of priihary schools in Calcutta is said to be only 
.38, at which 1,370 boys are under instruction ; so that if this represents the 
whole lower education, the children of the lower classes must be even more 
wholly without the means of education in Calcutta than they are in the 
surrounding districts. The Lieutenant-Governor would hope that before long 
the Municipality of Calcutta may move the Legislature to permit the expenditure 
of some part of its large income on primary schools for the children of the 


Calcuttfi poor. 

22. Mr. Woodrow’s account* of the higher normal schools at Hooghly 

and Calcutta, where each pu})il costs Government 
Rs. 86 oT 88 a year, shows that these costly institu- 
■nvtuntof thciiigheriionnaiscbooiiBt tions liavc bccn k<-‘pt up for yoars past to enable 

**"“■ young men, some of whom may become school- 

masters, to get a good practical education at the Government expense without 
being trammelled by the requirements of the University course. Mr. Woodrow 
p(»int.s out that in some subjects these higher normal schools teac;h up to the 
standard of the University Pirst Arts Examination. This would lie more satis- 
factory if the pu])ils were not paid for learning instead of paying as in other 
schools. The University is now beginning to admit physical and practical 
science to a place in the ordinary Arts course ; and it has been projiosod that the 
University shall grant degrees or certificates for proficiency in one or more 
subjects udthout requiring every student to gain a smattering of a great number 
of subjects. Wlien these schemes shall, in tlie fullness of time, bo matured, the 
Ideutenant-Govi'nior would hope that Government may be tible to reduce the 
cost of its higher normal schools, and to trust to the University for a constant 
sujiply of touchers for higher and middle schools ; the full sum available for 
normal schools (!an then be s])ont in training teachers for primary schools. 

23. 'riio Lieutenant-Governor observes that the Jessore district, in which 


heretofore there have boon many more Government patshalas (primary schools) 
than in any other district of Bengal, is for its population educationally much 
behind the rest of the districts of the Presidency and Burdwan divisions. The 
report upon Jessore, and upon the other districts of Baboo Bhudeb’s circle, is 
not very full ; but it is sufficient to show that the state of education in Jessore

much needs the attention of the district committee and of the circle Inspector, 
Mr. Woodrow, if the district is to rise to the educational standard of Nuddea 
and Western Bengal. 


RAJSHAIIYE DIVISION. 

24. The report for the districts of this division is meagre, but the 

Commissioner’s letter of the Ist August 1872 has partly supplied the short- 
comings of the Inspector’s report. Baboo Bhudeb’s rcmaa-ks (pages 141 148) 

upon the good and bad points of the indigenous Bengali patshala are recom- 
mended to tho consideration of all inspecting officers, 'I'he Lieutenant- 
Governor fully accepts, and has indeed already acted upon the view that our 
best hope of educating the masses is to improve the indigenous patshalas, and 
to make tliem the foundation of our schemes for primarj’’ education. 

The ill-health of tho late Inspector of the North-East Circle, who some 
montlis before he went on leave entirely failed to do wliat was reejuired of 
him, appears to bo tho cause of the extreme meagioness of tho reports for 
Dinagepore and Rungjjore. The available statistics of unaided patshalas have 
not been used, and tho figures for those districts convey no idea of the real st ate 
of education therein. Tho Lieutenant-Governor has elsewhere exjiressed his 
view that an officer whoso health iiiiido him so unfit for work as Mr. Bcllett was, 
should have taken leave and made way for a successor who could do the duty. 

25. In tho Raj^iahyo district the number of unaided indigenous patshalas, 
if correctly reported, is very low. Tho scanty success of the aided English 
schools, supported by liberal zemindars, is remarkable; and it will be interesting 
to see if these schools become more successful hereafter. Tho proportion of 
Mahomedan pupils at the middle and primary vernacular schools of the 
Rajshahye. district is larger than anywhere else in Bengal. About one-half 
tho pupils, and a couvsiderablo proportion of the teachers at schools of both 
these classes, are Mahomedans ; and it may be hoped that the proportion of 
Maliomedan school-boj’^s will increase, inasmuch as 80 per cent, of tho 
population of tho district profess the Mahomedan faith. The proportion of 
Mahomedan school-boys in the Pubna district, where Mahomedans constitute 
the bulk of the population, is extremely small. The report shortly due will 
show whether the extension of the patshala system to Pubna will, as the 
Inspector hopes, bring Mahomedan boys to the Government schools. 

GOOCH BEHAR DIVISION. 

20. The report for tho Cooch Behar Division does not convoy any 
information regarding the state of its schools. Tiio increase in the attendance 
at the Darjeeling aidcal mission schools is so far satisfactory, but the lacute- 
nant-Govemor would have been glad to know what pn. 'port ion of tho pupils 
are Lepchas, Bhootcahs, or Paharees. Ho would hope, moreover, that tho 
number of unaided schools in Jul[)igoroe is Lirgor than the rejjort would show. 

Ho would have been glad to know what supp*)rt the C(»och Behar 
Maharajah’s estate gives to schools in his gro.T,t /.on indanes, and what support 
the tea planters are ready to give towards scliools for tho child»’eu of their 
coolies. Tho ({uestion of raising the status of tho Julpigoree school can bo 
referred by the district committoo as soon a.s they hav'O ascertained what 
support the great zgmindors of the neighbourhood will givo to the scheme. 

DACCA DIVISION. 

27. Mr. Clarke’s account (page 189) of tho whole M;yTncn8ing zillah 
school having given u]) Sanskrit, now that it is no longer compulsory, 
because they have not time for so heavy a subject besides thcii* English, 
Bengali, history, mathematics, and science lessons, is worthy of note. The 
Lieutenapt-Govemor sympathizes with tlie stop taken by these overburdened 
people, which is tho more important bccsiuso Mymensing is shown (page 22 
of the Director’s report) to bo the most successful Gov'crmnent school in 
Bengal after the Ooterpara school and the principal collegiate schools. Tho 
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Uoutenant-Qovernor much hopes that the University may before long see fit to 
grant certificates and degrees vrithout insisting upon students taking up so very 
many difiicult subjects at once. 

28. The Lieutenant- Governor notes Mr. Clarke’s opinion that all persons 
belonging to the potty shop-keeper class and upwards can read, write, and keep 
simple accounts, while ryots, laborers, fisherinuii, coolies, boatmen, servants, 
&c., can neither read nor write. Mr. Clarke’s opinion, founded on several years’ 
residence and travel among the pi'ople of Eastern Bengal, is entitled to much 
weight; but the Lieutenant-Governor would be glad to know how far this 
estimate is generally believed to be ajiproxi mutely correct. According to this 
view the educated and unlettered male (it is jiresumed thsit adult nialeS alone 
are included in Mr. Clarke’s distribution) pojnilation of Bengal proper w'ould by 
Statement VI of the census report stand thus : — 

Professional men, (lovernment scrviints, persons engaffed in 
trade and cutnmurce, zeniiiniars, piitnccdars, taioolcdars, 

&c , all able >o read and write . . . . . . 5''0,(iU0 

Ryots, persons engaged in ngrieiilturc or service, and other 

adults uot able to read or write .. .. .. IO,StKi,(JUO 

Male children .. .. .. .. .. t,65U,U0U 

By this reckoning little more than 5 per (tent, of the iidult iniiles, or about 1 J 
per cent, of the whole population in Bmtgal j>rojM;r, cun rciad and write, 'riie 
l..ioutenant-Govemor hopes that in n^ality mutters are soinowhat bettor than 
this, and that there are a go<td many «»f the ryot, servant,' and artizan classes 
who have picked up sonui kind of educatirm at indigenous patsliulus; but he 
fears that in ftt<it the absence of education is very great. 

29. The Lieutcnant-Ocjvenior notices witli aj)probation the account of the 
Hunchadi girls’ school, whicli a young married woman of good position has 
opened and teaches in her husband’^s house. 

Mr. Clarke's views upon tlie subject of devoting the minor scholarship 
money to vernacular scholarships, and his arguments upon the subject (page 
204), are worthy of the attention of school committees when the time comes for 
them to take their decision under paragraph 3 of the scholarship resolution of 
tho 5th October 1872. 

30. The Dacca Inspector’s figures (page 205) do not show the unaided 
patshalas, although several of his Di^puty In.spoctor.s h.avc reported uj)on the 
number of indigenous patshalas. 'J'ho Connni.ssioncr’s rejjort of the 22nd 
August also makes no mention of unaided ]>at.s]i.'ila.s. Tho l.iontonant-Governor 
hopes that next year’s ro])ort will .show that the nnnibcv of unaided patshalas 
and maktabs in the Dacca division is really considerable. Tho proportion 
of Mahomedans among the scholars and tt.'achors of tlio Dacca schools is 
exceedingly small ; and it is rcnjarl..ab!e that tlio six Mahomedans who are 
employed as schoolmasters are teachers in higher schools; one of the six 
is a B.A., and is second master in t1i3 Pegoso School, \vlii(.'h, next after the 
seven best collegiate schools, is tho ni< st successful higher school in Bengal. 
It seems fair to conclude that Mahomet’ ans, wlio tlm.s luakts eflliciont teachers in 
higher schools, cannot be so unfit for masterships as the figures at })ago211 
would indicate. 

31. The Lieutenant-Governor eov.curs in the Inspector’s view Cpago 214) 
that if the people of a place (diooso to have a liiglier .scliool instead of a middle 
or vernacular scliool, they have a riglit to select tluar owui description or class 
of school. We may be the more ready to admit tlio exercise of tliis right, as 
Government does not raise, but ratlior I-owcts, ils grant-in-aid as tho calibre of 
the school rises. Still wo mn.st alwa}'S boar in mind the tendency in such 
schools to spend most of the money on llus higher classes. 

32. Tho number of schools and scholars is extraordinarily small in tho 
Furreedpore districst, and the average daily attendance bears a sumller propor- 
tion to the number of boys on the rolls than in most other districts. But all 
the boys who are under the instruction described by Mr. Wells (page 227, 
puragraph 10,) are outside the figures offered in the present report. 
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The progress of the Government and aided schools in Mjmensing has 
been certoinly good, and the li^rality of the zemindars is creditable to them* 
selves and to the district. 

The Lieutenant-Governor observes, with reference to the Inspector’s para- 
graph 13 (page 245), that the Government cannot hope with the small means 
at its command ** to produce primary education among the masses all at once.” 
It h<mos to make some small beginning of this great work, and His Honor shares 
thd Inspector’s belief that in Mymensing, as in other districts, the people are 
much more prepared to receive primary scliools aidfsd by Govennnont than the 
Deputy Inspector of Mymensing apprehends. The views of this officer are 
controverted by the Deputy Inspector of Ba(;kcrgungo (page 238), who, with 
Mr. Clarke’s concurrence, liolds that any number of 6-ruj)ee patshalas can be 

E laced at once in most di.strict8 of Esistern Bengal. The Lieutenant-Governor 
opes that the district comniittee will, with the Magistrate’s advice, do what 
they can to enlist more Mahoinedan schoolmasters in this large district, which, 
as Mr. lleynolds observes, is intensely Mahoinedan. 

33. As the Magistrate and Commissioner observe, Sylhet certainly seems 
to bo educationally the most backward district in Bengal pro})er; the 
Lieutenant-Governor bojies that the largo number of patshula grants recently 
sanctioned for Sylhet may be successfully placed. Sjdliet, like Chittagong, is 
a district of well-to-do occupiers and small landowners, and should supply a 
large number of scholars for primary schools. 

His llonor.has already asked the Government of India, and he will repeat 
his recommendiition, that a small percentage of the gross rental of khas mehals 
may be assigned by Government for tlie support of primary schools on its estates. 

34. The absence of schools in a district like Cachar, which the British 
Government has now held for many years, in which there are some scores of 
resident European gentlemen, and in which many lakhs of English money are 
spent yearly, is very distressing. It seems from the I)(?puty Commissioner’s 
letter that some of the odintational funds gi-anted to Ca' bar lapses annually. 
The Lieutenant-Governor trusts that the Deputy Conn,’. ssioncr and the com- 
mittee will spend their funds to the best advantage, so e to make a beginning 
of some sort of education in Cachar. If the Deputy ^ ommissioner finds it 
necessary to deviate in some resjiects from the lines of the primary school 
resolution, the Commissioiuir can, in consideration of the peculiar circumstances 
of Cachar, sanction su<'h deviation. 

CHITTAGONG DIVISION. 

35. The Gov'crnment schools in Chittagong arc few and scantily attended, 
but the account given ol' the indigenous and unaided schools is very 
cheering. I’he fact.s recrounted at paragraph 16 of Mr. (i'ltirke's rejiort (page 266) 
bojir out the Idoutenant-Govonior’s view that the fees at om* Government and 
aided schools arc too high for the children of the lower and lower-middle 
classes of the people. It .seems clear that the Govemment paisliala grant will 
bo very usofuliy spent among the jictty landholders and yeomen of Chittagong. 

In Noaklially also there arc bat few Government schools, bu: the census 
returns (if cerrect) show that tin? number of indigenous schools is largci* for the 
population than in most otlu'r ilistricts of Bengal, there being 6,275 schools in 
the district to a pojuilation of 7 lakhs. The success of the Noakhallv private 
vernacular school, wlicre IV'rsiun is taught, and at which there arc 77 Mahomedau 
to 56 Hindoo scholars, shows tliat in one at least of the Mahomedau districts 
of Eastern Bengal Mahomedans can bo attraided to a high class vernacular 
school if the languages they affect are taught thereat. The action taken by 
Mr. Harvey, manager of the Baikjiarah estate, in establisliing 13 now primary 
scliooks oil tlio estate, will, tlio Lieutcnaiit-Govenior hopes, bo followed by the 
managers (Euro]>can and Native) of great estates in other parts of B agal. 
Mr. Harvey’s plan of having both a gooroouiahasoy and a luoulvie at each 
school will doubtless be carefully watched by the Magistrate and the Iiispocfor. 
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PATNA DIVISION. 

36. The Lieutenant-Governor has elsewhbre remarked on the costliness of 
the arran^ment vrherebjr the expensive normal school at Patna pays stipends 
to “ youths of good position” and prepares them for the ITnivorsity Entrance 
examination within a few yards of the Patna College, where other students 
pay considerable fees for the same teaching. His Honor does not doubt 
that the Patna normal school teaching is good of its kind; but Government 
cannot afford to pay stipends to lads avIio are being trained for the Entrance 
ex amin ation, and the large grant to tlic Patna normal school must, as soon 
as aiTangements can be made, bo devoted to training teachers for primly 
schools in the several districts of Behar. 

87. The Commissioners report notes that whereas .‘i per cent, of the popu- 
lation of his division, or 056,166 boys, ought to be at school, there are now only 
about 41,000 boys at school, of whom 16,000 are at unaidid indigenous village 
schools. According to these figures only one boy to each 319 souls of the 
population in tlio Patna division is under instrueliun of any kind. In the 
district of Hooghly-with-Iloivrah, the proportion of sch<j»)l-going boys to the 
total population is about 1 to 45 ; so that Behar lias a very great deal of ground 
to make up before it attains to the educational level ttf the best districts of 
Bengal. 

38. The account given by the Deputy Inspector Siiraj Mul Shore 
Ali of the indigenous schools (patshalas and maktabs) of Behar is full and 
instructive; but the Licutenant-GoA'ornor fully concurs in- tlio Commis- 
sioner’s remarks that “ these schools of primary instruction are the machi- 
nery which, if possible, the Goveninient sliould utilise in the attempt to 
introduce or to improve elementary vcm.-icular education throughout Behar.” 
The Lieutenant-Governor would draw the attention of district committees 

and Magistrates in Be- 
har and other divi- 
sions to paragraph 21 
of Mr. Bayloy’s re- 
port extracted in the 
margin. He 
that the 
spectors as 

too wise to despise the 
indigenous schools of 
tlieir country. Indeed, 
tlie reports from Bengal 
divisions show fully 
tliat tlio' Dojmty In- 
spectors value highly these important institutions, and His Honor trusts that 
the same views may spread among the subordinate iiisjK'cting <^tlie,ers of Behar 
Orissa, and Assam. The remarks of the Conimissioiujr and Inspector rosiioct- 
ing the desire of the pcojile to have Hindee instead of Hindustanee taught it) 
vifiaj ;re schools will liave been met by tlio Lieutenant-Govia-iior’s orders directing 
that Hindoo should bo the langtiago taught in Behar villfige .schools, and that the 
Nagrec character should be used in the court documents and papers which 
most concern the people. 

.39. T'ho Inspector’s account of some of the vernacular schools ip and of 
the normal scho(<l at Gya is interesting. It is remarkable that in tJic 8hnh- 
abad district, w'lierc tbc'Maliomodans are only 7.} par cent, (if the total population, 
Mahomedan jmpils .should bear to Hindoo pupils the following ratios in the 
several classes of schools : —

‘M annex from Mr. Fallon’B rejKtrt an estimate of tlie clifiifrencrs ijetween 
the 83^8toiii followed in indif^enouH schools and Oovernment seliools. It is no 
doubt in its main features correct, uiid liic dciccti of system pointed emt arc 
tiioao which it will lie the duty of the local eoiniuitU^cs and liepnty liispcK^torK to 
endeavour to mitigate ; but it will be fatal to the Government scbcinc if an 
ondeavoor is made at once to siibslitule the systtun of Government nchools for 
that on which indigtmous scbofils are now worked. 1 think it eannoi he. too 
much impressed on those who will have to work the new scheme tliut ]>ntsha1as 
arc to remain patshulus; that inupM, hooks, and furniture, are not the tjr>t rj-cpii- 
sitos, neither are regisUTS and a variety of euhjcct*^; htil the essent ini point is to 
take advantage of such touching of reading, writing, and arithmetic us wc fnid 
ill existence, anil endeavour gradually to iinpiovc it, not to sniistiiute Rf»mc1.Jiing 
(better pe?h»p>;,bui wholly diflernit; which thcpeo]ilo do not want, or, if they do 
want, cannot pay for. It ife bfcaufMj J see in nil thcM.* Deputy Tn‘»pectfjr.s' reports 
a tone of contempt .ind lioatility touurds the indigenous schools, which if pprse- 
vered in will make it very difficult to work the Lieut45iiniit-Govcrii««r's scheme 
with effiitieiicy, that 1 think it necessary to bring the inaltcr proiuinently to the 
notice of Governmoiit." 
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Possibly the (pa^o 323) for the liij^lier school may bo inverted, but 

even then the proportion of Mahomedan scliolurs is very high throughout ; arid 
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those figures show that where Mabomedans belong to the upper and middle 
elasses, and where we have Mahomodan teachers and school inspectors, boys of 
that persuasion come to our schools readily enough, and without any special 
inducements. In the face of these figures the Lieutenant-Governor cannot 
admit the general applicability of the In.Hpector’s remark that “ Mahomedan 
bigotry and pride stand aloof from our schools.” 

,lne Commissioner’s report shows that in all Bchar the most active and 
successful promoter of education is a Mahomedan. Mr. Baylcy writes : — “ More 
than all these 1 think the thanks of Government are duo to Sycd Imdad Ali, 
“ whose exertions oiganized and kept togethcsr the Boliar Scientific Society, 

“ and the society’s schools are doing a useful work throughout the division. 

‘‘ Ho has since the close of the year started another school of the same kind 
“ at Gya, which is warmly support<!d in the district. It liad over 100 pupils 
“ when it had only been in existence for two nionlhs, and is doing a good and 
“useful work. Tlio zillah schools have placed tlit-Ir niiiiiuium fee at one rupee, 

“ the Bcdiar Scientific Society schords at 4 annas.” The Lieutenant-Governor 
fully believes that this society is doing a groat work. 

40. It is satisfactory to learn from the Commissioner that “ education 
has taken firmer root in Mozufferporc” than elsewhere in the division ; for 
Mozufferpore is the capital of th<‘ most pofmlous and richest district of the 
whole of India, a distn<tt where hundreds of Kuropt'ans reside, and whence 
several hundred thousand pounds worth of indigo and o])ium are exported 
annually. In some parts of the great district of I’irliotit tlie ])eoplo arc said 
to bo extremely backward, and to evince a “ sullen discontent” with the action 
»of Government and its oflicers. ^’he Lieutenant-Governor hopes that the very 
liberal grant re(!ently made for j)rimnrv schools in Tirhoot will be well admi- 
nistered, and that the great landholders and the indigo planters will co-operate 
with Government in extending primary schools. In the district of Sarun, con-, 
taining two millions of souls and a dens(*r population than any district in Bengal 
except Hooghly, thert? arc* in all only 14 Goveriiinent and 10 aided scfhools; 365 
unaided indigenous schools were reported to be in existence at the census, and^, 
the Deputy Inspector reports that tlu'se unaided schools (chatsals and maktabs, 
as they arc called,) arc improving. On u rcjview of the figurcs of educational 
expenditure, scliools and scholars in Sarnn and Chumparun, the Lieutenant- 
Governor fully sympathises in the Commissioner’s regret that so little should 
yet have been done to promot(^ education in those great and ridi districts. He 
hojies that the patshala grunt, the ])jitshala scholarships, and the new grant-in-aid 
assignment, will bo worked bv tlu* Magistrates and the District (.\)minittee8 
so as in some way to wipe off the reproach which rests upon the Patna division 
for its backwardness in <!ducational matters. I’lic Commissioner's account of 
the sti'ps taken to establish primary schools c)u the great estates under the 
Patna Court of Wards is satisfiictorj:, and thii Lieutenant-Governor hopes that 
the next report may show that those nicas m's have home full fruit. The Board 
of Revenue have intimated their readiness to sanctitm n'asonablc exjienditurc 
from wards’ inc,<)mc on primaiy schools. And the District Committees will be 
able to apply .such rcnuMly us they may see fit to the prcscuit dt'fective system” 
doscribou in the Comniissiou(*r’s 37th })arugru])h, whereby vernaeulur scholar- 
ship holders waste two-thirds of tlieir time in zillah scho«.>Is. 

BIIAUGULPORE DIVISION. 

41. This division is show’n by Mr. Woodrow (page 5t) of the Director’s 
report) to enjoy a smaller educational grant, and to have fewer schools in 
proportion to its population than any part of Bengal. The detailed figures 
offered by the Inspector am.) tho Commissioner fully bear out Mr. Woodrow’s 
view. 

Ip the three districts of Monghyr, Bhaugnlporo, and Purneah, containing 
nearly four and a half milliiin ,‘!'»uls, there arc only -13 Government and aided 
schools, on the rolls of whicli are only 1 ,849 boys. The census returns show that 
there ore about 928 unaided indigenous patshulas in these districts. If each of 
these contained ten boys, the total number of children under iusti'uction would 
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be about 11,000 boys, or about one school-boy to 409 souls. Further, the report 
seems to show that all the existing schools in these three districts, excepting 
those in the towns of Monghyr and Bhaugulpore, are in an inefBciont state. 
We cannot hope that the Bhaugulpore division will recover its lost ground all 
at once, or that the rustics of Monghyr and the cowherds of the grass lands 
across the Ganges will suddenly take to education ; but the Lieutenant- 
Governor hopes that the District Committees will do their best with the 
patshala grants and the grant-in-aid allotment. By enlisting the aid of the 
many rich zemindars some beginning can surely be niadij; and even in 
Pumcah there must be villages where Government patshalas w'ould b(‘ 
welcomed. Much care and attention wnll have to bo given to training men of the 
country to become eflicient schoolmasters, 'riie ccrtiticated teacihors produced by 
the Bhaugulpore nonnal school, though few in number, n])peur with only t»n*e 
exception to have opened schools, or to have become schoolmasters. It is satis- 
factory to find that so many of the pupils at the Purueuh training school are 
Hahomedans, for teachers of that persuasion must Ik; very greatly wanted 
among the great Mahomedan population of the Kissengunge sub-division. 

The only exception to the general backwardness of the Bhaugulpore divi- 
sion is the comparative progress in the Sonthal Pergunnahs, where the exer- 
tions of missionaries have, with some Government aid, succeeded in establishing 
a considerable number of efficient village schools wherein Sunthali is taught. 

ORISSA DIVISION. 

42. In this division the Government already sjicnds a good deal ot 
money on education, but the peculiarity of Orissa is tliat the indigenous village 
school is there a much more uiiivcnsul institution than in any other part of 
Bengal. The Commissioner’s report showed that there wWe 4,170 such 
' schools in the division, and the present report shows that ( )rissa is at least 
as ready as any part of Bengal proper to receive and utilise the Govern- 
ment patshala grant. 

The Lieutenant-Governor has recently rovlowod the T)rogrcs.s of education 
in Orissa at some lengthy and has expressed his satisfaction with the administra- 
tion of the department by the late Inspector and the Commi.ssioner. He notes 
that the great Government estate of Khurdali (hies not ajipear to 8up])ort any 
primary schools, and trusts that this may bo remedied, lie relii's on the Com- 
missioner and the district officers to see that bigoti'd Deputy Inspectors do not 
begin by improving off the face of Orissa the indigenous patshala whicb they so 
roundly condemn, but oti which after all the schcuie for educating the masses 
must rest. His Honor hopes that the excellent c.\arapl(! sot by the Maharajah of 
Dhenkanal may be followed in the surrounding chiidships and in tln^ zeniin- 
darces of the coast. The CommiasioiuTs. report shows that in the Kcvmjhur 
estate the chief spends Rs. 1,442 a year, or nearly three per cent, of his gross 
revenues on primary schools for his people. 

At Cuttack, that most liberal of native gentlcrmm, the Maharajah of 
Vizianagram, projioses to found a school or college to which the sons of chiefs 
and others may be attracted. 


CIIOTA NAGPORE DIVISION. 

43. There seems to be plenty of room in this division for the extension of 
primary schools under the resolution of September 1872, although English 
schools are not in much reiiuest outside the head-quarter stations where the 
Government officials reside. The reverend missionaries at Runchee and Chyebassa 
have already received the thanks of Government for the work they are doing 
among the Kols ; if they sucicecd in training a sufficient number of Oraon and 
Moonda teachers for village schools, they will deserve the fullest support which 
the district committees can give to their mission primary schools. 7’ho 
Lieutenant-Governor hopes it w'Rl turn out that Hazoi'oebagh has a fair number 
of indigenous patshalas ; ho himself saw one very flourishing unaided school 
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of this kind, in a village on the grand trunk road. In Maunbhoom, whore ihc 

S eople are more than half Bengalees, tlio GoverniiMsnt patshula selienie will 
oubtloHs, under Colonel Rowlatt’s plans, pn>ve a suecess. 

ASSAM DIVISION. 

44-. Owing to the ill health of the late Inspector the Assam division 
re|)ert is very imperfect. The Commissioner's full report, which was published 
in October lust, goes far to supply the Insjiector’s doficnencios. Assam has 
ro(5oivo<l larger Government grunts for education than some of the older, richer, 
and^ more populous parts of Bengal ; and as yet the people «)f Assam contribute 
a much smaller prf)portion of the cost of their schools than do their brethren 
in Bengal. It is quite clear that this liberal expenditure during the last few 
years has borne much fruit in Assam, for the ( V)innus8ioner writes that “except- 
ing the hill districts every district in the province has a xilluh school teaching 
up to the standard of the Calcutta University hiiitrancc! Examination ♦ ♦ • * 
the jirogress of education in Assam is further illustrated by the fact that while 
in 1802 we could hardl}’- get a clerk from anumg the natives of the province, 
at present the SiijierintCMidcnt of the Jmlieial Commissioners office and several 
of tlie district offi<‘.(jr8’ chief chirks are Assamese.” 

The Deputy f Commissioners and sub-divisional officers note that the Assam 
villagers are ready and anxious for the extension of the patshalas where 
Assamese is taught. Tea jilanters who have given attention to the .subject of 
education in Assam, sa^' that education in liandicrufts is more required than 
instruction in reading and writing; and as yet there are no regular schools among 
the coolies t*n tea gard(?ns. 'I’lie Williamson fund schools, the public workshops, 
and the jail nmnufuctori<‘s, will, the Lieutenant-Governor h«)pes, gradually di> 
something to spread a knowledge of practical science and ])ru(^tical art among 
the rising generation in Assam. 

45. The Lieutenant-Governor would publiclv expn'ss hi.s thanks to the 
Commissionei’s and the district and sub-divisional officers of Bengal for the 
attention they lutvc given to the 8ubje(?t of i‘<lucation and for the way in which 
they have met the wishes t)f Governiiioiit. Tlic officers of the Education 
Department us a body also deserve the warm acknowledgments of Govern- 
ment for their work during the year 1871-72. The Lieutenant-Goveriuir would 
especially ackn*»wlodge the good service done by Mr. Woodrow, both as 
Inspector in his own division and as Officiating Direc.tor. He voluiitiU'ily under- 
took the labour of preparing the present rept)rt. Hitberto the Bengal 
educational 8tati.stics and rojiorts have been more or less a jungh', for they were, 
as has already boon ob.scrvod, arranged on lines and a geography all their omi 
and unintelligible to anyone else ; wdiile the figures and reports of the 
different Inspectors were not liompared or c.()llattnl. I'o reduce this infor- 
mation to order, ac(;ordiug to civil divisions and district.-#, was a great task 
involving much labour. 'J'o tVie many missionaries who have been working 
in tlio cause of education throughout Bengal, the best thanks of Government 
are most justly due. The Lieuttmant-Govemor would acknowledge the service 
done in the cause of education by tin? liberal Native and Eurojieou gentlemen 
who are named in tho Inspectors’ reports. Out of the long I'st of benofat-tors 
to education His Honor would select especially the names of Maharanee 
Sumuniai, Raiu'C Sanit Sundaree of I’ootee, Janovi Chowdhranee, the 
Maharajah of Burdw’an, tlio Maharajah of Dhenkanal, tlie Rajah of Doomraon, 
Rajah Promathnath Roy of Dighu .Pootia, Baboo Haraimth Roy of Duhalkati, 
Syed Abdool Ghuiiiieo, c.s.i., Baboo Joy kissen Mookerjee, Bahoo Rush Boharee 
Dutta, Messrs. BuiTowes and Thomson, and Mr. W. Shireff of Jessore. The 
thanks of Goverumont arc also duo to the European and Native ladies who 
in Calcutta, Orissa, Rajshahye, Miilnnpore, 1‘atqa, Chittagong, luid elseiwhere, 
have exerted themselves for the education and ini])rovemcnt of tho women 
and gilds of Bengal. 

46. The Lioutonnnt-Govomor would have wished to close this review 
with a statement of tho number of schools and scholars, and the amount of money 
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expended in each division during the year 1871*72. The summary jpven by 
Mr. Woodrow in Appendix C is very full so far as it concerns Lrovcrnment 
schools, but it does not give the latest information regarding unaided schools. 
TJio Lieutenant-Governor has, however, caused the following statement to bo 
prepared to show, as far as our materials permit, how education and schools in 
Hcngal stood on the Slst March 1872. Some of the figures must be merely 
conjectural, as, for instance, the cost of the Seramporo College, which renders no 
returns, or the number of indigenous schools in My mousing, for which no 
school census was given. 

The number of indigenous village schools may perhaps bo below the 
truth for some districts, and the figures for pupils and expenditure at such 
schools are in some degree conjcc.tural. The average number of boys at indi- 
genous patshalus has been taken at from 7 to 20, and the cost of each patshala 
at from Rs. 50 to JOO a year, according to tin; c.ircumstances of the district. 
It is much to be hoped that next ytnir we shall have more complete and 
reliable figures. I’he table thus com})iled is as follows.

1 h 7;5, from the Coinini.s.Hioner of Dacca, submitting the half-yearly returns of 
laborers in Sylhet for the year 1872. 

Read also — 

Letters No. 66a and 80, dated respectively the PJth April and 5th May 1S73, from 
the Coromisaioiier of I'aeca, subniitliug the inspection reports on the Sylhet tea 
gardens for the year 1872, and the C'ommisft>ioncr’s 1 evolution on the returns and 
reports. 

1. These reports arc very sati.sfactory. Including brancli gardens there arc 
fire icardens in Sylhet, gi\ingaii average uf 505 eoedios lor the year under notice. 
No inspection report has been sctit uj) for lln^ Sbabajpon* tea garden, and, as 
noticed by the CommissiontM’, tlu' report on the Cheiragoong gank n is not in 
the prescribed form and littli* inromiatioM. This is the only garden 

which has been nvicc vidted, the rcuiainiinj: Three Iniving been inspected but 
once each. Tin* report.s 1lK:jn>elvis are lavorable, and speak Tvell for the 
management of ibo gard. jis and tin* lu'alth of tltc coolies. Tliero were no 
complaints about waires or wi^rk, but it is noticeable that there is no Native 
doctor on the Pirtorcali ganii.-n, whi^M numbers some 3 or 400 coolies. The 
supply of medicines is, b:>\vov('r, s *id i be ani|;Ie, and the gardeu h: s a dresser 
who is said to ijndcr.sUaid his W'>rJ-. ; s-ill the Lhmienant-tjlovernor concurs in 
the Iiispcetor’s view that a iS alive duclor ought to i)c kept on this large 
garden and its braiicdi gardens.

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2. The returns under Section 80 show a mortality among coolies im- 
ported from Bengal ; hut from a reference to Table 111, column iii, it will be 
seen that all the coolies who died during the year had been imported from 
Chota Nagpore. In Futtoreah and the branch gardens there were five deaths, 
and the remaining two deaths were in the Cherragong garden. Tho small 
number of desertions and of coolies imprisoned during the year is satisfactory. 

8. The position and ventilation of the Chargoola houses is not said to be 
very satisfactory, but the manager intends to erect new bouses on an improved 
plan, and the Inspector considers this will remedy existing evils. It speaks 
well for the garden management that while cholera was carrying off numbers 
of the residents of villages round Chargoola, only one cooly was attacked, and 
he was cured by treatment on the garden.

reslriet the same to fugitive criminals who arc in or siispietcd of being in the part of Her 
Majesty^s dominions specified in the Order, ai d render the operation thereof subject to bueli 
conditions, exee[>tions, and qualifications as may be deemed expeiiiont : 

And whereas a Treaty was coin luded on the fifth day of February last hetyreen Her

JVb. ^\O.^Smla,the 9thMajf 1878.— -With the view of extending as far as practicable to 
ofScers of the Staff Corps and Indian Army, the system of examinations for appointments and 
promotion which obtains in the British Service, the Governor-General in Council is pleated 
to notify, for general information, the following rules, winch have received the sanction of Her 
Majesty's Secretary of State for India, and which will be brought into operation from the 
Ist July 1874. 

2. It is to be clearly understood that these rules are not intended in any way to 
interfere with tho tests as respects character, ph}*8ieal efliciency, and knowledge of the native 
languages to which candidates for the Staff Corps are subjected under existing regulations. 

Section Qualification for CandUhiicHfor probationary entrance to the Indian Staff Corps 

1. No officer under the rank of Lieutenant will, in future, be considered eligible to 
become a proliationer for the Staff Corjis.

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The 28/A April 1873.-— The following rules, embodying certain proposed alterations- 
in those now in force under Sections 11 and 12, Act V (B.C.) of 186t, for the Calcutta 
Canals and Tolly Nullah, are published under the provisions of Section 12 of the Act 
^for general information : — 

I. — Every vessel, on entering the Calcutta Canals or Tolly's Nullah, shall be liable to 
measurement for the purpose of ascertaining the toll payable ; and in case of any reasonable 
doubt arising, the canal officers at any toll station shall have authority to remeasure a 
vessel, notwithstanding that it was measured on cnterirjg the canal. 

II. — The tonnage of every vessel, whether laden or empty, shall, for the purposes of Act V 

of r864 (B. L. C.), and of these rules, be determined by the following measurements : 

.^.■^Thc product of half the length of the vessel from stern to stern, measured along the 
water line, multiplied by the interior greatest breadth of the vessel, multiplied by the depth 
from the water line to the bottom of the vessel, is to be taken as the number of maunds upon 
which toll shall be levied. 

B, — The measurement of the length is to be made in feet, rejecting inches ; the measure- 
ment of the breadth and depth is to be made in feet and quarters of feet, rejecting portions 
of less than a quarter of a foot. 

C. — In calculating the amount of toll to be levied, any fraction of 100 maunds less 
than 25 maunds is to be omitted ; exceeding 25 and not exceeding 50 maunds, is to be 
charged as 25 maunds only ; exceeding 50 and not exceeding 75 raannds, to be charged as 50 
maunds only; and exceeding 75 maunds, as 75 maunds only; above 1,000 maunds, all 
fractions of 100 maunds are to be omitted. 

Z). — Provided that in the case of vessels which entered the canals empty for the purpose 
of loading therein, IjIic dcptli shall be measured irom the line of usual immersion as visible 
on the outside of the vessel to the bottom of the vessel, and not from the line of actual 
immersion at the time of measurement. 

III. — Every vessel entering the canals shall be furnisbed with a ticket on payment of 
the preseribed toll. The man jee’s name, the dale and hour of entry, tlic maundage of the 
vessel, the cargo it contains, and amount of loll charged, sliali be entered in this ticket to 
identify the vessel on which tidl has been ])aid. 

IV. — Every person in charge of a boat, raft, or float, >vho sliall pass in the canal without 
tendering the toll due, or who shall pass out of the canal without delivering to the toll-keeper • 
the ticket of cjitranee and paying the rent tluit be due, shall be liable to be detained and 
punished according to Section U) of Act of 1804. 

V. — This i ieket may be demanded and inspected l)y any canal officer, and must be kept 
on board and at hand for that purpose. 

VI. — Every per.son in charge of boats entering the Calcutta canals from the eastward 
must tender his toll ticket to the officer at Dhappa and Panspotia pass stations to have it 
examined, stamped, and signed ; a id for those entering from the westward, must deliver up 
the toll tickets at the .above pass stations and receive in lieu a pass, wdiich pass must be 
delivered to the toll-keeper at entranee of eauaN. Every sucli person must also pay all dues, 
or be liable to be detained and dealt with according to Scetion 10 of Act V of 18G4. 

A'^II.— Every person in charge of a boat foend in the canals (westward of the pass 
station) with toll tickets unstamped or unsigned by the pass station keeper, wall be detained 
and treated as having no toll ticket under Section 10 of Act V of 186 1 . 

VIII. — The nianjee or owmer of every vessel not having a n . ket on board and producible 
on demand, shall be liable to the provision of S{a!lion 10 of the Canals^ Act. 

IX. — Duplicates of lost tickets, of w'hich the iiunibcr.s and date of entry can be satisfac- 
torily established, will be granted by the Collector on a further payment of a sum equal to the 
original amount ol toll. 

X. — During ihc detention of any vessel under Section 9 of these rules, or under any 
other provision of the Act, the duty of canal officers will be to see that the vessel or its 
cargo are not clandestinely removed ; but they are in no way responsible for its safety, for 
which the manjeft, owner, or agent, must make their own arrangements. 

XI. — The purchaser of a vessel sold under these rules, and under tlie Act, will have the 
option of taking it out of the canal on the day of purchase, or of taking out a fresh toll ticket 
at the rate fixed by the schedule of tolls in force for the time being. 

XII. — No boat engaged by any officer of Government, whether civil or military, shall 
bo exempt from toll on the ground that the ollicer is travelling on public duty. The only 
exception to this rule shall be in the c?asc of vessels specially engaged in the conveyance of 
troops on military duty. 

XIII. — All vessels the bomt Jide ))roperty of (iovernuicnt, or employed on works con- 
nected with the maintenance or improvement of the canals, and duly certified as such, shall 
be exempted from these tolls and charges. No other vessels whatever shall be exempted. 

XIV. — Every vessel, raft, or fioat, which lias paid toll, shall be allowed three days for 
passing through either channel, the days of entering and of leaving being both included. In 
addition to these three days, they may, without further payment, remain in the canals for 
the further under-mentioned periods ; that is to say — 

Boats , — One day for every hundred maunds up to three hundred maunds of measure- 
mentj and one day for every two hundred maunds above three hundred maunds. 
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Itqffs.—TviO days for any number of timbers not exceeding fifty, and one day for every 
additional fifty. 

Floata.^-^Two days for any number of bamboos not exceeding five hundred, and one day 
for every additional five hundred. 

XV. — Every vessel, raft, or float, remaining in any part of the aforesaid canals longer' 
than the period allowed under the foregoing rules, shall, for each day in excess of such perbd, 
be charged demurrage equal to one-half of the toll ; and every vessol remaining more than 
thirty days in either of the canals shall, for each day in excess of thirty days, be charged 
demurrage equal to the full rate of toll, provided that in no case the demurrage charged 
shall exceed Rs. 5 per diem. 

XVI. — Any vessel remaining in the canal more than two months without authority from 
the Supervisor shall be summarily removed. 

XVII. -^Boats requiring repairs shall be allowed to enter Dhappa docks and remain 
there for a maximum period of thirty days, during which they will be charged at the rate of 
one-sixth part of the demurrage chargeable under Kule XII. Any boat remaining in the 
docks longer than thirty days without the special permission of the Supervisor shall pay 
demurrage at the full rate for such excess period. 

XVIII. — No vessel shall be docked for repairs on the bank of the Calcutta Canal or of 
Tolly's Nullah. 

XIX. — Wherever mooring posts may have been put up by the Supervisor, vessels shall 
be made fast by the head and stern along the banks to such posts, and shall not le moored in 
any other manner. 

XX. — The Supervisor may by notification prohibit the dropping of anchors or the putting 
up of bamboos or luggees in any part of the canals or on the banks ; and in such parts no 
anchors shall be dropped, or luggees put up, under a penalty of fifty rupebs, and of a fine not 
exceeding four riqices a day for continued disobedience of an order for removal issued by the 
Supervisor. 

XXL — Boats whilst loading or unloading in the canals will be allowed to use ladders; 
but the ladders must be gradually taken in as the water rises. 

XXII.— -As the water falls, the head and stern ropes must be loosened, and boats 
gradually pushed towards the centre of the canal ; w'hcn the flood comes in, these two ropes 
must be gradually pulled in, and the boat kept as close to the bank as possible. 

XXIII. — Only one boat shall be allowed to make fast along and in line with the canal 
banks, and no boat shall be made fast or be placed outside of boats so secured. No boat or 
raft shall be placed in such a position as to endanger the safety of other boats or obstruct 
the passage of other boats. 

XXIV. — Boats passing through the canals shall keep in separate lines, empty boats 
keeping close to the bank and those that arc laden in the centre. 

XXV. — Hackeries, carts, bullocks, &c., using tlic canal roads, shall, when stationary, 
be ranged on the side of the road farthest from the canal banks. 

XXVI. — In portions of the canals where only one towing jiath exists, vessels shall 
moor on the off side, and the towing path side shall dways be kept clear. 

XXVII. — No person sliall place obstructions on the canal banks, roads, drains, or 
bridges (when such are on canal laud), so as to impede a free passage along them or cause 
injury to them, or shall commit a nuisance, or deposit filth of any sort on the bunks or in 
the canals. 

XXVIIL — Any vessel, vehicle, or any other thing that may cause an obstruction to 
navigation or to the banks, roads, drains, and bridges, or injury to the same, will lie liable 
to be immediately removed and detained till all expenses incurred on account of removal, 
demands, and fines, are paid. If all charges be not paid within ten days from date of 
detention, the said vessel, vehicle, or other thing, will be sold to defray expenses. 

XXIX. — Every person, cither personally or by his servant, infringing any of the above 
rules (XVIII, XXVIII) numbered from (XV) to (XXIV) shall be liable, under Section IJ 
of the Canals' Act, to a fine not exceeding lls. 50 for any one infringement, or to a fine 
not exceeding Rs. 5 a day for any continued infringement. 

XXX. — At the instance of the Collector of Tolls, any Magistrate who imposes a fine 
under Section 11 or IG of the Act may award any portion of such fine to the informer. 

XXXI. — Any person who wilfully or negligently allows a vessel to sink in the canals 
shall be liable to a fine not exceeding Rs. 50. 

XXXII.--In every case of wreck, caused by negligence or otherwise, the Supervisor 
and his subordinates will give every assistance in removing the same. 

XXXIII. — A notice sliall be affixed on such wreck when recovered, calling on those 
concerned to pay to the Collector all toll which may be due, or fine which may have been 
^j}idged, as well as the expenses incurred in the recovery or removal of the wreck, and 
intimating that if the sum be not paid within fifteen days of the date of notice, the boat 
and its furniture, or so much of it as may be necessary for the recovery of the dues, will be 
Boldj the proceeds of the sale being dealt with as directed in Section 9 of the Act. 

XXXIV. — Every canal officer is authorized to remove any vessel, anchor, pole, or other 
thing, which he may find in a position which is in contravention of these rules, and to deal 
with it in such a manner as may be necessary to give effect to the rules. 
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XXXy.— ■Whonever any laden vessel is seised by a canal officer, it shall be the duty of 
the Supervisor lo give immediate notice of the same to the owner or his agent requiring the 
removal of the cargo without delay, and informing him that he will be required to pay all 
expenses necessary for the proper custody and storage of the same. 

XXXVI. — If the Supervisor be unable to ascertain the name and place of business or 
of abode of the owner of the cargo of any vessel or boat seized under the Canals’ Act, he 
(hall notify the seizure by advertisement in his office, and in one or more of the Calcutta 
newspapers or advertisement papers. Such notice shall call upon the owner to cause the 
immediate removal of the cargo, and to pay any necessary expenses incurred in providing for 
its proper custody and storage. 

XXXVII. — The Supervisor may incur whatever expense he may think necessary for the 
proper custody and storage of the cargo of any vessel seized under the Canals' Act ; and if the 
cargg be not removed within ten days from the date of seizure, he may sell the same at 
public auction to the highest bidder, after giving ten days' notice of the same by advertise- 
ment in one or more Calcutta newspapers or advertisement papers and affixed in his office. 

XXXVIII. — The money realized at such a sale shall be applied first to defray any 
expenditure that may have been incurred by the Supervisor on account of the cargo sold, and 
the balance, if any, shall be held in deposit to be paid to the owner of the said cargo on his 
applying for the same.

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RESOLUTION. 

Darjedhig^ the ^ih May 1873. 

Read — 

The report on Native Papers for the week ending the 21st September in which a complaint was 
made that tike fasliion of lidding cntcherry from lit or 11 a.m. continuously throughout the day 
was repugnant to native habits, audit was asserted tlml an early morning and an afternoon sitting, 
with a break in the middle of the da}", was more suited to the native eou.Hitulion. 

Read also — 

The CJovemment circular No. 55 of the 21st October 1872, to tbo address of all Commissioners, desiring 
tbem to rejiort — (1 ) wbethor the above stuteiueni was true ; (II) what were the prescribed work- 
ing hours lu each olliee and court in the several districts; (111) whethi’r those hours were really 
observed ; and {W) wdieth«*r the working day might with aclvantage be divided into two. 

Read also— 

A letter addressed to the Board of Revenue and the Inspect or-General of Police on the 21 sf October 
1872, reijuosting them to submit tbeir opinions on point IV', and requesting also the Board lo state, 
with relWence lo jioints J1 and HI, wlint were the working hours for their own office and the 
oiiiccs subordinate lo them in Calcutta, and whether tho.*?e hours were realJ}^ obseiTcd.

A letter, dated 8th November 1872, to the address of the Heads of Oliiccs in Calcutta, calling upon 
tlicm for a similar reiiort. 

Read also — 

An abstract of the replies to the above circular and letters. 

1. It appears that iii the Calcutta offices under this Government tlie prescribed hours 
for commencing work are 10, oi 11 a.m., and the hours of closing office 4, 4^, or 5 r.M. 
The number of working hours is 6 in all, save a few offices, where it is 64 and 7. 
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2. The nominal hours of work in the offices and courts in the Mofussil are much Hie 
same U they are in Calcutta; hut in practice it appears that considerable diversity of time 
is allowed. 


3. In some places, indeed, it appears that the courts do not open till as late as 1 p.h., 
while in one or two sub-divisions it is the practice of the officers in charge to commence 
work at 8 a.m., and to have a break in the middle of the day, very much in the manner 
suggested by the paragraph that gave rise to this inquiry. 

4. The Commissioners are unanimously of opinion tliat it would be unadvisable 
to divide the day into two, with a break in the middle, and tliat such a change would be 
most distasteful and inconvenient to the native jmblic as well ns to officers. The Board of 
Bevenuc and the Inspector-General of Police also agree with the Commissioners in depre- 
cating any such proposal. 

5. The Lieutenant-Governor observes that it is very evident from the returns that 
there is no strictness as to the hour of ojicning office in the Mofussil ; the hour being some- 
times avowedly somewhat vague, and II is Honor is afraid tliat in practice it is very vague. 
Though the Lieutenant-Governor fully believes that the plan of dividing the working day 
into two portions is both most in accordance with the ordinary habits of this and all other 
southern countries, and that by wbieh most work may be done with least strain to the 
officers concerned : and though he specially recommends it to all officers who have heavy 
executive as well as judicial work, and to sub-divisional officers according to the practice 
of some officers of that class j he admits that, as habits and customs have now grown up, 
it would be difficult to introduce this system at once in large offices, the functions of which 
are wholly or mostly judicial. At tlic same time the Lieutenant-Governor must specially 
insist that things are not so arranged, that the day being in fact, according to llic habit of 
southern countries, divided into two ))ortious, only the one portion, viz. the afternoon is 
given to the Government service, %vliich .seems to His Honor to be the case in some offices. 
Also the Lieutenant-Governor tliinks it most injurious and wrong that in judicial offices 
and all offices which have large dealings with the ontsid(‘ public, there should be the uncer- 
tainty and looseness about the hour for commencing business which often j)revails. ’Without, 
then, interfering with offices where the day may bo divided into two portions, or with those 
which (very advantageously ITi.> Honor tliiiiks) begin before 11, the Lieutenant-Governor 
must make it an invariable rule fur all ollicc.s, under the immediate control of this Govern- 
ment, that all offices, &:c., must be open and actually at work, and all officers in their places, 
not later than 11 a.m. punctually. The only exception is to be in case of officers who 
have really very much executive work out of ofliee, more than can be done in the early 
morning, and all such rases are to be reported. The Lieutenant-Governor docs not w’ish to 
apply the rule to Commissioners of divi.sion and superintending officers whose w^ork i.s not 
generally in open court ; and Magistrates and Collectors ol districts no doubt fall under the 
exception just mentioned. At the same time His Honor is convinced that there will 
seldom be much regularity among the subordinate officers if the head of the office is doing 
his work elsewhere ; and he much hopes that all Magistrates and Collcclors who can manage 
it will arrange to do as much correspondence as they can in the pul)lic office, and be there 
themselves at the prescribed hours, so as to see that all other oIHccts arc there. 


6. At any rate, all heads of offices arc now to be held strictly responsible t^ make 
sure that their siibordinatc.s arc really in office at the time prescribed, and that there 
is no deviation ; or, if there is, that the absciitecj is rei)orlorl. 1’hey must also see that there 
are no considerable Mofussil variations of watches and clocks oii the .side of lateness. If 
there is doubt, they must be on the safe side, and let the error be on the side of earliness, 
not of lateness. 


7- Commissioners and all supervising oHicers are also 1o he held responsible that 
these instructions are jmt in force. After six months 1 hey should make a special rcjicrt to 
Government oil the subject, and hereafter they will always notice it in their annual reports.

In supersession of ptiraoraphs (1 to ;i of tlie notilicatioii of the 1st January 
last, regarding the eonstitutiou of Bcnclics of Magistrates in certain districts 
of the llajshahyc, Cliitlagoug, Ihieca, Tatua, and Assam Divisions, the 
Lieutenant-Governor is pleased lo issue tin* following orders to have effect in 
all districts in which llonorary Magislratt's may be ai)pointed, and Benches of 
Magistrates constituted, with the approval (»f Government : — 

Under the direction of the Magistrate of the Distrlet, any two or more of 
. the Honorary 31agistralcs in any district may, in that district, sit as a Bench in 
company with the Magistr.ite of the Distriei, or the Sub-divisional Magistrate, 
or any salaried Magistrate subordinate to the Magistrate of the District 
exercising no^ less than second class powers, whom the Magistrate of the 
District may depute for that purpose ; and any Iteneh so constituted is vested 
with first tlass powers in respect of olTcnces cognizable by Magistrates of the 
first class, and with powers of summar,v trial unilci" Section 222 cf the Criminal 
Frocodure Code. 

2. Under the special order of the Magistrate of tlio District, any two 
Magistrates, honorary or salaried, of whom one is vested with not less than 
second class powers, may form a Bench witli first class ]>owers for the trial of 
any particular case or class of cases, specially referred to them by the Magis- 
trate of the District. Such Bench may also exercise summary powers under 
Section 222, unless the order of reference is for trial in regular form. 

3. Under the direction of the Magistrate of the District, any one of the 
Honorary Magistrates of a district may sit with any salaried subordinate 
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Magistrate to form a Benchi and the Bench shall, when so constituted, exercise 
second class powers in respect of offences cognizable by Magistrates of that 
class, and powers of summary trial under Section 225 of the Criminal Procedure 
Code, unless any member of the Bench have first class powers, in which case 
the Bench may also exercise those powers. If the Magistrate of the first class 
has summary powers under Section 222, the Bench may exercise those powers., 
4. Subject to the general orders of the Magistrate of the District, any 
two or more Honorary Magistrates may, in their respective towns or muni- 
cipalities, sit together as a Bench for the disposal of offences under Municipal 
or Towns Acts, and the conservancy clauses of any Police Act, without the 
assistance of any salaried Magistrate, and such Bench shall exercise third qlass 
powers and powers of summary tinal under Section 226 in respect of all 
such cases.

The follov. roport of the Select Committee 
on the Bill to provide for the levy of a li^htin;:^- 
rate in Howrah, wiih the amended Bill, is by order 
oi the president published for general infor- 
luntion : — 

Wc, the undersigned Members of the Select 
(.oininiltec of the Council of the Lieutenant- 
(■lovcrnor of Bengal for the purpose of making 
Laws and Regulations, to wdiich the Bill to provide 
fur the levy of a ligliting-rate in Howrah was 
referred, have the honor to report that we have 
considered the Bill. 

We have reconstructed the 2ud, 3rd, and 4th 
sections of the Bill, and we have made some 
verbal alterations in oilier sections. 

We have made the imposition of a lighting-rate 
depewiient on tlic previous nntiricatu>n by the 
Lieutenant-Governor, tliat jiropcr ])rovision has 
been made for sullieicut lighting with gas the 
portion of the town on which the rate is to he 
assessed. 

M^c have made it the duty of the Municipal 
Commissioners jircviously to dciine at a meeting 
the portion of the town to be lighted. We have 
made it incumbent on the Munici])al Coiumis- 
^ioners to light the lamps immediately upon the 
imposition of a rate, and ; while empowering them 
to levy the rale by quarterly instalments in 
advance, we have provided that no rate shall be 
levied for any period prior to the luist lighting of 
the lamps. 


We have rendered the owner, in cases where the 
rate may he recovered from him, liable for the 
whole quarter, althouirh his house, &c., may have 
been unoccupied during a portion of it, if he has 
failed to give notice that his house, &c., has ceased 
to be occupied. 

We have not given jurisdictit)n to the Small 
Cause Court to determine questions of compensa- 
lion ; and we have not provided that the Act 
shall come into force on the 1st April 1S73.

Under the present law a wliobjsale dealer in 
spiritnnus and ferinentcd liquors .and int(>xi- 
cating drugs is not compelled to take out a licenso 
in Calcutta. Such alieensc is required in the whole 
of the North-Western and Central Proviiutes, in 
1 the Punjab, in Oudh, and in ail ]>afts of tlic 
1 Lower Provinces except Calcutta. There appears 
to bo no reason for this distinction, and the prin- 
ciple which underlies the requisitiem in one j>Iaee is 
every where equally applicable. Section 5 of tiie 
Bill therefore proposes to j^rohibit t!ie wholesale 
sale of such articles in Calcutta without a license. 


Thk rules contained in Act XXIoflNoOare 
lu^t sufficient to enable tiie Hoard of llcvenue to 
restrict the cultivation of plants producing intoxi- 
cating drugs, or to regulate the use of such drugs, 
fcjectiuii empowers tiie Hoard to ]»laeo the 
cultivation, preparation, and store of such drugs 
under supervision, but it does not provide any 
j>eualty for the infraction of rules wliich the Hoard 
may make with that object. By section 50 the 
cultivators of plants producing gunjah or bhang 
• are expressly permitted, without a license, to .sell 
those drugs to a licensed vendor, and to hold any 
quantity of them. If the cultivator stores the 
plant, or prepares and stores the drug, with the 
full knowledge of the excise olficers, there is no- 
thing in the law which prevents his disposal of it 
to other persons by gift or by ostensible gift ; and 
lie cannot be called to account or punished, if he 
alleges the next day that the whole of the plant 
<'r drug has been destroyed by insects or lias dis- 
appeared. Tiie object of the first two sections of 
the Hill is to empower the Board to exercise a more 


Experience has slunvn that the im])rison?nciit 
‘ in the civil jail, of ofl'cnders against excise laws, is 
not sufficiently deterrent. In Calcutta all such 
offenders arc imprisoned in tlie criminal jail, but 
the Law of the inofus&il authorizes impri.sonment 
in the civil jail only. It may be admitted Dmt 
it would be unjust in some eases to coniine the 
olfeudcr among criminal convicts, but in other 
cases his detention in idleness in the company of 
insolvent debtors would alone bo inetfectual. Sec- 
tion 6 of the Hill jnoposes to give to llie Magis- 
trate a discretion to confine the (dfender in tin* 
civil or criminal jail as the object of impri.somnent 
iueach case may seem to require.

Thb following Report of the Select Committee on the Bill to amend the law relating to 
the emigration of laborers to the districts of Assam, Caohar, and Sylhet^ and to regulate 
contract labor and service, together with the amended Bill, and Act II of 1870 printed in 
doui'le columns, is by order of the Presiilent published for general information 

the Select Committee appointed to consider the Bill to amend the law relating 

to the emigration of laborers to the districts of 
Assam, Cachar, and Sylhet, and to regulate con- 
tract labor aud service ” have the honor to make 
the following preliminary Report. 

We have received the papers noted in the 
margin and considered them in reference to the 
main feature.s of the Rill, which we have 
amendL'd accorlingly. But wc have not had 
suflicient time to discuss the w'ording of each 
clause in detail. 

We have made certain verbal and formal 
alterations in the Bill, aud restored the wording 
of some of the provisions contained in Act II 
of 1870 ; for instance, wc have struck out section 
y and substituted the provisions contained in 
section 111 of Act II of 1S70. 

Emigration . — In place of sections 10 and 11, we have retained section 64 of Act II of 
1870, only adding thereto a provision that the Lieutenant Governor may prohibit emigration 
if he has reason to believe that a political disturbance is likely to occur in any labor district. 
We have re- constructed section Li. 

Garden-sirdars . — On this subject wc have omitted from section 20 of the Bill the pro- 
vision requiring a garden-sirdar to be furnisiicd with a power of attorney. We have^ 
modified the provisions of section 24 which required coolies engaged by a garden-sirdar 
to be registered before the Magistrate of the district or sub-division of the district, by allow- 
ing them to be registered before the Magistrate of the district or sub-division of the district, 
through which they shall first pass on the road to their destination. 

Wc have given power to the employer, or his representative in Calcutta, to cancel before 
the Superintendent oi Emigration contracts made in tlie district by a garden-sirdar on pay- 
ment of the coolies^ travelling cxiienses. 

We have struck out section 5t> which enacts that a fine imposed ou a garden-sirdar shall 
be recoverable from the employer. 

Recruiters , — Wc have altered section 46, which required the Magistrate to satisfy 
himself by inquiry that the jiersou to wliom a recruiter's license had been granted, was not 
unfitted by character or otherwise to be a recruiter, before countersigning such license ; and 
we have made it obligatory on the Magistrate to countersign, unless it appears to him that 
auch person is unfit to be employed as a recruiter. 

Transports — Wc have amended section 71 of the Bill by providing that the penalty 
prescribed by it for delay in dcf.patching a vessel shall not be incurred, if the delay is occa- 
sioned by any casualty of navigation. Section 79 required the master of any licensed vessel 
to report the arrival of his vessel to the Magistrate at every place at wliieh a vessel is obliged 
to stop, and* to await the answer of the Magistrate. Thi.s provision bc’ing imlofinite, we have 
in place thereof substituted the following, namely that the master shall be bound to report 
to the Magistrate immedialnly ou arrival, aud to remain during not less than six 
hours of daylight. In lieu of ti»o power of detention given to the Magistrate by 
section 82, which is indefinite, we have substituted a clear aud distinct power of deten- 
tion under certain circumstances, not exceeding five days ; and we have reconstructed this 
section. Wc have also altered section 88 to make it accord wdth the section preceding. 
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Localities unfit for residence of laborers. — Being of opinion that the percentage of 
mortality, upon which the Lieutenant-Governor is enabled to act and declare an estate unfit ^ 
for the residence of laborers under the terms of section 121, is by itself no certain or safe 
indication of unfitness for residence, vc have considerably modified the section. The power 
conferred by it is very summary, and we have therefore limited its exercise to cases of 
unfitness arising from the neglect or default of owners or employers, whenever it may appear 
that the percentage of mortality mentioned in section 121 is due to that cause. The preced- 
ing section provides for two classes of cases in reference to estates — (1) imhcalthiness and 
unfitness arising from condition, (2) uuhcalthiness and unfitness arising from situation. This 
section provides machinery for proper and searching inquiry. We have therefore thought 
it right to limit the exercise of summary powers by the Lieutenant-Governor to the c<ises 
mentioned above. Wc have framed a section in lieu of section 121, basing the action of the 
Lieutenant-Governor upon the percentage of mortality mentioned in section 121, and we 
have provided therein for specific inquiries to be made before the Licutcuaut-Governur can 
declare au estate unfit for residence. 

Contracts by tme-ex^ired laborers^^^Chapter 17. — Wc have omitted this chapter, and wc 
have not re-euacted section 117 of Act II of 1870 ; being of opinion, upon the information 
afforded us, that it is not desirable to interfere with the free action of laborers who have 
served out their time. As a result of this omission wc have provided in section 100 that 
the inspectors are to make returns of ail laborers employed on an estate, whether engaged 
under the Act or not. 

a 

Neglect of work and arrears of wages, — Chapter IS.— This chapter is entirely a new 
provision for the regulation of the relative duties of master and servant. Wc do not see that 
such a provision of law is specially necessary in the labor districts. It forms a branch of 
general law, and should not be dealt with in a law relating to a special subject. Wc have 
consequently omitted this chapter. 

Chapter 19. — As chapters 17 and 18 have been struck out, tliis chapter has no applica- 
tion, and it is therefore omitted. 

We proposed to insert by way of schedule to the Bill forms of contract and release 
instead of leaving them to be settled by the Executive Government, as is provided by 
section 5 of the Bill; but not having had sufficient lime and information to frame them, 
we have allowed the provisions of the Bill in this respect to stand unaltered for the present. 

In presenting this preliminary report, wc beg to reserve to ourselves the liberty of 
further considering, altering, and amending the Bill as now amended and {)laccd before the 
Council. 

We recommend that the amended Bill and Act II of 1S70 be publi.shcd in the Calcutta 
Oazette in double eolumn.s, to show the changes proposed in the law.

The fullowing furtlicr report of the Jute Commissioners is published for 
general information : — 

No. 64, dated Mymensingh, the 10th May 1873. 

I'rom— Hamilton Anstruther, Ksq., and Babi’ Hem Cuundkb Kerr, on sptcial 
duty to inquire into the production of, and trade in. Jute, 

To— The Secretary to the Government of Bengal, Statistical Department. 

Ik continuation of our report on jute dated the lO Ji ultimo, we have now 
the honor to submit the result of our inquiries into the production of, and 
trade in, the staple since that date. 

In so doing "we again contino ourselves principally to particulars relating to 
the crop of last season, and the firospects of that of the season now approaching 

On the 15 th ultimo wo visited Boinchoc, on tho^ borders of Hooghly and 
Burdwan, and there examined ryots collected from different parts of each of the 

districts. , - 

In portions of these districts, namely to the north of Burdwan and in the 
western part of Ilooghly, jute cultivation seems to have boon only recently 
commcncedj the ryots infoniiing us that they were induced to grow it owing to 
tlie high prices it had commanded iu Oiilcutta. . 

The ryots wo examined fi’om the Burdwan dj.>!tnct seem to have obtained a 
much larger yield per bcegah than is usual iu the other jute-growing districts 
near Calcutta, amounting in some instances to seven and eight maimds ; but 
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they appear to have paid more attention to the cultivation of the plant, and to 
have taken special care to manure the land well. 

They stated that they had sold all the jute they had produced last season, 
and that they did not intend to reduce their cultivation during the coming 
season. 

On the I9th ultimo we left Calcutta for Dacca, where we arrived on tlie 
21st idem. 

From Dacca wo visited Naraing^ge, ascertaining particulars regarding 
the local trade in both places. 

Naraingungo lies about nine miles to the south-east of Dacca, and is situated 
on the banks of the Lukya river, close to its Junction with the Dullaseny. It 
is one of the largest jute-exporting marts in llast Bengal, and, with reference to 
the jute trade, second only to Si^rujgunge, on the river Jumoona. 

The localities that principally supply jute to Naraingunge are the churs of, 
and lands adjacent to, the rivers Lukya, Megna, Banar, and Brahmapootra, and 
their tributaries in the districts of Dacca, Myniensingh, Tipporah, and a portion 
of Sylhet. Some jute also comes from Backorgunge to the Naraingunge market. 

The exports of jute from Naraingungo during the past season have 
amounted to between ton and eleven lakhs of maunds, against six to seven lakhs 
during season 1871-72 ; this of course does not include jute which passes 
Naraingunge on its way from the marts in the interior to Calcutta direct. 

It was the opinion of those engaged in the jute trade in this place that one- 
eighth of last season’s crop had still to come foiward. 

Tluough the courtesy of one of the leading traders in Dacca we have 
been furnished with a statement showing the range of prices curnmt of jute in 
Dacca and Naraingunge in the months of September, October, and November, 
for a number of years past, and the following are the prices realized for good 
quality jute during these months for the 2>ast five years : —

We w'ore informed by Mr. D. R. Lyall, the Collector of Dacca, that from 

the inquiries he had made he estimated the croji of the coming season would 
be two-fifths smuller than that of lust year in the Daccfi distrifd. 

On the 30th ultimo we left Dacca and inocccded by boat up the Lukya 
river to Myniensingh. 

We touched at the principal villages and marts on the way, and examined 
a number of ryots and traders in jute, w ho had been requo.sted to meet us by 
tlie Collector of the district. 

In the district of Dacca we visited the jdaccs noted in the margin, all of

From the information wo obtained we 
^ KatMui.u. ^ have reason to believe that the amuiuit of 

jute cultivated thii; year will be much less than that of 1 b72. 

It is difficult to ascertain what the reduction will be, and wo can only state 
what the cultivators and traders tell us, and that is that not more than two- 
thirds to three-fourths of the amount grown lust season in the Dacca district 
will be produced this year. 

On tlie 3rd instant we reached the village of Toko on the boundary of the 
Dacca and Mymonsingh districts.

In this district also tho ryots stated that 
it was their intention to cultivate less jutcj this yisar, probably one-fourth less 
than they grew lust year.

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us by Mr. H. J . Boynolds, th© Collector of the district, as to the probable 
reduction in the crop this season. 

In both tho Dacca and Myniensinffh districts we were informed every- 
where that quantities of tho jute grown last season had been left abandoned on 
the fields. 

The falling market in Calcutta seems to have created a panic amongst the 
cultivators, — so much so that in some instances even jute which had been cut 
and put in the water to steep was abandoned entirely. 

We find that nearly all the jute produced last season in the districts of 
Dacca and Mymensingn has gone forward. Here and there some is still held 
by the native traders in hopes of better prices, but this is of inferior, or at best 
of medium, quality. 

The cultivators hold little or none ; good to fine descriptions seem all to 
have been sold. 

It is admitted on all sides that the proportion of inferior jute produced 
during the past season has been larger than was over before known ; and, as far 
as wo can ascertain, the principal cause of this inferiority is that the ryots, 
tempted by the high prices realized for jute in seasons 1870-71 and 1871-72, 
cultivated more than they could either find time or labour to prepare properly. 

Up to about the middle of last month the r}’^ot8 had been complaining of 
drought, but from that time until very lately there have been very heavy and 
frequent storms of rain, — so much so as to hinder the completion of tho jute 
sowing, and to create an alarm that injury might be done to the seed already 
sown that had either not had time to germinate, or of which the seedlings 
wore only just showing above tho ground ; but although there was rainfall 
sufficient to justify this fear, we do not find that actual damage has been done 
to tho groM'ing crop. 

On most of the land sown with jute that came under our personal obser- 
vation, the plants w^ero either just showing themselves, or had attained a height of 
fn)m one to three inches. On some of the lower lauds, however, ivo saw plants 
from half a foot high, and on the chur lands in Kishorgungo w'o are informed 
that the plants are considerably larger than this. 

The weather has of late been fine, — identy of sunshine with occasional 
showers; just such weather as will suit the growing plants and enable the culti- 
vators to sow tho remainder of their land. 

Wo are now on the point of starting for tho northern jute-growing districts 
via Sei*nj gunge.

Mhich conclusively shows that the institution is growing in popularity year by 
year, and though it is liard to point to a definite fact and say that it has sprung 
from the Furret dpore mela, still I think it cannot but be that a gathering of 
people together at meetings of this sort once a year in a country where moving 
about for amusement is almost unknown, and certainly confined to the wealthiest 
in the land only, must be productive of good. 

4. Tho Secretai'i('s state that 100 different kinds of paddy were brought 
forward, and that there was much competition and a marked improvement on 
the specimens of former years ; but in oil-.seed there was no improvement yet 
perceptible, The sliow of goor, which is very largely produced in Furreedpore, 
was good. 

5. Cattle, poor, and tending to get worse rather than better. The 
Committee propose to give better prizes in future for plough cattle, and in 
tliis I think they are right. 

0. 'I’hcre is no doubt a tendency to popularize the meeting unduly by 
devoting too large a portion of its resources to sinuiscment; but now that the 
subject has been brought to notice, I liavo no donbt that the Comiuitteo wiU 
give due attention to it, and I hope that Government will not, at least without 
one year’s warning, withdraw Its support from the institution.

The Magistrate and 
Collector of the district, W. S. Wells, Esq., c.s., being unanimously voted 
to the chair, the business of the meeting commenced. The imraense advanta'res 
accuring from the institution of the local mela btdng patent to all present, 
it was resolved at once to nominate the Pre.sident, ilernhers, and Secretaries 
of the Committee to sufierinlcnd the mela arid exhibition. The Magistrate 
and Collecror was elected President ; several influential residents of the district 
were also (dected members, and the underbigned were requested to act as Joint 
lloimrary Secretaries. 

3. In order to consider the details of the business and superintend" 
them, a Suh-Coinniittee was formed at Furreedpore. The Assistant 
Magistrate of Goalundo and the Judge of the Court of Small Causes at 
llhanga were requested to form Sub-Committees in those places, for communi- 
cating with the landowntTS on the one hand, and tiic Central Committee on 
the other, in regard to the interests of the mela and exhibition. 

4. Ti>e Sub-Comuiittee at Furreedpore held several meetings for the 
transaction of general husirM?ss. 

5. 'I'he zemindars, talo.'kdurs, and other landowners, as well as wealthy 
residents of the district in general, subscribed for the exhibition and meia with 
alacrity, and withal appeared to take a great interest in its continuation. The 
Committee feel e»tremely gratified to record tlieir hoilihy co-operation and 
interest. A comparison of the amounts locally subscribed will, the Committee 
feel sure, prove the growing intorest in, and desire for, the mela.

The 
Committee cannot, howi ver, r» train from expressing their great obligation to 
Mr. Page, .Joint-Magistrate of Goalumlo, for liis very valuable as-istauce in 
the collection of .snhscripii >ns, as also for Ids general interest for the mela. 

G. The Government grant was Es. 250 as in other years. The Committee 
beg to say that the moral suj>})nrt thus given by Governtmmt is of far higher 
importance than the money value of the subserijdion. iloth ttic zemindars and 
their tenants can und<.rstand that the Government t.akcs a lively interest in 
the material and moral welfare of both. Indeed, t lie amelioration of the ryot 
must redound to the benelit of his proprietor. By means of the oxhibitiou the 
ryots are encouraged, .nul tlie quality of their produce being thus improved by 
emulation and example, tiicir emuliiion is improved as a matter of course, and 
the zemindar eontribnl.es towards this improvement. The Committee eariicstly 
hope that such thoughts must in course of time beget mutual coniidence and 
reliance. 'J’hougli not disjiosed to be over sanguine, the moralinflucnee of the 
mela, the Cdinmittoe believe, is, and will be, great. Ili-disjiosed as the natives 
of Bciigiil gc'nerally are to profit by leaving home, flie mela must awaken the 
minds of the timid ryot to Iho advantages of commereo.^ The bazar on the 
mela ground, whieh lasts for eight days, alTords him facilities lor buying and 
selling, whioli he does not iind clsew'hcre within the district. 

7. In accordance with the notice previously js.'ued and circulated, the 
Pr(?sidcut opened the exhibition and mela on the afternoon of the Gth of 
January with an appropriate speech. Some influential zemindars and residents 
attended the meeting. In course of the mela others arrived ; in fact, all 
classes of people — high or low’, rich or poor — evinced a lively interest in the 
mela, and assisted as much as lay in their pow'cr. 
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8. The fair waa larger than usanl. Shopkeepers and Bhow*men came 
from distant places, and there is reason to suppose, returned with profit. 
Shops of various kinds supplying the deaiands of the people wore set up, 
and were well resorted to. The husbandman or artisan wlio came to exhibit 
his produce obtained a prize from the Commith*e, and with it bought his brnas 
utensil, or cloth, or toys for his little children at hom(>, and returned doubly 
happy. 

9. Between forty and fifty thousand persons are supposed to have come 
to the mela, and lls. 00,000 clringed hands within tlie seven days of its 
continuation. 

10. Sanitation was well attended to, and owing to the excellent arrange- 
ments made hy Dr Pose, no ease of disease, otherwise cxpecte*! in a l;u*iro and 
unusual gathering, hjippeoed during the eoutinuatiou of tlie niela. Order, 
too, was strictly mHintained hy iiie vigilance of the }>olicc. Altogether, 
through the personal exertions of everybody connected with the uiela, it came 
off with satisf iction to all parties. 

11. IVit’n regard to the articles exhibited, the Committee desire to make 
the following rotnarks : — 

Padtbf. — Seed-grain«i, chiefty ftaddy, fiirmcd the most itn{)nrtant articles of 
exhibition this year as in other years : l-l) different kinds of amun and 57 kinds 
of om were exhiiiited. The competition was eertainly keen, and some of the 
samples showed a marked progress in their quality. Ap[)arositly, (Ijn exhiliiiion 
has served to give u wholesome impetus to this important hianch of agricultural 
industry, and tiie ryots now pay at least as much attention to the quality as to 
the quantify of tlu-ir produce, 

Seeds. — Oil•seed^, such as mustard, scssami*, »fec., have however, not 
equally itUfirov<'«l. Yet .some of the kiiuls were pretty good in their kind. 

— This agiieultural production seems not to have deteriorated. 

Goor of hotii kinds. and knsnr — the one ohtaine i Iroiii tiie juice »*f 

the date tree ut;d iht.* otlier from the cane— form tiie most imiiortaiit article of 
industry and trade of this district. 

Tiioucii jiiddy has really tiie largest area devoted to its cultivation and 
engages the largest number, the produce of the district, does not sutlice for its 
consumption, s > that there is an annual import of rice from the adjoining 
distriet.s of lloekiTirnnge and Dacca. On the other hand, ^oor is an article of 
export, ui.d ll.e-cfore the manufacture of goor is hero greatly prized. The 
samples exhibited sliow t'nat in this branch of indiiNtry, at least, Fnrrcedpore 
docs not yield the palm to any other district in Bengal. The prizes for goor of 
both kiud.s were eonse(|uently well e/uitested. 

Lice Htuek — I'loiuh oxen, eows, sheep, &c., kept by both Hindus and 
Mahomedar-s, and lovvl.s, including cocks and hens, kept hy the Muhomodans 
only, formed a very iiufiortant portion of the exhibition. The breed of plough 
ox*'n and ows stvon to he deteriorating (probably hy breeding in and in), hut 
they are othervvis w ;jl taken care of. On account of the annual inumlations 
during nearly tliree leonihs (August, Sepleml-e.r, and October), the cattle 
cannot graze in ilie lields, and the. fodder on which they live is neither nourish- 
ing nor propt riy kept. llie health of these animals is* therefore injured, and 
they were just regaining it when they were exhibited. Tlic fowls, on the 
other hand, wcse in a mueh better cendition. This department of the exhi- 
bition, on gnvi! less satisfaction than it should have* done. The 

Committee would ; ugg(>t larger rctvards for plough oxen to bo given next 
year. 

12. .rfwp.vr/'i'efe—Bvor since the commeneement of the annual exhibi- 
tion and rneia at I’lirreidpore, amusements consisting of athletic exercises, 
nautclies, and ja^'as have formed a part of the programme. In 1870 Mr. 
Alexander thus wr t'e aboi;., iliem : — •* These sports and amusements are ncees- 
sary to attract s’lecvati rs, wiio again serve to animate and encourage the 
exhibitors and tii' ms who s'd up shops during the continuance of the cxbibi- 
ti«m. Ifbatid-oi inti-ic and other uttractiuns arc found necessary in Europe, 
iiow much moie :> j is sv^inet.hing of this sort necessary in this country ?’* No 
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doubt the subscribers all desired the entertainments thus afforded, and their 
wishes were complied with. One additional fc-aturo of these amusements to be 
noticed hereafter was an amateur theatrical performed for throe nights. This 
was strictly innocent, and has served to awaken a desire of national amusement 
among the Furreodpore gentry. 

13. A bungalow made of darmn mats was erected for the convenience of 
all parties, specially as aom(5 of the vegetables exhibit<.*d required prott'ction 
from the sun ; and it also afforded a temporary ])lace of rest. The cost incur- 
red was oomparat iv(dy small, as the materials have been re-sold and the profits • 
credited to the Mela Fund. 

14. In Appendix I) have been shown the receipts and disbursements 
connected with the exliihiiion ; and, by a reference to it, it will he seen that 
more than double the amount subscribed by G ivernment has been jriven away 
in purely agricultural prizes. 

15. The niela Ixdng duly opened by the President on the 6th January, 
the business thus proce« d< d ; — 

6/A January. — On tliis day there was a show of horticultural produce, 
including cahbaires, hc' t, turnips, &c , chiefly from the gard(!ns in and aoout 
Furreedpore. Toe show was, on the whole, pretty satisfactory. It is to be 
regretted that potatf> is not ext-nsively grown in tbe district, for the samples 
that were produced showed tliat uood potatoes can he grown here, the soil 
being pretty loose and sandy The comparatively high parts of the interi )r may 
well he tlevotc'l to its cultivation. During the night the exhibition room was 
tastefully fitted up with lanterns and cliandeliers, and the amateurs performed 
a native play, the “ Jlarna Visek ” or *• Coronation of R-una,” being a very 
popular native drama on the c.vile of Itruna. the hero of the Ramayan. Tiie 
performance, as you are auan*, was successful, and admired by all. 

7/A January. — This was the iJnd day of tiic nicla. The morning was spent 
in the show (tf nafivt> culinary vegetables, sugarcancs, and castor-oil. Tlie 
contest fT prizes in the iirst two artichs was pretty keen, so that the judges 
wore ohligv^d to irivf niorcM ban the allotted numher of prizes The manufac- 
ture of castor-oil. however, is not so common as to have much competition. 
The evening was spiMit in seseral kinds of athletic sports, at once amusing 
the spectators tmd testing the jdivsic.al abilities and agiiity of the few who Lad 
taste for such exercises. 

Th'* niu'hr was spent in a jatra and nautches, ehi> fly for the a useinent 
of the lower el isses, who have still a eivat taste for these things. 

hill Jamuini - — On t he mo: njjitr • -f this, the tliir'i day, tiie exliibition of 


wheat, barley, and other grains, ]>ol'es, tobacco, and oil-.s. eds took pkn e. The 
judges were extroin- ly s with the progress made in these agriiultural 

productions, in win at. giain, .M'.d luoong there was spei-ially a good competi- 
tion, so tiiat the numbtn' of jtrizes iiad to be increased. The evening ’,vas spent 
•in pony race 'J'liis useful amusi meut. was watclied with great iri:crest by a 
vast crowd of speeiators, and the ]):nzes were most keenly coi\tcsrcd. 

At nig'ji the Furreedp wc amateur perf >nners amus il tiie audience as on 
the first day, prohtibly wiiii greater sneoe.-s. Tlie eagerness with which seats 
were contended for, proves tlnii ere 1 'iig this .nmusemeal. will Mipersede the 
old nat.ive “ inysteries ’ or jatr'i.s. Ttiero i- no doubt that the performance 
formed a moi^l entertaining part <'f tiie exliibit ion. 

U/A January . — Ibis n;is tin; most important and busiest day in the mela. 
As it happened in pivviou-. jears, the exhihitiou of paddy formed the most 
important art ieh* of exiiihition. rormiiig as does the staple produce of t.he 
district, and therefore takin.g the largest share '.;f l.'ihour of the largest number 
of cultivators, the peopU* liieraily crowded tie.’ exhiintion ground, some to 
show and many more to s.v the s-ime. Th<' judges had sc ircely any breathing 
time during a great part oi vl-is day ; hut theirs was certainly a labor of love, 
for it gave them not a liitlc a.at isfactiou t ? .si'C spoeime is of this the wealth 
of the people, or rather their \ italiiy. It is said “ ks!,” paddy 

is. real wealth and nothing else is so. 

The competition wa.s as keen as ever, and the judges displayed great 
disorimination in grading the different kinds according to their qualities 
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to award the prizes. Great improvement was observed in ibis department of 
agricultural industry. 

The evening was spent in gymnastics, and the night in jatra and nautclies 
as on the 2nd. 

10/A January . — ^This was the dth day. This day all kinds of dairy produce, 
jute, hemp, cotton, goor, and country spices were exhibittd. There was 
a sharp competition in both kinds of goor and sugar. The dairy produce 
exhibited also showed a good progress. The other nriicb s exliibited M'erc, how- 
ever, not so satisfactory as they ouuht to be, though, on the whole, they were 
pretty fair in their kitid. Tlu? evening was spent in mekot-niatoli and simifar 
aniusements, and at niirht the amateurs again "ave a (r(*at to the audience. 

11/A Januan /. — On ti'O 5th day live stock was exhibited, ineludinir plough 
oxen, milch cows, and ])oultry. -\ sbefore noticed, the oxen and cows tvero none 
of the best, though, ns they were, they seem»-d well taken care of 'I'hc fowls 
were pretty fair. 'I'his day the implements of husbandry, as well as some rude 
machines for cot ten-cleaning and ricc-huskiiii:, ueie exhibit) d. Though rude, 
they displayed some ingenuity and an eye for utility. 'I'he afternoon was spent 
in plough-matches. This was .an amusing as wadi as iui'-nsting sight. The 
cultivators evidently took a pride in the display of their skill witii as great 
earnestness as a pugilist does in his athletic skill, or a mathema'>iciau in his 
geometrical I'owers. 

12/A Junvtu'n wa«5 Sunday, and nothing was done tliis day out of respect 
to the Euro]))‘an members of the Commiitoe. 

Jann-mj. — .\i p. M. this day a meeting of the Kxhihiiion find Mela 
Commitb-e wa> held in the <xliibition-room, wi.ieh was at:«m(ieii by several 
z<nuindars and wealthy re'idenls as well as tin* Immhler elasses of people. 
The business of the day was opened by a most apjwopriate sp>‘ech from tho 
Chairman, M*. S. IVells, Esep Prizes were then distributed to the most 
successful competitors, who evidently retunicd better informeil and happier 
than they came. The ttrfjceedings were not closi d be fore dusk. After sunset 
there was a grand (ii.s])lay of fir<*-works, and tho exhibition was terminated. 

Beb.Te hringitig this report to an cud, we beg, with refenmei* to Cuinrnis- 
siimer’s No. 72, dated the 27th January 1B73, forwarding eorrespond<*nee from 
G«)verum! nt inquiring about the expenditure of the snhscriptions collected 
for the Agricultural Kxhiiution with D'fcremre to an extract from the Report on 
Native Newspapers for the week ending the llth January lS7lt, to explain 
as follows : — 

The subscription of tho mela is mainly raised in sniall sums which arc 
suhserihed by a number of persons, and although ilje (diject for which the 
exhibition and mola are instituted is always ke})t sight of, tin- tastes and wishes 
of the subscribers and tne pj-ople generally also oecinsy tin* best cn!ieavour.s 
of the Committee. Nautehes and jatra iiave always ho) n provid)*(l ev< ry year 
since the inela was first iristittited, and what tiie C.)mmitt(v have done this ' 
year lias in no way dilferttd .^rom what was previously done. On the eotttrarv, at 
the suggestion of the Magi.strafe of the di'itriet, a native tragedy was *per- 
formeu for the first time by amtitcurs in order that, if succe.ssful, it might 
supersede the jatra and nauteb, which are nnpe exp' itsivc amu-enu’iits. The 
sucee'ss of the mela and exhibition, liowev<‘r, is s)) etitirely dependent on the 
people being thoroughly amt!.'-)-d in llieir OAvn way, that the (.’oniiiiittee, fecliii" 
that the play might perliaps provt^ a failure, as Ilje actors were tyros, thotight it 
better for this year .at J«*ast to adlier* to tin; old eu-tom and provide both 
unutch and jatra. This was accordingly d<ui(!. In eonclusion, we must remark 
that the Committee concur in attriouting tin; (;oniiriuam;t; and rising success of 
the Eurreedpore Exhibition and Alela < iitirely it) tlu> plcasiircH as well as the 
more practical matbTs providofi ff>r the people. It. is mainly tlu »r own money, 

should be s))eiit as they prebu* ; and the fact that tn this 
zdlah alone the institution has lu ld good, shows that the p<dicy of combining 
amusement with instruction and business has l)e.(*n vtrry suecessfnl. 

In conclusion, we request the favor of your procuring sanction of Govern- 
ment for Ils. 250 for the Agricultural Exhibition and Mela to be h( ld in 
January 1874.

6. The first statement shows : — 

(1.) That the ordinary jetty income is sufficient to meet the expenditure 
and to leave a balance of about lis. U»,0o0, though the increase of expenditure 
during the coming year is considerably above what was estimated this year. 
The necessity for meeting engagements in regard to ])revious loans has caused 
an increase of more than a lakh, and the dredger and new works claim 
half a lakli more. There is an increase of rj-ceipts of a (juartcr of a lakh, 
80 that were the expenditure confined to its «)rdiiinry channel, a large surplus 
would result. The heavy extra expenditure estimated for will render it impos- 
sible to make any reduction, as was intended, in jetty charges during the 
coming year, llis Uoiiur is, however, satisfied that the Port Commissioners 
arc ri^t in deciding to pay out of revenue for a machine like the dredger, which 
may or maj' not remain long in working order. 

(2.) The inland vessels’ wharves estimates also exhibit a small surplus. 
The statement sliuws an increase of expenditure of a lakh of rujiees on account 
of the dredger and loan liabilities, ufith a diminished income of 11s. 10,000. 

In his review of the Port Commissioners last annual rujiort, the Lieut- 
enant-Governor drew special attention to the need of doing something more 
for the inland vessels’ wharves and for the large native boat traffic. He is 
aware tliat tho Commissioners are constructing pontoons and sheds for the 
aooommodatiou of this trade ; still he hordl}' thinks the present expenditure on 
this part of tlie port fully commensurate to tho income. He observes that the 
thioe-tonths cost of the dredger devoted to the inland wharves has been 
tdbiurged in full in tliis single year, wdiile tlic inland vessels, being of very light 
dr^, will benefit by the dredger loss than any other class of vessels. At any 
rate, no further charge can bo made under this head against inland wharves 
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in future yeare. The lieutenant-Government thinks that future surplus from 
the inland vessel^ wharres fbmd should be devoted to the extension of public 
boat accommodation up the stream, rather than to the exclusive benefit of sea- 
going vessels. 

(3.) The Strand Bank lands account shows a small deficit, which will 
be covered by the balance of the previous year. The only material increase of 
expenditure estimated for is about Rs. *18,000, to meet Uie liabilities of the 
three lakhs loan. • 


(4.) The estimates of the port proper also show a deficit of rather above 
a quarter of a lakh. As compared with last year, a dijcreased income of 
Rs. 30,000 is estimated for, whilst the expenditure will be increased to the 
extent of a lakh and-a-half on account of the dred^r. The deficiency will be 
covered by the balance of the preceding year. The diminished income is 
• B« 50000 result of contemplated reduction in the charges 

for mooring* hire and re-mooringt and hauling-out 
fBfc 16 , 000 . charges. The Lieutenant-Governor has already 

expressed his satisfaction at the Commissioners being able to make these reductions. 

7. The Lieutenant-Governor considers the prospecits of the current 
finance of the port to be highly satisfactory. The Commissioners have been 
able to arrange out of the current revenue of the coming year— 


^a.J For maintaining all their establishments, machinery, and property 
in efficiency, and for working them full}'. 

(h.J For meeting all charges, amounting to Rs. 1,76,676 in all, on 
account of the interest and sinking fund of these loans. 

fc.J For repaying an instalment of one lakh, which matures in August 
1873, on the loan with which the Commissioners began their 
existence. 


(flf.) For crediting Rs. 65,110 to a reserve fund and to the depreciation 
account. 

(e.) For expending Rs. 2,04,800 on new and extraordinary works, the. 
need for which will not recur. 


All this has been done not only without increasing any of the port dues, 
but in the face of a considerable reduction of the mooring dues which have 
been charged heretofore. 

8. In the loan account the Commissioners propose to raise Rs. 15,50,000, 
against an estimated expenditure of Rs. 16,50,311. The difibreiicc will, if 
necessary, be covered by tlie balancc.s of the preceding year. The new works 
to be constructed from loans arc as shown at page 8 of the budget —

1315 (jf 1872.— Under the auiborify of Her Majesty^s Secretary of State for 
India, the Rij^lil tionorahle tlie Gtivcrnor-Ocncral in ("nuncil has ^^rcat satisfaction in pub- 
lishing to the Indian Army the followiiij^* regulations, which arc dcsig:iicd to secure suitable • 
provision for the widows .and orphans of ollicers of the Indian Slafl ('ori^s, oflicers of the Indian 
Medical Department, and ('haphiins on the Indian I^^stablishment not being subscribers to the 
late Military and Medical Funds. 

Such pensions and com passionate allowances as are by Royal AVarrant granted to the 
widows and families of liritish military iillieers, are already granted from Indian revenues 
to the widows and families of military otiieers in liie service of tiie Ci )vernment nf India, who 
are excluded from the advantages of tlie lalt? Alililary and .Me.iicnl Fiind-s; and it is to be 
clearly understood that the Government of Tmlia dees not intend by these pre.scnt supplemen- 
tary regulations to sanction any further expenditure for this object trinn the Indian revenues. 
On the other hand, tlie Government of India does not, of course, wish that the Indian 
revenues should in any way ])rolit hy these p’gnlaiions. 

Tho Secretary of State for India in C\»uneil has reserved to himself ilie absolute right 
to regulate from time to time the contrihutions to hi* rerjiiireii from oHiei?rs in accordance with 
these principles under these regulations, and to make aii)' alterations in the regulations 
themselves that may yjipear to liiin equitable, ]»rovided always that ibo scale of pensions fixed 
thereby shall not be reduced in Uie case of act mil incumbents. Tiie Secretary of Stale in 
Council will endeavour to adjust the contributi<»ns to be levied from oflicers exactly, so that 
they shall neither be to(» large nor too small to supply tho pensions provided for by these 
regulations. 13ut if it slioiild appear on experience that iliey iiave been fixed too low, the 
Government will not require any supplementary retrospective payments; and if they are 
found to have been fixed too high, no claim to reliiiid will be admitted. 

No insurance fund is established hy these r**gnIations. Tlie coiitrilmtions will be credited 
and the pensions charged directly to the Indian revenues W'i military receipts .and charges. 
But in order to adjust the rates of eontrihutiou from time to time to vviuit is necessary to 
fcsupply the pensions provi led for by tlic.-e regulations and no more, ji separate /w/c/mrf 
account will bo kept of all contributions levltul and all payments made under these regulations, 
and of the interest wbi b would have been allowed upon such contributions if a mutual 
insurance fund. had actually been establisbed. 

In accordance with the primiple announced in this notilication, that the Government 
does not intend that tiie pensions provided by these regulations shall be any charge to the 
Indian revenues, the rates of interest and c»l exchange with England to be allowed in this 
proformd account will be the rates which may be fixed from time to lime by the Secretary of 
State in Council upon a consuleratiun of the market rales of the day. For tlie present the 
rates to be used arc 4^ per cent, interest and Lv. 1 \ ii per rupee exchange, and the contribu- 
tions now prescribed have been caleulated at these rates. 

All needful statistics of ages, births, deaths, and niurriages will be carefully legistered, 
and these Btati8ti<;s,with the ]iro fhrmd accounts, will be siib’iiitted at such periods as may be 
determined by the Secretary of Sl.ate in Coniieil to such aeiuary or actuaries as he may select, 
with instructions to investigate and ascertain whether the rates of contriljution are such as 
will, at the rate of interest .and exchange then to be rccon.'.dcrcd and refixed, supply the 
pensions payable under these regulations, and no more. Tiie expense of such actuarial 
inquiries and reports shall be debited in the pro forma accounts reported upon. 

Upon the report of tho actuary or actuaries, the Secretary of State in Council will order 
any necessary alterations in the rates of eontrihutiou. 

The report of the actuary or actuaries, with the orders of the Secretary of State in 
Council thereupon, shall be published in the HazeUe of Ihdia, and any alteration ordered in the 
rates of contrilaition will take effect from the beginning of the month following the date of 
such publication. No retrosjiectivc adjustments will be made. 

The rates of contribution fixed for irainc?diate adoption have been calculated by Major 
General Hannyngton, and approved by Mr. Samuel Brown, f.r.s.a. The reports of 
these gentlemen and the tables compiled by General Hannyngton will he furnished to any 
officer who desires to see tliem. The regulations will come into operation from the 1st of 
January 1873. 

Regulations for the Provision or Pensions for the AVidows and Orphans ok Militart, 

Medical, and Ecclesiastical Officers jn the Service ok the Goveunmhnt op India. 

1, Pensions will he ptovided under these regulations for the widows and orphans of the 
following officers on tue Indian Estuhlishmcut, not being entitled to the benefits of any of the 
late Military and Medical Funds 

Officers of the Staff Corps ; 

Officers of the Indian Medical Department i 
Chaplains. 
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2. Any officer who has entered the service before the Ist of January 1878 may provide 
pensions for his family under these regulations or not at his option. {See Appendix^ Form 

8. Every officer who enters the service on and after the 1st January 1873 must, as a 
condition of his appointment, provide pensions for his family under these regulations. 

4. Any officer with whom by Regulation II it is optional to provide pensions for his 
family under these regulations, but who docs not before the 1st of July 1873 intimate his 
intention to make such provision, will thereafter be allowed to do so only on production of a 
medical certificate of sound bodily health. An officer who does not, before the 1st of July 
1874, announce his intention to provide pensions for his family under these regulations, will 
not be allowed to do so save under the special order of the Governor- General in Council. 

5. For the purposes of these regulations officers are classed as follows 

Class 1.— General Officers and Inspectors-General, Medical Department. 

„ II.-— Lituleiiaut-Coloiiels, Arolideacons, Deputy Inspcctors-Goneral, Medical 

Department, and Surgeons-Major. 

„ III. — Majors, Senior Chaplains, and Surgeons. 

„ IV. — (Captains, Junior Chaplains, and Assistant-Surgeons, who have served the 
Government of India for more than six years. 

„ V. — Lieutenants and Assistant-Surgeons who' have served the Government of 
India for k-ss than six years. 

6. The pensions provided under these regulations arc payable monthly in India and 
quarterly in England, and to date of death. 

7. The amounts of the pensions provided are as follows in addition to any pensions or 
compassionate allowances granted under Iloyul Warrant.

9. The contributions for pensions under these regulations, and the pensions of widows, 
will be regulated by the class of the contributing ('ffiocr. An officer cannot secure a higher 
pension for his widow by contributing as if he belonged to a higher class. 

10. Contributions will bo deducted by paymasters or other disbursing officers from the. 
pay abstracts of officers contributing. 

11. Donations may bo paid in one sum, or in 12 equal monthly iustalmenta. If a 
donation be paid in iiistal incuts, interest on the un])aid portion will be levied at the rate of 
44 per cent, per annum. The balance of any contribution due at an officer's death will be 
recovered ratcably, without interest, from the pensions of his widow and orphans in 12 monthly 
instalments in India, or four quarterly instalments in England.

22e The pension of a female orphan continues until her marriage^ and then ceases abiio- 
lutely. It does not revive on widowhood. 

Good Conduct. 

23. The pensions provided under these regulations shall in all cases be held during good 
behaviour only^ and will be withheld if any pensioner is found to be leading an immoral life, 
or on proof of any gross misconduct. The order of the Secretary of State for India in Council 
in any such case shall be final and conclusive. 

Alienation of Pension. 

24. A pension paid under these regulations may not be transferred or assigned, or in any 
way alienated, from the pensioner to whom or for whose benefit it is payable. 

• Paseage Money. 

25. An officer may by a special contribution provide passage money from India for his 
widow and orphans. The amount so secured will belong to the oiRcer^s estate, but will be 
primarily applicable to the provision of passage money and outfit for his widow and children. 
The amount secured must not exceed 1,500 rupees, and a health certificate must, in every case 
be furnished by the subscriber. The value will be determined by the tables in Major-General 
Hannyngton^s report* 

Transfer io Her Majestfs Corps. 

26. Ofiicers who may be transferred from the Indian Staff Corps to Her Mojesty's Lino 

Re<^imentfi will be entitled to receive back such portion of their contributions as may be in 
exwss of the risk borne by the fund during their membership. ^ 

Half pay. 

27. Married officers placed on half-pay may receive back such portion of their contribu- 
tions as is in excess of the risk borne by the fund during the term of their membership, or 
they may continue to subscribe at Indian rates for full benefits, or at lower rales for reduced 
benefits. In the event of their return to full payj they shall, in addition to the subscription 
of their rank, be required to pay such donation as the circumstances of the case may demand. 
Unmarried officers may continue to subscribe at the Europe rate of subscription, and will not 
be entitled to any refund in the event of their withdrawal. 

Retired Officers. 

28. Married officers who retire from the service on the [Mjnsion of their rank may con- 
tinue to. subscribe in that rank at the Europe rate of subscription, or they may withdraw from 
the fund, receiving back such portiou of their contributions os is in excess of the risk borne 
by the fund during the term of their membership; but the usual subscription will be deducted 
from the pension of all such officers until they shall have intimated in writing their intention 
of withdrawing. Unmarried officers may continue their subscription on the same terms as 
married officerh, but will not be entitled on retirement to any refund in ttie event of their 
withdrawal. 

iHsmissed Offices. 

' 29. An. officer who is dismissed the service by sentence of a eourt-martial, or by other 
competent authority, will cease, ipso facto, to be a contributor under these regulations, and 
will have no claim to any refund. His family will not be entitled to any pensions uuder these 
regulations.

80. Declarations as to continued widowhood and the survival of children must be fur-

The 28/A April 1873. — The following rules, embodying certain proposed alterations 
in those now in force under Sections 11 and 12, Act V (B.C.) of 1861, for the Calcutta 
Canals and Tolly’s Nullah, are published under the provisions of Section 12 of the Act 
for general information : — 

I. — Every vessel, on entering the Calcutta Canals or Tolly's Nullah, shall be liable to 
measurement for the purpose of ascertaining the toll payable ; and in case of any rea.sonable 
doubt arising, the canal officers at any toll station shall have authority to remeasure a 
vessel, notwithstanding that it was measured on entering the canal. 

II. — The tonnage of every vessel, wlicther laden or empty, shall, for the purposes of Act V 
of 1864 (B. L. C.) and of these rules, be determined by the following measurements: — 

-i-The product of half the length of the vessel from stem to stern, measured along the 
water line, multiplied by the interior greatest breadth of the vessel, multiplied by the depth 
from the water line to the bottom of the vessel, is to be taken as the number of maunds upon 
which toll shall be levied. 

B. — ^Tllie measurement of the length is to be made in feet, rejecting inches ; the measure- 
ment of the breadth and depth is to be made in feet and quarters of feet, rejecting portions 
of less than a quarter of a foot. 

C. — In calculating the amount of toll to be levied, any fraction of 100 maunds less 
than 2.5 maunds is to be omitted ; exceeding 25 and not exceeding 50 maunds, is to be 
charged as 25 maunds only ; exceeding 50 and not exceeding 75 maunds, to be charged as 50 
maunds only; and exceeding 75 maunds, as 75 maunds only; above 1,000 maunds, all 
fractions of 1 00 maunds are to be omitttd. 

D. — Provided that in the case of vessels which entered the canals empty for the purpose 
of loading therein, the depth shall be measured from the line of usual immersion as visible 
on the outside of the vessel to the bottom of the vessel, and not from the line of actual 
immersion at the time of measurement. 

III. — Every vessel entering the canals shall be furnished with a ticket on payment of 
the prescribed toll. The manjec's name, the date and hour of entry, the mauudage of the 
vessel, the cargo it contains, and amount of toll charged, shall be entered in this ticket to 
identify the vessel on which toll has been paid. 

ly. — Evciy pcr.son in charge of a boat, raft, or float, who shall pass in the canal without 
tendering the toll doc, or who sliall pass out of theeaual without delivering to the toll-keeper 
the ticket oi entrance and prying the rent that be due, shall be liable to be detained and 
punished according to Section 1 0 of Act V of 1804. , 

V. — This ticket may he demanded and ins][)ccted by any canal officer, and her 
on board and at hand for that ])urposc. , ^ of her 
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VI. — -Every person in charge of boats entering the Calcutta canals from the eastward 
must tender his toll ticket to the officer at Dhappa and Panspotta pass stations to have it 
examined, stamped, and signed ; and for those entering from the westward, must deliver up 
the toll tickets at the above pass stations and receive in lieu a pass, which pass must be 
delivered to the toll-keeper at entrance of canals. Every such person must also pay all dues, 
or be liable to be detained and dealt with according to Section 10 of Act V of 1864. 

VII. — ^Every person in charge of a boat found in the canals (westward of the pass 
station) with toll tickets unstamped or unsigned by the pass station keeper, will be detained 
and treated as having no toll ticket under Section 10 of Act V of IHCii. 

VIII. — Tlic manjee or owner of every vessel not having a ticket on hoard and producible 
on demand, shall be liable to the provision of Section 10 of tin; Canals^ Act. 

IX. — Duplicates of lost tickc?ts, of which the numbers and date of entry can be satisfac- 
torily established, will be granted by the Collector on a further payment of a sum equal to the 
original amount of toll. 

X. — During the detention of any vessel under Section 9 of tliese rules, or under any 
other provision of the Act, the duty of cuftal officers will be to sec that the vessel or its 
cargo are not clandestinely removed ; but they are in no way responsible for its safety, for 
which the manjee, owner, or agent, must make their own arrangerneutR. 

Xl \ -The purchaser of a vessel sold under these rules, and under the Act, will have the 
option o.. taking it out of the canal on the day of purchase, or of taking out a fresh toll ticket 
at the rate fixed by the schedule of tolls in force for the time being. 

XII. — No boat engaged by any officer of Government, whether civil or military, shall 
be exempt from toll on the ground that the officer is travelling on public duty. The only 
exception to this rule shall be in the ease of vessels specially engaged in the conveyance of 
troops on military duty. 

XIII. — All vessels the bond fide property of Government, or employed on works con- 
nected with the maintenance or improvement of the canals, and duly certified as such, shall 
be exempted from these tolls and charges. No other vessels whatever shall be exempted. 

XIV. — Every vessel, raft, or float, wdiieh has paid toll, shall be allowed three days for 
passing through cither channel, the days of entering and of leaving being both included. In 
addition to these three days, they may, without further payment, remain in the canals for 
the further under-mentioned periods ; that is to say — 

Boats. — One day for every hundred maunds up to three hundred maunds of measure- 
ment, and one day for every two liundred maunds above thnie hundred maunds. 

Rafis. — ^Two days for any number of timbers not exceeding fifty, and one day for every 
additional fifty. 

F/oa/.v.— Two days for any number of bamboos not exceeding five hundred, and one day 
for every additional five hundred. 

XV. — Every vessel, raft, or float, remaining in any part of the aforesaid canals longer 
than the period allowed under the foregoing rules, shall, for ench day in cxeess of such period, 
bo charged demurrage equal to onc-half of the toll ; and every vessel remaining more than 
thirty days in either of tlic canals shall, for each day in excess of thirty days, be charged 
demurrage equal to the full rate of toll, provided that in no case the demurrage charged 
shall exceed Us. 5 per diem. 

XVI. — ^Any vessel remaining in the canal more than two months without authority from 
the Supervisor shall be summarily removed. 

XVII. — Boats requiring re}>airs shall be allowed to enter Dhappa docks and remain 
there for a maximum period of thirty days, during wliieh they will be charged at the rate of 
one-sixth part of the demurrage chargeable under 11 Xll. Any boat remaining in the 
docks longer than thirty days without the special perinishion of the Supervisor shall pay 
demurrage at the full rate for such excess period. 

XVllI. — No vessel shall be docked for repairs on the bank of the Calcutta Canal or of 
ToUy^s Nullah. 

XIX. — -Wherever mooring posts may have been put up by the Supervisor, vessels shall 
be made fast by the head and stern along the banks to such posts, and shall not be moored in 
any other manner. 

XX. — Tl\p Supervisor may by notification prohibit the dropping of anchors or the putting 
up of bamboos or luggecs in any part of the canals or on the banks ; and in such parts no 
anchors shall be dropped, or luggecs put up, under a penalty of fifty rupees, and of a fine not 
exceeding four rupees a day for continued disobedience of an uider for removal issued by the 
Supervisor. 

XXL — Boats whilst loading or unloading in the canals will be allowed to use ladders ; 
but the ladders must bo gradually taken in as the water rises. 

XXII.— As the water falls, the head and stern ropes must bo loosened, and boats 
gradually pushed towards the centre of the canal ; when Mic iiuod comes in, these two ropes 
must be gradually pulled in, and the boat kept as close to i ho bauk as possible. 

XXlil. — Only one boat shall be allowed to make fast along and in line with the canal 
hanks, and no boat shall be made fast or bo placed outside of boats so secured. No boat or 
raft shall be placed in such a position as to endanger the safety of other boats or obstruct 
the passage, of other boats. 
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XXIV. — Boats passing tlirough the canals shall keep in separate lines, empty boats 
keeping close to the bank and those that arc laden in the centre. 

XXV. — Hackeries, carts, bullocks, &c., using the canal roads, shall, when stationary, 
1)C ranged on the side of the road farthest from the canal banks. 

XXVI. — In portions of the canals where only one towing path exists, vessels shall 
moor on the off side, and the tovdng path side shall always he kept dear. 

XXVII. — No person shall place obstructions on the canal .banka, roads, drains, or 
bridges (when such arc on canal land) so as to impede a free passage along them or cause 
injury to them, or shall commit a nuisance, or deposit filth of any sort on the banks or in 
the canals. 

XXVIII. — Any vessel, vehicle, or any other thing that may cause an obstruction to 
navigation or to the banks, roads, drains, and bridges, or injury to the same, will be liable 
to be immediately removed and detained till all expenses incurred on account of removal, 
demands, and fines, are paid. If all charges be not paid within ten days from date of 
detention, the said vessel, vehicle, or other thing, will be sold to defray expenses. 

XXIX. — Every person, cither personally or by his servant, infringing any of the above 
rules (XVIII, XXVIII) numbered from (XV) to (XXIV) shall be liable, under Section 11 
of the Canals^ Act, to a fine not exceeding Rs. 50 for any one intringement, or io a fine 
not exceeding lls. 5 a day for any continued infringement. 

XXX. — At the instance of the Collector of Tolls, any Magistrate who imposes a fine 
under Section 11 or 16 of the Act may award any portion of such fine to the informer. 

XXXI. — Any person who wilfully or negligently allows a vessel to sink in the canals 
shall be liable to a fine not exceeding Its. 50, 

XXXII. — Fu every ease of wreck, caused by negligence or otherwise, the Supervisor 
and his subordinates will give every assistance in removing the same. 

XXXIll. — A notice shall be afiixcd on such wreck when recovered, calling on those 
concerned to pay to the Collector all toll which may be due, or fiins which may have been 
adjudged, as well as the expenses incurred in the rccoverj' or rcihoval of the wreck, and 
intimating that if the sum he not paid within fifteen days of the date or notice, the boat 
and its furniture, or so much of it as may be necessary for the recovery of the dues, will be 
sold, the proceeds of the sale being dealt w'iih as directed in Section 9 of the Act. 

XXXIV. — Every canal oflScer is authorized to remove any vessel, anchor, pole, or other 
thing, which he may find in a position which is in contravention of these rules, aud to deal 
with it in such a manner as may be necessary to give cifect to the rules. 

XXXV. — Whenever any laden vessel is seized by a caual officer, it shall be the duty of 
the Supervisor to give immediate notice of tlie same to the owner or his agent requiring the 
removal of the cargo without delay, aud informing him that he will be required to pay all 
expenses necessary for the proper custody and storage of the same. 

XXXVI. — If the Supervisor be unable to asccrlaiu the name and jilace of business or 
of abode of the owner of the cargo of any vessel or boat seized untlcr the Canals’ Act, he 
shall notify the seizure by advcriiaeinent in his olBcc, aud in one or more of the Calcutta 
newspapers or advertisement papers. Such notice shall call upon the owner to cause the 
immediate removal of the cargo, and to pay any necessary exi)CDscs incurred in providing for 
its propter custody and storage. 

XXXVll. — The Supervisor may incur whatever expense he may think nccea.sary for the 
proper custody and storage of the cargo of any vessel seized und(?r the C.inals’ Act ; and if the 
cargo be not removed within tcu days from the date of seizure, he may sell tlie same at 
public auction to the highest bidder, after giving ten days’ notice of the same by advertise- 
ment in one or more Calcutta newspapers or advertisement papers and affixed in his office. 

XXXVIII. — The money realized at such a sale shall be applied first to defray any 
expenditure that may have been incurred by the Supervisor on account of the cargo. sold, and 
the balance, if any, shall be held in deposit to be paid to the owner of the said cargo on his 
applying fur ihe same.

The ^^Hh May 1873.— Under the provisions of Section 421 of the Criminal Procedure 
Code (Act X of 1872), the Lieutenant-Governor of Bengal lias, with the sanction of His 
Excellency the Governor- General of India in Council, been pleased to pass the following 
revised rules for regulating the payment on the part of Government of the exi)en8e8 of 
complainants and witnes.ses in cases coming before the criminal courts. 

2. The criminal courts are authorized to pay, at the rates specified below, the expenst^s 
of complainants or witnesses ( 1 ) in cases in which the prosecution is instituted or carried 
on by or under the orders or with the sanction of the Government, or any Judge, Magi.s- 
trate, or other public officer, or in which it shall ai)pcar to the presiding officer to be 
dire(!tly in furtherance of the interests of the public service ; (2) in uli eases entered in 
column 5 of the schedule appended to the Criiiiiiial Procedure Code as not bailable ; and 
(3) oi witnesses in all cases in which they are compelled by the Magistrate of his own 
motion to attend under the provisions of Section 351 of the Code. 

3. No payment shall be made by Government to witnesses summoned, at the instance 
of the complainant, under Section 361, unless the prosecution appear to the Court or 
Magistrate to be in furtherance of the interests of public justice, but under this section 
thf Magistrate may require the complainants to pay their cxpcuscs. 

4. Rates of payment — 

(a,) For the ordinary laboring class of Natives — 2 annas per diem, together with 
actual railway fare by the lowest class. 

(A.) For Natives of higher rank in life — third class railway fare, and 4 annas per 
diem for subsistence. 

(c.) For Europeans and Natives of superior rank — second class railway fare, and a 
sum not exceeding 1 rupee per diem for subsistence. 

(d.) For witnesses following any profession, such as medicine or law — a special 
allowance according to circumstances. 

(<?.) For Government servants — actual travelling expenses only. 

(/.) In districts where no railway exists, and in parts of Eastern Bengal where the 
only mode of travelling is by water, and in cases where persons travel by 
rapid dftk by road, the actual expenses up to a maximum limit of Rs. 2 for 
boats per diem, and 4 annas a mile for travelling by road, may be paid, sub- 
ject to the proviso that the travelling ullowauee is only to be given when the 
journey could not have been performed on foot, or in case of persons whose 
Rge, position, and habits of lite, render it impossible for them to walk. 

Officers will he held responsible that parties of witnesses are brought to court 
together, as far as ])()ssible, so as to save expense. Each person should not 
be allowed to charge for his own boat ; and if a passage is offered him with 
others, he will have no chiini for travelling allowance. 

5. The number of days which should be allowed for the passage to and fro will be 
determined by the officer ordering the payment in each case. For this purpose a table 
should be prepared and kept in each court showing the distance of each thannah from the 
sudder station and subordinate stations, and the number of intermediate ferries to be 
crossed ; the existence or absence of roads or waterways being also noted in the tabic.

Al;. .lust ice Alaepheivou di>approvts, jiarticularly, 
of the Depuiy Coniniissioner\« action in disiui^sing the plaiuliirs suit hy defaul!-, in refusing 
to restore it at once when the ])laintiff appeared, and in tirdcring part, of the costs in a pauper 
suit to be realized from the plaintiff while hi.s application lor rehLorati(>n of the suit wa.s 
pending. 

2. His Excellency in Cnnncil has carefully considered the published report of the case before 
the High Court, the explanation which the Deputy (ktn)uii.ssioner was desired to submit, 
the coininents of Colonel Dalton, Commissioner of Choi a Nagporo, and the opinion upon^ 
these papers of llis Honor the Lieutenant-Govonmr of Bengal. Whilo llis Excellency 
acquits the Deputy Commissioner of any intentional 1 dis, yet, looking to the wliolo pro- 
ceedings in this suit before the Deputy Commissioner, to the lui.'-'take of law in n.suming 
that the plainlilFs non-appearance left no option but to ])ass judgment against him in default, 
and to the Deputy Commiasiouer's subsequent refu.«al to cancel or interfere with his order 
for the re<!ovory of stamp lees by Goverument, upon the erroneous belief tliat be had no 
power to do so, His Excellency in Council is const raincil to agree that the Deputy Commis- 
sioner’s proceedings were at these points open to serious miscoustruciion. And Uis Excellency 
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considers that a judicial officer who exposes himself to the reflections cast upon the Deputy 
Comiuissioiicr's adminktratiou of the law by Mr. Justice Macpherson's order in this instance, 
must be litdd to liave fallen short of a full and proper appreheiiBiou of his public duty. 

3. His Excellency in Council desires that there may be no misunderstanding^ as to the 
views and wishes of the Government of Indbi with respect to litij^ation in which the Govern- 
ment is concerned. In many parts of India the union of judicial with executive functions 
in one chief officer of a district is stilly and may loii»;be, inevitable; and His Excellency in 
Council trusts that all officers who exercise this double power realize the responsibility which 
it throws upon them for scrupulous observance of equity in nil suits to which the Government 
winch tliev serve is a party. To lean towards teehnieal pleas in favor of (lovernment, or towards 
technical ohstaclcs a'j:ainst .a suit which the (ji)vernment cloiends, whenever such pleas or 
obstacles merely bindxT dicisiou on the merits — to strain laws for tli'i advantas:|^«^ of Govern- 
ment — all those tliiuirs would be exactly eoiitrary to tiie rule of jiiiliifjil conduct which in 
such oases the (iovoruraent desires to impose. And Ills Excollouey in Council expects all 
officers to undtM'itand that llie interests of Gov«‘rnuii*ut are most effectually promoted by 
sedulously uphoUlinj' this high slaudard of- entire iinpartialily.

1. It appears that in tlic ('alcuUa offices under this Govi rnmciit tlie prescribed hours 
for commencing work are 10, lOr^ or 11 a.m., and ilic liours of closing oHicc d*, or 5 p.m. 
The number of working Jiour.s is fJ in all, save a few oflietjs, whore it is i\\ and 7. 

2. The nominal hours of work in the offices and courts in the Mofussil an? much tlic 
same as they an; in (kilcutta ; but in jiractice it appears tlial eonsidcrable diversity of time 
is allowed. 

3. In some places, indeed, it appears Unit tlic courts do not open till as late as 1 p.jir., 
while in one or two siil)-divi.*?ions it is tlic practice of the offietTs in charge to commence 
w’ork at 8 a.m., and to have a break in the iniddh; of the day, very much in the UMinner 
suggested l)y the pangraph that gave rise to tin’s in(|uiry. 

4. The Commissioners arc nnnniniously of ojiiniori that it would be nmidvisablc 
to divide the day into two, with a break in tlic middle, and that such a cliango would be 
most distasteful and inconvenient to the native jiublie as wdl as to officers. The Hoard of 
Revenue and the Insjieetor-Gcnerai of Police also agree with the Commissioners in depre- 
cating any such proposal. 

5. The Lieutenant-Governor observes that it is v(;ry evident from the returns that 
there is no strictness as to the hour of ojieuing office in the Mofussil ; the hour being some- 
times avowetlly somewhat vairuc, and IJi.s Honor is afraid that in practice it is very vague. 

• Tliough the Lieutenant-( Jovernor fully believes tliai' the plan of dividing the working day 
into two portions is lioili most in aecordance with the ordinary liabits of this and all otlirT 
soutliera count rii;s, and that by which most work may be done with least strain to the 
officers coneerued ; and though he specially recommends it to all officers who have hcavv 
executive as well as judicial work, and to sub-divisional officers aecordiiTg to the practiee 
of some officers of tiuit class; he admits that, as liabits and customs have now grown uji, 
it woiihl be difficult to iutrodu<;c this system at once in large offices, the functions of which 
are wholly or mostly judicial. At the same time the Lieutenant-Governor mu-t specially 
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insist tliat thiuj^s are not so arranged, that the day being in fact, according to the habit of 
southern connirics, divided into two portions, only the one portion, viz. the afternoon is 
given to the Government service, which seems to llis Honor to be the case in some offices. 
Also the Lieutenant-Governor thinks it most injurious and wrong that in judicial offices 
and p.ll offices M'hich have large dealings with the outside public, tl\cre should be the uncer- 
tainty and looseness about the hour for commencing business which often prevails. Without, 
thou, interfering with offices whcre’thc day may be divided into two portions, or with those 
which (very advantaLreously His Honor thinks) begin before 11, the Lieutenant- Govenior 
must make it an invariable rults for all offices, under the immediate control of this Govern- 
ment, that all offices, &c., must he 0 |)cn and actually at work, and all officers in their places, 
not later than 11 a.m, punclually. Tlio only exception is to be in case of officers who 
liavc really very mucli cxeeutivc work out of office, more than can be done in the early 
morning, ami all such cases arc to b(^ rept^rtod. Tlic Licutcjiant-Governor docs not ’wish to 
apply the ruin to Comiriissioncrs of division and siipcrintcndiug officers Avhosc work is not 
"(uicrally in open court; and Maiji^iratcs and Collectors of districts no doubt fall iiiider tlie 
exception just mentioned. At tlu^ same time Ilis Honor is convinced that there will 
seldom be much regularity among the subordinate officers if the head of the office is doing 
his work elsewhere ; and he much hopes that all Magistrates and Collectors who can manage 
it will arrange to do as iniudi correspondence as they can in the public office, and be there 
themselves at the picscril)ed hours, so as to see that all other officers arc there. 

(5. At any rate, all heads of offices arc now to he held strictly responsible to make 
sure that their subordinates arc really in office at the time prescribed, and that there 
is no deviation ; or, if there is, that tiic absentee is reported. They must also sec that there 
are no considtirable Mofussil variations of watclies and clocks on the side of lateness. If 
ther»? is doubt, they must be on tlie safe side, and let the error bo on the side of carliness, 
not of lateness. 

7- ConimissioiuTs and all supervising officers arc also to he held responsible that 
these instructions are ]>ut in force. Alter six months they sliould make a S]»ccial report to 
(jovernment oil the subject, and hereafter tlii‘y will always notice it in their annual reports.

In supersession of paratjraphs 6 to 9 of tlic notifKiatioii of the 1st January 
last, regarding the constitution of Benches of Magistrates in ciTtain districts 
of the llajshahye, Chittagong, Dacca, Patna, and Assam Divisions, the 
Lieut.i.'nanl-Gov(?rnor is pleased to issue tlie following ordci s to have effect in 
all districts in which Ilonorary Magistrates may bo appointed, and Benches of 
Magistrates constituted, with the a[)proval of (jovernment ; — 

Under tlie direction of the Magistrate of the District, any two or more of 
the Ilonorary Magistrates in any district may, in that district, sit as a Bench in 
eoinpauy with the Magistrate of the District, or tho Sub-divisional Magistrate, 
or any salaried Slagistratc subordinate to tho Magistrate of the District 
exercising not less than second class pow’crs, whom the Magistrate of the 
District may depute for tliat purpose ; and any Bench so constituted is vested 
with first class powers in respect of olfences cognizalile by Magistrates of tho 
iirst (de.ss. and with pow ers of summary trial under Section 222 of the Criminal 
Procoduri’ Code. 

2. Under the special order of the Magistrate of the District, any two 
Magistraleis honorary or salaried, of wboni one is vested with not less than 
second cla>s powers, may form a B(mch with first class powers for the trial of 
any parlieiilar case or class of case's, specially referred to them by the Magis- 
trate of live Distriet. Such Bcncli may also exercise summary powers under 
Section 222, unless the order of reference is for trial in regular form. 

3. Under the direction of the Magistrate of the District, any one of the 
Honorary ISIagistrates of a district may sit wdtU any salaried subordinate 
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Magistrate to form a Bench, and the Bench shall, when so constituted, exercise 
second class powers in respect of offences cognizable by Magistrates of that 
class, and powers of summa^ trial under Section 226 of the Criminal Procedure 
Code, unless any member of the Bench have first class powers, in which case 
the Bench may also exercise those powers. If the Magistrate of tite first class 
has summary powers under Section 222, the Bench may exercise those powers. 

4. Subject to the general orders of the Magistrate of the District, any 
two or more Honorary Magistrates may, in their respective towns or muni- 
cipalities, sit together as a Bench for the disposal of offences under Municipal ^ 
or Towns Acts, and the conservancy clauses of any Police Act, without the’ 
assistance of any salaried Magistrate, and such Bench shall exercise third class 
powers and powers of summary trial under Section 225 in respect of all 
such cases.

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Ths followin)^ report of the S.)leot Committee 
on the Bill to provide for the levy of a lighting- 
rate in Hovrrab^ with the amended Bill, is by order 
of the president published ibr general infor- 
mation 

We, the undersigned Members of the Select 
Committee of the Council of the Lioutenant- 
Oovernor of Bengal for the purpose of making 
Laws and Regulations, to which the Bill to provide 
for the levy of a lighting-rate in Howrah was 
referred^ have the honor to report that wo have 
considered the Bill. 

We have reconstructed the 2nd, 3rd, and 4th 
sections of the Bill, and we have made some 
verbal alterations in other sections. 

We have macTe the imposition of a lighting-rate 
dependent on the previous notification by the 
Lieutenant-Governor, that proper provision bus 
been made for sufficient lighting with gas the 
portion of the town on which the rate is to be 
assessed. 

We have made it the duty of the Municipal 
Commissioners previously to define at a meeting 
the portion of the town to be lighted. We have 
made it incumbent on the Municipal Commis- 
sioners to light the lamps immediately upon the 
imposition of a rate andf ; while empowering them 
to levy the rate by quarterly instalments in 
advance, we have provided that no rate shall be 
levied for i^ny period prior to the first lighting of 
the lamps. 


We have rendered the owner, in cases where the 
rale may be recovered from him, liable for the 
whole quarter, althoun;b his house, See,, may have 
been unoccupied during a portion of it, if he has 
failed to give notice that bis house, &c., has ceased 
to bo occupied. 

We have not given jurisdiction to the Small 
Cause Court to determine questions of compensa- 
tioD ; and we have not provided that the Act 
shall come into force on the 1st April 1873.

WHEBBAsitis desirable to make further pro- 
vision for lighting the town of Howrah with gas, 
by imposing a rate on those persons who benefit 
thereby, 

It is hereby enacted as follows 

1, The expression *‘ihe town of Howrah^^ in 
this Act shall he taken to 
Limiu of UieTown of mean the area of the Howwh 
Municipality, as defined by 
the Lieutenant-Governor under the provisions of 
section 3 of the District Municipal Improvement 
Act, being Bengal Act III of 1864.

Statkmkxt ov Objects and Reasons. 

Thb rules contained in Act XXIufl85Care 
not sufficient to enable the Hoard of Revenue to 
restrict the cultivation of plants producing intoxi- 
cating drugs, or to regulate the use of such drugs. 
Section 33 empowers tiie Hoard to place the 
cultivation, preparation, and store of such drugs 
under supervisiou, but it does not provide any 
penalty for the infraction of rules which the Board 
may make with that object. By sectiou 50 the 
cultivators of plants producing gunjah or bhang 
are expressly permitted, without a license, to sell 
those drugs to a licensed vendor, and to hold any 
quantity of them. If the cultivator stores the 
plant, or prepares and stores the drug, with the 
full knowledge of the excise officers, there is no- 
thing in the law which prevents his disposal of it 
'to other persons by gift or by ostensible gift ; and 
he cannot becalltMl to account or punished, if he 
alleges the next day that the whole of the plant 
or drug has been destroyed by insects or has dis- 
appeared. The object of the first two sections of 
the Bill is to empower the Board to exercise a more 
efficient siipei vision in such matters, and to pro- 
vide a penalty for the surreptitious disposal of 
such drugs. 

Act XXI of 1856, ns amended by Act XX 111 
of I860, does not provide for the enforcement of 
fines and forfeitures otherwise than by imprison- 
ment. The object of section 3 of the Bill is to 
provide for the recovery of such penalties in 
the same manner in which similar penalties for 
other oflo.nces are levied by the Magistrate. 

It has been found that the manufacture of vari- 
ous kinds of fermented liquors, such as Sharbat 
Bahar,*' which is made from molasses and spices, 
and a wine made from the fruit of the jamaii tree, 
is iucreasing. Tbe Bill proposes to bring them 
under tbe same rules and rer irictions us tari, 
puchwye, and other fermented liquors. 


Under the present law a wholesale dealer in 
spirituous and fermented liquors and intoxi- 
cating drugs is not compelled to take out a license 
in Calcutta. Such a license is required in tlio whole 
of the North-Western and Central Provinces, in 
the Punjab, in Oudh, and in ail parts of the 
Lower Provinces except Calcutta. There appears 
to be no reason for this distinction, and the prin- 
ciple which underlies the requiaition in one place is 
every where equally applicable. Section 5 of the 
Bill therefore proposes to prohibit the wholesale 
sale of such articles in Calcutta without a license. 

Experience has shown that the imprisonment 
in the civil jail, of offenders against excise Taws, is 
not sufficiently deterrent. In Calcutta all such 
offenders are imprisoned in the criminal jail, but 
the law of the mofassil authorizes imprisonment 
in the civil jail only. It may be admitted that 
it would be unjust in some cases to confine the 
offender among criminal convicts, but in other 
cases his detention in idleness in the company of 
insolvent debtors would alone be ineffectual. Sec- 
tion 6 of the Bill proposes to give to the Magis- 
trate a discretion to confine the offender in tbe 
civil or criminal jail as the object of imprisonment 
in each case may seem to require.

Thb following Bill as settled by the Council 
of the Lieutenant-Governor of Bengal for the 
purpose of making Laws and Regulations on the 
5th April 1873, is by order of the President, pub- 
lished for general information, and will be re-coii- 
sidered by the Council after twelve weeks:—- 

A Bill to amend the law relatitig to Embanhnenti 
and IFaler-courtes. 

WHRREASitis expedient that provision should 
he made for the better construction, maintenance, 
and management of embankments and water- 
cniirsos in the territories subject to the Lieutenant- 
Governor of Bengal ; It is enacted us follows : — 

PART I. 

Preliminarg. 

1. This Act may be called The Bengal 
Embankment Act, 1878/^ 

It extends to the whole of tbe territories sulije* t 
to the Lieutenant-Governor of Bengal, except tl e 
province of Orissa and the Soonderbuns os defimd 
under the provisions of Clause 2, Section 13, 
Regulation 111 of 1828.

Ws, the Select Committee appointed to consider the Bill to amend the law relating 

to the emigration of laborers to the districts of 
Assam, Cacbar, and Sylhet, and to regulate con- 
tract labor and service " have the honor to make 
the following preliminary Report. 

U'e have received the papers noted in the 
margin and considered them in reference to the 
main features of the Bill, which Vc have 
amended accordingly. But wc have not had 
sufficient time to discuss the wording of each 
clause in detail. 

We have made certain verbal and formal 
alterations in the Bill, and reatorednAhe wording 
of some of the provisions contained in Act II 
of 1870 ; for instance, wc have struck out section 
9 and substituted the provisions contained in 
section 114 of Act II of 1870. 

Emigration . — In place of sections 10 and 11, wc have retained section C4 of Act II of 
1870, only adding thereto a provision that the Lieutenant* Governor may prohibit emigration 
if he has reason to believe that a political disturbance is likely to occur in any labor district. 
We have re-constructed section 13. 

Garden-airdars . — On this subject wc have omitted from section 20 of the Bill the pro- 
vision requiring a garden-sirdar to be famished with a power of attorney. Wc have 
modified the provisions of section 24 which required coolies engaged by a garden-sirdar 
to be registered before the Magistrate of the district or sub-division of the district, by allow- 
ing them to be registered before the Magistrate of the district or sub-division of the district, 
through which they shall first pass on the road to their destination. 

We have given power to the employer, or his representative in Calcutta, to cancel before 
the Superintendent of Emigration contracts made iu the district by a garden-sirdar on pay- 
ment of the coolies' travelling expenses. 

Wo have struck out section 56 which enacts that a fine imposed on a garden-sirdar slmll 
be recoverable from the employer. 

Recruiters.— -We have altered section 46, which required the Magistrate to satisfy 
himself by inquiry that the person to whom a recruiter’s license had been granted, was not 
unfitted by character or otherwise to be a recruiter, before countersigning such license ; and 
we have made it obligatory on the Magistrate to countersign, unless it appears to him that 
such person is unfit to be employed as a recruiter. 

Transport , — ^We have amended section 71 of the Bill by providing that the penalty 
prescribed by it for delay in despatching a vessel shall not be incurred, if the delay is occa- 
lioned by any casualty of navigation. Section 79 required the master of any licensed vessel 
to report the arrival of his vessel to the Magistrate at every place at which a vessel is obliged 
to stop, and to await the answer of the Magistrate. This provision being indefinite, we have 
in place thereof substituted the following, namely that the master shall be bound to report 
to the Magistrate immediately on arrival, and to remain during not less than six 
hours of daylight. In lieu of the power of detention given to the Magistrate by 
section 82, which is indefinite, we have substituted a clear and distinct power of deten- 
tion under certain circumstances, not exceeding five days ; and we have reconstructed thin 
section. We have also altered section 83 to make it accord with the section preceding. 
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Loealitia wt^t for resUknee of laborert.—^emg of opinion that the percentage of 
mortality, upon which the Lieutenant-Governor is enabled to act and declare an estate unfit 
for the residence of laborers under the terms of section 121, is by itself no certain or safe 
indication of unfitness for residence, we have considerably modified the section. The , power 
conferred by it is very summary, and we have therefore limited its exercise to cases of 
unfitness arising from the neglect or default of owners or employers, whenever it may appear 
that the percentage of mortality mentioned in section 131 is due to that cause. The preoeiS- 
ing section provides for two classes of cases in reference to estates — (1) unhealthiness and 
unfitness arising from condition, (2) unhealthincss and unfitness arising from situation. This 
section provides machinery for proper and searching inquiry. We have therefore thought 
it right to limit the exercise of summary powers by the Lieutenant. Governor to the cases 
mentioned above. We have framed a section in lieu of section I SI, basing the action of the 
Lieutenant-Governor upon the percentage of mortality mentioned in section 121, and >we 
have provided therein for specific inquiries to be made before the Lieutenant-Governor can 
declare an estate unfit for residence. 

ContracU by time-exjnred laborers.— Chapter 17. — We have omitted this chapter, and we 
have not re-enacted section 117 of Act 11 of 1 870 ; being of opinion, upon the information 
aflbrded us, that it is not desirable to interfere with the free action of laborers who have 
served out their time. As a result of this omission we have provided in section 106 that 
the inspectors arc to make returns of all laborers employed on an estate, whether engaged 
under the Act or not. 

Neglect of iuork and arrears of wages. — Chapter IS. — ^This chapter is entirely a new 
provision for the regulation of the relative duties of master and servant. We do not see that 
such a provision of law is specially necessary in the labor districts. It forms a branch of 
general law, and should not be dealt with in a law relating to a special subject. We have 
consequently omitted this chapter. 

Chapter Yi . — As chapters 17 and 18 have been struck out, this chapter has no applica- 
tion, and it is therefore omitted. 

We proposed to insert by way of schedule to the Bill forms of contract and release 
instead of leaving them to be settled by the Executive Government, as is provided by 
section 5 of the Bill ; but not having bad sufficient time and information to frame them, 
we have allowed the provisions of the Bill in this respect to stand unaltered for the present. 

In presenting this preliminary report, we beg to reserve to ourselves the liberty of 
further considering, altci'ing, and amending the Bill as now amended and placed before the 
Council. 

We recommend that the amended Bill and Act II of 1870 be published in the Calcutta 
Gazette in double columns, to show the changes proposed in the law.

2. The quantity of salt consumed (i.e., the quantity of total clearances 
of salt of all descriptions) in the quarter under report amounted to 13,17,888 
maunds, against 18,4<9,84!6 mauuds in the previous quarter, and 17,91,119 
maunds in the corresponding quarter of the previous year; aud the totr.l 
amount ol'duty levied was Its. 62,33,136, against Its. 60,12,000 and Hs. 58,21,137 
in the previous and corresponding quarters, respectively. 

8. The quantity of Goverumeut salt sold at the Presidency under 

wholesale rowanuahs amounted to 300 maunds, as 
shewn in the margin, giving a mout lily average of 
100 maunds, against 245 mauuds in the corresponding 
quarter of the prc'. ious year. There were no sales 
during the preceding quarter. 

4. There were no sales of Government salt at 
Pooree during the present or previous quarters of 3872-73. Neither were 
there any sales during the corre8poud.ing quarter of 1871-72. It may be here

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NOTIFICATION. 

The 9M June 1878. — The following rules, in supersession of those now in force for the 
Calcutta Canals and Tolljr^s Nullah, having been published, as required by law, for a period 
6f six weeks in the Calcutta CazfUe^ arc now passed by the Lieutenant-Governor and 
Published for general information, in accordance with the provisions of Section 12, Act V 
1864 (B.C.). 

I. — Every vessel, on entering the Calcutta Canals or Tolly^s Nullah, shall be liable to 
Measurement for the purpose of ascertaining the toll payable ; and in case of any reasonable 
loiibt arising, the canal officers at any toll station shall have authority to remeasure a 
vessel, notwithstanding that it was measured on entering the canal. 

II. — The tonnage of every vessel, whether laden or empty, shall, for the purposes of Act V 
1864 (B. L. C.) and of these rules, be determined by the following measurements: — 

A. — Tl product of half the length of the vessel from stem to stern, measured along the 
vater line, multiplied by the interior greatest breadth of the vessel, multiplied by the depth 
rom the water line to the bottom of the vessel, is to be taken as the number of maunds upon 
rhich toll shall be levied. 

B. — The measurement of the length is to be made in feet, rejecting inches ; the measure- 

f aent of the breadth and depth is to be made in feet and quarters of feet, rejecting portions 
if less than a quarter of a foot. 

C . — In calculating tlicamoun 'uf toll to be levied, any fraction of 100 maunds less 
han 25 maunds is to be omitted ; exceeding 25 and not exceeding 50 maunds, is to be 
charged as 25 maunds only ; exceeding 50 and not exceeding 75 maunds, to be charged as 50 
jjmaunds only; and exceeding 7.5 maunds, as 73 maunds only; above 1,000 maunds, all 
[fractions of 100 maunds are to be omitted. 

D. — Provided that in the case of vessels which entered the canals empty for the purpose 
jof loading therein, the depth shall be measured from the line of usual immersion as visible 
bn the outside of the vessel to tlic bottom of the vessel, and not from the line of actual 
immersion at the time of measurement. 

III. — Every vessel entering the canals shall be furnished with a ticket on payment of 
the prescribed toll. The manjee^s name, the date and hour of entry, the raaundagc of the 
vessel, the cargo it contains, and amount of toll charged, shall be entered in this ticket to 
identify tlie vcs.scl on which toll has been jiaid. 

IV. — Every i)erson in charge of a boat, raft, or float, who shall pass in the canal without 
cndcring the toll due, or who shall pass out of the canal without delivering to the toll-keeper 
iac"-, ticket of entrance and paying the rent that be due, shall be liable to be detained and 
^luni^heol according to Section 10 of Act V of 1864. 

\ ribs ticket may be demanded and inspected by any canal officer, and must be kept 
on board and at liifand for tluit purpose. 

VI — Every peWson in charge of boats entering the Calcutta canals from the eastward 
must tender bis toll! ticket to the officer at Dhappa and Panspotta pass stations to have it 
examined, stamped, b{.nd signed ; and for those entering from the westward, must deliver up 
the toll tickets at thc'.abovc pass stations and receive in lieu a pass, which pass must be 
delivered to the toll-keeper at entrance of canals. Every such person must also pay ail dues, 
or be liable to be detainV^d and dealt with according to Section 10 of Act V of 1864. 

VII. — Every pcrsoin in charge of a boat found in the canals (westward ol' the pass 
station) with toll tickets ynstamped or unsigned by the pass station keeper, will be detained 
and trc&ted as having no jtoll ticket under Section 10 of Act V of 1864. 

Vlll. — The manjee owner of every vessel not having a ticket on board and producible 
on demand, shall be liablc\ to the provision of Section 10 of the Canals’ Act. 

IX. — Duplicates of l/{»st tickets, of which the numbers and date of entry can be satisfac- 
torily established, will bd granted by the Collector on a further payment of a sum equal to the 
original amount of toll. / 

X. — During the d^^xention of any vessel under Section 9 of these rules, or under any 
other provision of they Act, the duty of canal^ officers will be to sec that the vessel or its 
cargo are not dandosftinely removed ; but they are in no way responsible for its safety, for 
which the manjete, 'owner, or agent, must make their own arrangements. 

XL — The purchaser of a vessel sold under these rules, ami under the Act, will have the 
option of taking it out of the canal on the day of purchase, or of taking out a fresh toll ticket 
at the rate fixed by the schedule of tolls in force for the time being. 

XII. — No boat engaged by any officer of Government, whether civil or military, shall 
be exempt from toll on the ground that the officer is travelling on public duty. The only 
exception to this rule shall be in the ease of vessels specially engaged in the conveyance of 
troops on military duty. 

XIII. — All vessels the bona fide property of Government, or emplcycu on works con- 
' uccted with the maintenance or improvement of the canals, and duly certified as such, sludl 
be exempted from these tolls and charges. No other vessels whatever shall be exempted. 

XIV. — ^Every vessel, raft, or float, which has paid toll, shall be allowed three days for 
passing through cither channel, the days of entering and of leaving being both included. In 
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addition to these three days, they may, without further payment, remain in the canals for 
the further under-mentioned periods ; that is to say — 

Hoats . — One day for every hundred maunds up io three hundred maunds of measure- 
ment, and one day for every two hundred maunds above three hundred maunds. 

Rafts, — ^Two days for any number of timbers not exceeding fifty, and one day for every 
additional fifty. ! 

F/oa/#.— Two days for any number of bamboos not exceeding five hundred, and one day^- 
for every additional five hundred. I 

XV. — Every vessel, raft, or float, remaining in any part of the aforesaid canals longet 

than the period allowed under the foregoing rules, shall, for each day in excess of such period^ 
be charged demurrage equal to onc-half of the toll ; and every vessel reTnaiiiiiig more thai.. 
thirty days in either of the Ccanals shall, for each day in excess of thirty days, be charged 
demurrage equal to Ibo full rate of loll, provided that in no case the demurrage charged 
shall exceed Its. 5 per diem. ,J 

XVI. — Any vessel remaining in the canal more than two inonlhs without authority fron 
the Supervisor shall be summarily removed. 

XVII. — Boats requiring repairs shall he allowed to enter Dhappa docks and remain' 
there for a maximum period of thirty days, during which they will be charged at the rate ' 
one-sixth part of the demurrage chargeable under Kulc \I1. Any boat remaining in the. 
docks longer than thirty days without the special permission of the Supervisor shall pay' 
demurrage at the full rate for such excess period. 

XVI II. — No vessel shall be docked for repairs on the bank of the Calcutta Canal or o; f 
Tolly ^8 Nullah. 

XIX. — Wherever mooring ])Osta may have been pul up by the Sii])ervisor, vessels shalj ' 
be made fast by the head and stern along the banks to such ]>osts,und shall not be moored in, 
any other manner. 

XX. — The Supervisor may by notification prohibit the dr()])pin«* of anchors or the putting] 

up of bamboos or luggees in any part of the canals or on tlie banks ; and in such parts no| 
anchors shall be dropped, or luggees put up, under a penalty of fifty rupees, and of a fine not! 
exceeding four rupees a day for continued disohedienec of a)i order for removal issued by the} 
Supervisor. f 

XXI. — Boats whilst loading or unloading in the canals will be al]ow(?d to use ladders 
but the ladders must be gradually taken in as the water rises. 

XXII. — ^As the ^vatcr falls, the bead and stern roj>cs !nns1, bt; loosened, and boats 
gradually pushed towards the centre of the canal ; when the flood comes in, these two ropes 
must be gradually pulled in, and the boat kept as close to the bank as possible. 

XXIII. — Only one boat shall be allowed to make fast along ami in line with the ca»:; 
banks, and no boat shall be made fast or be placed outside of boats so .secured. No bo: at 6 
raft shall be placed in such a position as to endanger the safely of other boats or ^ obstruc; 
the passage of other boats. 

XXIV. — Boats ])assiiig through the canals shall keep in separaW lines, empty boats 

keeping close to the bank and those that arc laden in the centre. / 

XXV. — Hackeries, carts, bullocks, &e., using the canal roads, sha/ll, when stationary, 

be ranged on tlie side of the road farthest from the canal banks. / 

XXVI. — In portions of the canals where only one tow'ing payli exists, vessels shall 
moor on the off side, and the towing patli side shall always be ke})t eWar. 

. XXVII. — No person shall idace obstructions on the canal jpanks, roads, drains, or 
bridges (Avbcn such are on canal land) so as to impede a free jiussago along them or cause 
injury to them, or shall commit a nuisance, or deposit filth of ar-iy sort on the banks or in 
the canals. 

XXVIII. — Any vessel, vehicle, or any other thing that w^y cause an obstruction to 
navigation or to the hanks, roads, drains, and bridges, or injury to , the same, will be liable ' 
to bo immediately removed and detained till all expenses ineurrifed on account of removal, 
demands, and fines, are paid. If all charges be not paid withiii ten days from date of 
detention, the said vessel, vehich;, or other thing, will be sold to defray expenses. 

XXIX. — Every person, either personally or by his servant, infri^iging any of the above 
rules (XVIIl, XXVIII) numbered from (XV) to (XXIV) shall he li^{blc, luider Section 11 
of the Canals^ Act, to a fine not exceeding Ils. 50 for any one infringt^ment, or to a fine 
not exceeding Ks. 5 a day for any continued infringement. 

XXX. — At the instance of the Collector of Tolls, any Magistrate who imposes a fine 
under Section 11 or IG of the Act may award any portion of such fine to the informer. 

XXXI. — Any person who wilfully or negligently allows a vessel to sink in the canals 
shall be liable to a fine not exceeding Us. 50. 

XXXII. — In every case of wreck, caused by negligence or otherwise, the Supervisor 
and his subordinates will give every assistance in removing the same. 

XXXllI. — A notice shall be afSxcd on such wreck when recovered, calling on those 
concerned to pay to the Collector all toll which may be due, or fine which may have been 
adjudged, as well as the expenses incurred in the recovery or removal of the wreck, and 
' intimating that if the sum be not paid within fifteen days of the date of notice, the boat 
and its furniture, or so much of it as may be necessary for the recovery of the dues, will be 
told, the proceeds of the sale bemg dealt with as direct!^ in Section 9 of the Act. 
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XXXIV. — Every canal officer is authorized to remove any vessel^ anchor, pole, or other 
thing^ which he may find in a position which is in contravention of these rules, and to deal 
with it in such a manner as may be necessary to give effect to the rules. 

XXXV. — Whenever any laden vessel is seized by a canal officer, it shall be the duty of 
the Supervisor to give irnniediate notice of the same to the fiwncr or his agent, requiring the 
removal of the cargo without delay, and informing him that hg will bo required to pay all 
expenses necessary for the proper custody and storage of tlie same. 

XXXVI. — If the Supervisor be unable to ascertain the name and place of business or 
of abode of the owner of the cargo of any vessel or boat seized under the Canals' Act, he 
shall notify the seizure by advertisement in bis office, and in one or more of the Calcutta 
newspapers or advertisement papers. Such notice shall call upon the owner to cause the 
immediate removal of the (rargo, and to pay any necessary expenses incurred in providing for 
its proper custody and storage. 

XXXVII. — Tlic Sujicrvisor may ineur whatever expense he may think necessary for the 
proper custody and storage of the cargo of any vessel seized under the Canals^ Act ; and if the 
cargo be not removed within ten days from the date of seizure, be may sell the same at 
public auction to the highest bidder, after giving ten days* notice of the same by advertise- 
ment: in one or more (^•^^cutta newspapers or advertisement papers and affixed in his office.

directly in furtherance of the interests of the public service ; (2) in all cases entered in 
column 5 of the schedule appended to tlic Criminal Proec lnrc Code as not bailable; and 
(3) of witnesses in all cases in Avhicli they arc Qompcllcd by the Magistrate of his own 
motion to attend under the provisions of Section 351 of tlic ('ode. 

3. No payment shall be made by Government to witnesses summoned, at the instance 
of the complainant, under Section ot» I, unh^ss the pros(;eutioii appear to tlic Court or 
Magistrate to he in furtherance of the interests of f»uhlic justice, hut under this section 
the Magistrate may rccpiiic the couiplainaiit.s to pay their expenses. 

• 4. Rates of payment— 

(u.) For the ordinary laboring class of Natives — 2 annas per diem j, together with 
actual railway fare by the lowest class ;

In districts wfierc no railway exists, and in parts of Kastcru Heiigal wdiere the 
only moflcj of travelling is by W’ater, and in cases w'licrc^ persons travel bv 
rapid dak by road, the //cZ/m/ expenses up to a maximum limit of Rs. 2 for 
boats per diem, and 1 annas a mile for travelling by road, may be paid, sub- 
jcct to the proviso that the travelling allowance is only fobe given when the 
journey could not have been performed on foot, or in case of persons whose 
ag<‘, position, and liahits of liic, render it impossible for them to walk.

Batjeeting^ the %tk May 1873. 


The report on Native Papers fcmtho week ending the 2lcit September 187*2, in which a complaint was 
made that the fashion of ffoldiug cutohor^ from 10 or 11 a.m. continnousjy throughout the day 
was repugnant to native habits, and it was asserted that an early morning and an afternoon sitting, 
with a oreak in the middle of the day, was more suited to the native constitution.

1. It appears that iii the Calcutta offices under this Government the prescribed hours 
for commencing work are 10, 10|, or 11 a.m., and the hours of closing office 4, 4^, or 5 p.m. 
The number of working hours is 6 in all, save a few offices, whore it is and 7. 

2. The nominal hours of work in the offices and courts in the Mofussil are much the 
same as they are in Calcutta ; but in practice it appears that considerable diversity of time 
ia allowed. 

3. In some places, indeed, it appears that tho courts do not open till as late as 1 p.m., 
while in one or two sub-divisions it is the practice of the officers in charge to commence 
work at 8 a.m., and to have a break in the middle of the day, very much in the manner 
suggested by tlie paragraph that gave rise to this inquiry. 

4. The Commissioners are unanimously of opinion that it would be unadvisable 
to divide the day into two, with a break in the middle, and that such a change would be 
most distasteful and ineonvenieut to the native public as well as to officers. The Board of 
Revenue and the Inspector-General of Police also agree with the Commissioners in depre- 
cating any such proposal. 

6. The Lieutenant-Governor observes that it is very evident from the returns that 
there is no strictness as to the hour of opening office in the Mofussil ; the hour being some- 
times avowedly somewhat vague, and His Honor is afraid that in {practice it is very vague. 
Though the Lieutenant-Governor fully believes thati the plan of dividing the working day 
into two portions is both most in aecordance with the ordinary habits of this and all other 
southern countries, and that by which most work may be done with least strain to the 
officers concerned ; and though he specially recommends it to all officers who have heavy 
executive as well as judicial work, and to sub-divisional officers according to the practice 
of some officers of that class ; he admits that, as habits and customs have now grown up, 
it would be difficult to introduce this system at once in large offices, the functions of which 
are wholly or mostly judicial. At the same time the Lieutenant-Governor must specially 
insist that things are not so arranged, that the day being in fact, according to the habit of 
southern countries, divided into two portions, only the one portion, viz. the afternoon is 
given to the Government service, which seems to His Honor to be the case in some offices. 
Also the Lieutenant-Governor thinks it must iiijnrious and wrong that in judicial offices 
and all offices which have large dealings with the outside public, there should be the uncer- 
tainty and looseness about the hour for commencing business whicli often prevails. Without, 
then, interfering with offices where the day may be divided into two portions, or with those 
whicli (very advantageously Ilis Honor thinks) begin before 1 i . tho LieutcTiaut-Goveriior 
must make it an invariable rule for all offices, under the immediate control of this Govern- 
ment, that all offices, &c., must be open and actually at work, and all officer^ in their places, 
not later than 11 a.m. punctually. The only exception is to be in case of oHicers who 
have really very much executive work out of office, more than can be dou<^ in the early 
. morning, and all such cases are to be reported. The liieutenant- Governor iloes not wish to 
apply the rule to Commissioners of division and superintending o(licor.s whose work is not 
generally in open court ; and Magistrates and Collectors of districts no doubt fall under the 
exception just mentioned. At the same time His Honor is convinced Uiat there will 
seldom be much regularity among the subordinate officers if the head of the office is doing 
his work elsewhere ; and he much hopes chat all Magistrates and Collectors who can manage 
it will arrange to do as much correspondence as they can in tlie public office, and be there 
themselves at the prescribed hours, so as to see that all other officers are there. 

6. At any rate, all heads of offices are now to be held strictly respousiblo to make 
sure that their subordinates are really in office at the time prescribed, and that there 
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is no deviation ; or, if there is, that the absentee is reported. They must also see that there 
are no considerable Mofussil variations of watches and clocks on the side of lateness. If 
there is doubt, they must be on the safe side, and let the error be on the side of earliness, 
not of lateness. 

7. Commissioners and all supervising ofiiccrs are also to be held responsible that 
these instructions are put in force. After six months they should make a special report to 
Government on the subject, and hereafter they will always notice it in their annual reports.

Ommlar Orders laj the Si^h Court of Judicature at Fort William iu Bengal 

No. 8^ dated Calcutta^ the SOth April 1878. 

Prorn— W. M. SouTTAn, Esq., Officiating Registrar of the High Court of Judicature 
at Fort William in Bengal. 

To — All Civil Courts in the Lower Provinces. 

The Court arc pleased to publish and commend, to the earnest consideration of Judicial 

Officers, the following ( ircular issued by the Chief 
Court of the Punjab. 

2. Many cases have conic to the knowledge of 
the Court in whicli interest has been decreed at the 
most oppressive rates, without regard to the 
circumstances under which the loan was contracted. 

3. The ( otirts in this way become instruments 
for tlie registering of usurious transactions, and 

the money-lender adds to exorbitant terras the scenritv of a decree. 

4. The object of the C'onrt iu drawing attention to this subject is not to assist debtors 
in evading the consequences of engagements voluntarily and intelligently crontracted, but to 
give the protection of the Courts of Justice to persons wdio, from disiress, ignorance, or 
habits of submission, have not been truly free agents in the contracts set up. 

5. Particular attention is directed to the last paragraph of the Punjab Circular.

1. The Chief Court has reason to believe that iu many of the Courts of this

2. Cases in which the village money-lender sues his customer involve ordinarily small 
amounts, below Us, 500, and therefore can searcedy ever come before the Chief Court in 
consequence of the provisions of Act XXIII of 18GI, Section 7, which declares that no 
special appeal shall lie iu eases of the nature cognizable in Small Cyause Courts. 

8. The Cliief Court has, in fact, had no opportunity of explaining in a judicial decision 
the general principles which govern this question ; while in many parts of the country tlie 
subordinate courts, and especially the Small Cause Courts, liave (ns it appears from a recent 
inspection of records) decreed interest in a manner far too indiscriminate. 

4. Tins Chief Court regards this with great regret, and consiih rs that the law, as it 
really stands, requires some explanation for the guiiinnce of Judicial OHiccrs, in order that it 
may not bn misunderstood to the detriment of debtors of the class above rofi.Trcd to. 

5. The second Section of Act XXVill of 1855 {an /tr* for the repeal, of Ike mtiry laws) 
declares that “ in any suit in which interest is recoverable, the amount shall be adjudged 
or decreed by the Court at tlie rate, if any, agreed njion by the parties and all due effect 
must doubtless be given to these words, taken in their plain and ordinary moauitig, without 
any artificial construction being placed upon them for any piirp* sc whatever. 

G. The above legislative enactment was formerly enforced in many cases that arose in 
this province, subject to the qualification declared in paragraph IV, JScction 19 of the 
Principles of Law commonly called tlie Punjab ('ivil Code, which (!oiitained the following: — 
*^Thc Courts arc not bound by any restrictions with regard to usury. Dehturs and credi- 
tors "are allowed to arrange the terms and conditions of iiitcre.st in wliatcvcr manner they 
may deem most conducive to their mutual benefit ; the Conrt.s will decree whatever rate 
may have been agreed upon, Jifle, between the panics. If no special rate shall have 
been agreed upon, then the Court will fix what may appear an equitable amount with 
reference to the custom of the locality, the mage of trade, or the merits of the transaction. 
It will bo remembered that the rates of interest vary for diiicrcat classes and in different 
places." 

3|e * * ' * * 

TIio debtor need not be compelled by the Court to pay the entire amount of interest, 
if there be reason to believe that the bond was executed thruugli fear or ignorance." 

7. The compilation from which these words are taken has no force of law in itself, 
but the general law of contract is, equally with those words, against our Courts eon.sideritig 
themselves absolved from the responsibility of regarding the circumstances under which an 
engagement to pay exorbitant interest has been entered into ; and omission by the Courts 
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to give due weight to Riich circumstances is likely to give rise to serious iniustice, and to 
such evils as are .discussed in the Minute on interest by Mr. Melvill, which has beeu 
recently circulated among Judicial Officers of the province. 

a The Indian Contract Act of 1^72, in Chapter II, gives the principles on which the 
law annexes an enforceable obligation to stated engagements requiring free consent r and in 
Sections 16 and 17, a general, and at the same time an equitable, rule is indicated where a 
person who holds a rt‘al or apparent authority over another, or in whom confidence is reposed 
by that other obtains an advantage which, but for such confidence or authority, he would 
not have obtained. The law also ptdnts out the result where coneealment of facts may have 
taken place, or acts fitted to deceive, or acts or omissions may have occurred in violation 
of what is regarded as the legal duty of tlic person obtaininir a promise from another to 
explain facts liketif fo ajTeri the wiUitiQvc,^' of that other to enter into a contract. 

9. Reference may also be made to Section 6 of / ct IV of 1S72 (the Punjab Laws^ 
Act), where it is dcebired that justice, equity, and good conscicfiec shall be the rule of deci- 
sion, and it may be safely affirmed that the equity govening this matter is to give their true 
and full effect to the words of the Indian Contract Avt. 

10. The repeal of the usury laws by Act XXVITI of lHr)5, and the abolition of any 
force of law wliieli the paragraph above quoted from the so-called Punjab Civil Code may 
have had before the ^wssing of Act IV of 187.2, have left untouched the doctrines of equity, 
both as to the protection of debtors who, fur any real reason, arc not fully competent to 
protect themselves, and as to the power of Courts to relieve against what arc called uncou- 
sciouable barirains with such persons. 

11. No doubt any one who contracts with another is entitled to assume, primcL facie^ 
that the latter is competent to look alter bis own interests, bnt no strict rule defines or can 
define where eoinparalivc iiteapacity c<*ases. and where extreme ignorance and helplessness 
call for the protection of the t‘(|nitablo rules prescribed by law. 

12. No doubt also, as a general rule, the d(;btor is bound to go or, send to hfs creditor 
and pay him. In many e. iitracts, liowevcr, f r the loan of grain for a particular sowing 
(which indeed may rcasonalily be for the return of grain after the harvest at a very high rate 
of interest), where th(^ cultivator fails to make payment alter the liarvest, a distinction may 
clearly bo taken. Ncitlujr party originally contemplates a rate of interest intended only for 
a particular pcriful. running on from the lime of the transaction indefinitely, and in such 
eases the real intention of the parties with due regard to the position of the cultivator must 
be considered. 

18. The existence of undue influence may, in many cases, be inferred (according to 
the general rules of equity jurisprudence*) from the extreme imprudeneo of the act done, when 
coupled witli other circumstances ; and in this country the relati«>ns exist ing between the 
professional inoney-lcudcr and indebted peasant arc sikjIi "that this rule.* sliould be borne in 
mind by our Courts. 

14f, In no (::i.sc slionld exorbitant interest he decreed in favor of a money-lender suing 
a peasant proprietor or cultivator, or any person similarl}" situated (where the right to re- 
cover it is disputed), unless the Court trying the? cast^ is satisfied that tlui stated engagement 
on which the ])l:iintiff seeks to recover 1ms been entered into by the debtor with knowledge 
of all the circum.stiinccs attending his position, and his liability in regard to his creditor, 
and of liis entire free will, without ineciuitablo pressure of any kind. The C'onrts may 
eniisidcr whether or not the contract was a firiident one, — not with a view to setting it aside 
if iinprudcfut, for that of course is entin*! y bcMdc the C'ourt/s duty, but wdtli a view to deter- 
mining whether extreme ifrinrndeTice, from which, along witii other circumstauees, the exist- 
ence of undue influence? might be infiu’red, ha.s or has not been manifested. Reference on 
this point iiuiy be made to llie custom of tlie loc.ality, the usage of parties similarly situated 
and the rates for loans pn:V;iiling, so that the eharacter of the transaction may be tested. 

The debtor ne(?d not lu? compelled by tin? Court to pay the entire amount of interest, 
wdicther agreed njiou in cash or in grain, if there be reason to believe that the engagement, 
whetlicr evidenced by bond, or by seguing, or marking the money-lcndcr^s book, or com- 
pleted in any other mode, has Ijcen entered into through fear or ign(;rancc ; and, if in any 
case tlie amount of interest sliall appear to liave b(fcn agreed upon under circumstances 
which would render the awaniing it contrary to the princi|)Ies above referred to, the Court 
will only decree as ranch interest as may appear just under tlm circumstances. * 

!.■). In eonclu-ion, tiie Ohief Court repeats the injunction conveyed in Book Circular 
XXIX of that, in awarding interest suhsequent to tlie date of the decree, the Courts 

should !iot allow it to ap[in)aeh in amount that which may he obtuinahle by persons who 
have not the sccoriiy of a (Iccrcc, ami that no inducement should be afforded to decrce- 
lioldcrs to allow their d{ crce.s to remain unoxeented. Furtlicr, the Courts arc reminded that, 
where a large portion of the? amount decreed consists of interest, it is not compulsory on 
them to decree interest upon tin? amount decreed, imismuch as the Courts may fitly exercise 
the discretion allowed them by Act XXlII of 1861, section 10, and not award any such 
interest at all.

Governor of Bengal in ('ouncib received the assent 
of His Honor on the 8th April 1873, and having 
been assented to by His Excellency the Governor- 
General on the 16th May 1873, is hereby promul- 
gated for general information ; — 

Act No. II or 1873. 

An Act to amend the Distriet Mnniripal Improvement 
Act and the Dietrici Towne Act. 

'Whereas it is expedient, in modification of 
the District Municipal Improvement Act, lieing 
Bengal Act 111 of 1864, and the District Towns 
Act, being Bengal Act VI of 1868, 

to provide for thq election and rotation of 
municipal commissioners in places to which the 
operation of the said District Municipal Improve- 
ment Act has been or may be extended ; 

and to provide that such municipal commis- 
sioners may elect their vice-chairman ; 

and to provide that municipal bodies consti- 
tuted under the provisions of the said District

The following report of the Select Committee 
on the Bill to provide for the levy of a lighting- 
rate in Howrah, with the amended Bill, is by order 
oi"* the president published lor general infor- 
mation : — 

We, the uiiderBigued Members of the Select 
Committee of the Council of the Lieutenant- 
Governor of Bengal for the purpose of making 
Laws and Regulations, to which the Bill to provide 
for the levy of a lighting-ratc in Howrah was 
referred, have the honor to report that wc have 
considered the Bill. 

We have reconstructed the 2nd, 3rd, and 4tb 
sections of the Bill, and we have made some 

verbal alterations iu other sections. 

• 

We have made the imposition of a lighting-ratc 
dependent on the previous notification by the 
Lieutenant-Governor, that proper provision has 
been made for sufficient lighting with gas the 
portion of the town on which the rate is to be 
assessed. 

We have made it the duty of the Municipal 
Commissioners previously to define at a meeting 
.the portion of the town to be lighted. We have 
made it incumbent on the Municipal Commis- 
sioners to light the lamps immediately upon the 
imposition of a rate and ; while empowering them 
to levy the rate by quarterly iustalracius iu 
advance, we have provided that no rate shall bo 
levied for any period prior to the first lighting of 
the lamps. 


We have rendered the owner, in ca. 80 B where the 
rate may be recovered from him, liable for the 
whole quarter, althou£:Ii his house, &c., may have 
been unoccupied during a portion of it, if he has 
failed to give notice that bis house, &c., has ceased 
to be ocoui)ied. 

Wc have not given jurisdiction to the Small 
Cause Court to determine questions of coinpensa- 
tioii ; and we have not provided that the Act 
shall come into force on the 1st April 1873.

Statement of Objects and Heasons. 

The rules contained in Act XXIofl85Gare 
not sufficient to enable the Board of Revenue to 
restrict the cultivation of plants producing intoxi- 
cating drugs, or to regulate the use of such drugs. 
Section 38 empowers the Hoard it) place the 
cultivation, preparation, and store of such drugs 
under supervision, but it does not provide any 
penalty for the iniraction of rules which the Board 
may make with that object. By section 50 the 
cultivators of plants producing gunjuh or bhang 
are expressly permitted, witliout a license, to sell 
those drugs to a licensed vendor, and to hold any 
quantity of them. If the cultivator stores ttic 
plant, or prepare.s and store.s the drug, with the 
full knowledge of the excise officers, there is no- 
thing in the law which prevents his disposal of it 
to other persons by gift or by ostensible gift ; and 
he cannot be called to account or punished, if he 
alleges^ the next day that the whole of the plant 
or drug has heen destroyed by insects or has dis- 
appeared. The object of the first two sections of 
the Bill is to empower the Board to exercise a more 


efficient supervision in such matters, and to pro* 
vide a penalty for the surreptitious disposal of 
such drugs. 

Act XXI of 1856, as amended by Act XXIII 
of 1860, does not provide for the enforcement of 
fines and forfeitures otherwise than by imprison- 
ment. The object of section 8 of the Bill is to 
provide for the recovery of such penalties in 
the same manner in which similar penalties for 
other offences are levied by the Magistrate. 

It has been found that the manufacture of vari- 
ous kinds of fermouted liquors, such as Sharbat 
Hahar,” which Is made from molasses and spices, 
and a wine made from tlie fruit of the jamau tree, 
is iucrcasing. The Bill proposes to bring them 
under the same rules and restrictions as lari, 
puchwyc, and other fermented liquors. 

Under the present law a wholesale dealer in 
spirituous and fermented liquors and intoxi- 
cating drugs is iu)t compelled to take out a license 
in Calcutta. Such a license is required intiie whole 
of the North-Western and Central Provinces, in 
the Punjab, in Oudh, and in all parts of the 
Lower Provinces except Calcutta. There appears 
to be no reason for this distinction, and the prin- 
ciple which underlies the requisition in one place is 
every wliero equally applicable. Section 5 of the 
Bill therefore proposes to prohibit the wliolesale 
sale of such articles in (Calcutta without a license. 

Experience has .«5hown that the imprisonment 
in the civil jail, of oflenders against excise laws, is 
not sufficiently deterrent. In Calcutta all such 
oflenders arc imprisoned in the criminal jail, but 
the law of the rnofu.ssil aiitijorizes imprisonment 
in the civil jail only. It may bo admitted that 
it would be unjust in some cases to confine the 
offender among criminal convicts, but in other 
cases his detention in idleness in the company of 
insolvent debtors would alone be inelicctual. Sec- 
I tion it of the Bill proposes to give to the Magis- 
[ trate a discretion to confine the oflbiider in the 
civil or criminal jail as tlio object of iuiprisonmcni 
in each case m:iy scorn to require.

to the emigration of laborers to the districts of 
Assam, Cachar, and Sylhet, and to regulate cou- 
tract labor and service " have the honor to make 
the following preliminary Report. 

We have received the papers noted in the 
margin and considered them in reference to the 
main features of the Bill, which we have 
amended accordingly. But we have not had 
Buflicieut time to discuss the wording of each 
clause in detail. 

We have made certain verbal and formal 
alterations in the Bill, and restored the wording 
of some of the provisions contained in Act II 
of 1870 ; for instance, we have struck out section 
9 and substituted the provisions contained in 
section 114* of Act 11 of 1870. 


Emigration . — In place of sections 10 and 11, we have retained section (14 of Act II of 
1H70, only adding thereto a provision that the Lieutenant-Governor may prohibit, emigration 
if he has reason to believe that a political disturbance is likely to occur in any labor district. 
We have re- constructed section 1?5. 


(jardan-ftirdari , — On this subject we have omitted from section 20 of the Bill the pro- 
vision requiring a garden-sirdar to bo furnished with a j)ower of attorney. W’e have 
modified the provisions of section 24 which required eoolies engaged by a garden-sirdar 
to be registered before the Magistrate of the district or sub-division of the district, by allow- 
ing them to be registered before the Magistrate of the district or sub-division of the district, 
through which they shall first pass on ilie road to their destination. 

We Lave given power to the employi i*, or his representative in Calcutta, to caned before 
the Superintendent of Emigration cimtracts made in the district by a ganien-sirdar on pay- 
ment of the coolies^ travelling expenses. 

We have struck out section oG which enacts that a fine imposed on a garden-sirdar shall 
be recoverable from the employer. 

Reemiters . — Wo liave altered section 46, which required the Magistrate to satiHy 
himself by in(|uiry that the person to whom a recruiter's license had been granted, was not 
unfitted by cliaraeter or otherwise to be a recruiter, before countersigning such license \ and 
we have made it obligatory on the Magistrate to countersign, unless it appears to him that 
such person is unfit to be employed as a recruiter. 

Tranaport. — We have amended section 71 of tiie Hill by providing that the penalty 
prescribed by *it for di.lay in (h spatching a vessel shall not be incurred, if the diday is occa- 
sioned by any casualty of navigation. Section 79 required the master of any licensed vessel 
to report the arrival of his vessel to the IMagistvate at every place, at whieli a vessel is obliged 
to stop, and to await the answer of tlic Magistrate. This provision being indtfinite, we have 
in place thereof subs ti luted the i'ollowiiig, namely tliat the master shall be boiuid to report 
ter the Magistrate immediately on arrival, and to remain during not less than six 
hours of daylight. In lieu of the power of detention given to the Magistrate by 
section 82, whicli is indefinitcj, we have substituted a clear and distinct power of deten- 
tion under certain circumstances, not exceeding live days ; und wc have reconstructed this 
section. Wc have also altered section 86 to make it accord with the section preceding. 
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LoealUieB unfit for residence of iaJorer^.— Being of opinion tint the percentage of 
mortality, upon which the Lieutenant-Governor ie eniEibled to aet and declare an estate unfit 
for tlie residence of laborers under the terms of section 121, is by itself no certain or safe 
indication of unfitness for residence, we have ctmsiderably modified the section. The power 
conferred by it is very summary, and we have therefore limited its exercise to cases of 
unfitness arising from the neglect or default of owners or employers, whenever it may appear 
that the perccutage of mortality mentioned in section 121 is due to that cause. The preced- 
ing section provides for two classes of eases in reference to estates — (1) unhealthiuess and 
unfitness arising from condition, (2) un healthiness and unfitness arising from situation. This 
section provides niuchiuery for proper and searching inquiry. We have therefore thought 
it right to limit the exercise of summary powers by the Lieutenant-Governor to the oases 
mentioned above. We have framed a section in lieu of scctidu 121, basing the action of the 
Lieutenant-Governor upon the i^rccntagc of mortality mentioned in section 121, and we 
have providc'd therein ior snecifie inquiries to be made before the Lieuteuaut-Goveruor can 
dcfdare au estate unlit for lesidenee. 

Contractu by time-expired laborers, — Chapter 17. — We have omitted this chapter, and wc 
have not re-cuacted section 117 of Aet 11 of IS70; being of opinion, upon the information 
afforded us, that it is not desirable to interfere with the free act'on of laborers who have 
served out their time. As a result of this omission we have provided in section lOG that 
the inspectors arc to make returns of all laborers employed on an estate, whether engaged 
under the Act or not. 

Neglect of work and arrears of wages. — Chapter 1 8. — This chapter it entirely a new 
provision for the rcgulatiou of the relative duties of master and servant. We do not sec that 
such a provision of law is specially necessary in the labor districts. It forms a branch of 
general law, and should not be dealt witn in a law relating to a special suhject. We have 
consequently omitted this chapter. 

Chapter 19. — As chapters 17 aud 18 have beeu struck out, this chapter has no applica- 
tion, and it is thereiore omitted. 

We proposed to insert by way of schedule to the Bill forms of contract and release 
instead of leaving them to be settled by the Executive Government, as is provided by 
section 5 of the Bill; but not having had suSieietit lirnc and information to frame them, ^ 
we have allowed the provisions of the Bill in tliis respect to stand unaltered for the present. 

In presenting this preliminary report, we beg to reserve to ourselves the liberty of 
further cousideriiig, altering, and amending the Bill us now amended and placed before the 
Council. 

We reoommi'iid that the amended Bill and Act IF of 1870 be published in the Calcutta 
gazette in double columns, to show the changes proposed in the law.

THE IMPROVEMENT OP STEAMER COMMUNICATION BETWEEN 

GOALUNDO AND ASSAM. 


No. 3085, dated Calcutta, the 1st October Isri.

The means of eommunjeatioii Avith Assam arc still so wretchedly imliflerent, and pro- 
mise to become worse, that 1 have for some time past been coiisidoriu^ how they can f)e 
improved, and now have the honor to rocinest you will lay before His Honor llic Lieu- 
tenant-Governor the accompanying note detail inp: my proposals. 

2. Although working such steamer services as I propose shows a handsome return on 
the outlay, — if 1 may do so, I w'ould urge that if the services as a w'holc arc worked so as 
to be self-supporting, that is to say, after covering working expenses, there is sulfieient to 
set a])aTt 10 per cent, on the outlay for depreciation and insurance, and 5 ])ei* cent, for 
interest on capital,— the Goveniracnt might, I submit, be satisfied with this, and let any 
surplus be absorbed in establishing more frequent services. 

3. Although the gteater regularity and despatch of the proposed service would create 
all the trafEc I estimate upon receiving, and I have no doukt the financial results I have 
shown would he realized, yet if they were not, I would heg to submit ihen^ are few places 
in India where the Government would be warranted in sinking such an amount of capital 
as that proposed to improve communication, to say nothing of the numerous advantages 
to the State of having such a mears of transport always at its command on this side of 
India. 

4. I would beg to point out that one of the main objects of the proposed service is to 
give greater fsicilitics for the emigration of coolies, and iu a more humane and less costly 
manner than at present. 
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5. As to the means by which such a service may be established, this Railway ('ompany 
collide 1 think, organize and work it to the best advantage to all concerned ; and although 
it has not at present special powers to run vessels on the Brahmapootra, with the approval 
of Government they might be obtained. But this need not, I submit, prevent the service 
being established if it is thought desirable. Tor the Government might, if disposed, with every 
advantage construct the steamers in the Government Dockyard and charter them to the 
Railway ('ompany; and my Board would, 1 should think, assent to their being worked as part 
of this Company's system, and with all the advantages of our own flotilla, in return for the 
increased traffic they would develop with Assam. 

0. In conclusion, I would solicit that if His Honor is di.sposed to entertain this pro- 
posal, that authority be given for me to place myself in comiiuinicution with the marine 
authorities with a view to their preparing the necessary drafts and estimates of such a vessel 
as we may think best suited for working such a service, in anticipation of His Honor 
ultimately according sanction for the construction of such a vessel as may be proposed as a 
trial steamer. 

7. 1 should state the vessels prf»posccl are such as wc think should also he used for 

running between ('hittagong, Burrisaul ami Goalundo, between which places there would he 
amj»lc traffic for a hi-wcckly service ; and 1 think I may say until sucli a service is also estab- 
lished, the districts mentioned will u<»t get the benefit they are entitled to from the exten- 
sion of the railway to Goalundo, neither will the railway creates the traffic with them that it 
would benefit all to create. 

Note on the. exist ing means of comma uication with Assam, and the m^ans by Ufhich it is 

proposes to irnprore it. 

The vessels by which the pui)lic have had to rely on communication with Assam during 
so much of the present year as has gone liave been advertised to leave C’aleutta and Kooshtca,

2. Showing as far as it is pos.sible to get information of the vessels^ movements that 
only two ve.ssels left cither place at due lime, that the minimum detention was 1 day, the 
maximum 15 days, and the average 5 days ; also that whilst on several occasions 2 vessels have 
left wdthin 4 days of each other, there were on occasions intervals of no less than 3J weeks 
without any communication. 

3. Although these facts may give some idea of the irregularity of the present com- 
munication, they very inadccjuately represent the inconvenience iftid event serious conse- 
qucnce.s often brought to our knowledge by the present want of communication ; and in the 
hope that tlic Goveninient will consider that such a state of things should no longer be 
allowed to exist, I beg to submit the following as the remedy. 

4. ^Vhat I ym^sniru . all will concur iti thinking, is wanted is a regular service leaving 
QoalunHo and Dcbrooglmr, and w hich I would propose should, in the first iustanco, be weekly 
(I have no doubt results would very soon show it would pay to run bi-w’eekly av any rate 
between Goalundo and Oowhatly.)

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5. I attach a memorandum showin^^the manner in which such a service could, I think, 
best be worked, and detailing the special arrangement proposed for carrying coolie emigrants, 
together with an estimate of the probable results of working, and from which it will be seen 
the necessary number of vessels could be constructed in the Government Dockyard, 
together with all other appliances for a total of Rs. 2,97,000, and that the estimated return 
would be upwards of 15 per cent, after petting aside 15 per cent, for insurance, depreciation, 
and interest on capita), thus giving a better return than .the Eastern Bengal Railway 
Company’s steamers, which have averaged 10 per cent, after setting apa^^t 10 per cent, for 
depreciation and insurance. 

6. The total outlay required only amounts to Rs. 550 per mile for the complete com- 
munication provided, or less ilian one one-hundredth part the estimated cost of the proposed 
State Railways. 

7. I may state I have for years endeavoured to come to an arrangement with the. 
existing Steamer Companies to form a regular service U\ work in conjunction with the railway. 
But these corn|)aiiies care naught for the public, and only look for immediate again ; besides 
their plant is ill suited to work with regularity or dcspateli, and a recent and special 
reference to them ])roves they prefer the present state of thiiiirs. 

•8. I might, 1 think, urire other numerous and weighty reasons wlsy the (Tovernnient 
should, with tiic least possible delay, take the necessary steps to insure such a service being 
established, and amongst others I may point out that with such a service, coolie emigration 
could be carried on in as satisfactory a manner as it is now' objeetionahle. 

9. The following iigures show'ing the manner in which the w'eight of goods carried 
from Dacca and Naraingiinge has increased since the regular service of the Eastern Bengal 
Railway was established to those places, show what regular communication will do in 
developing .tralTie, and I believe from the danger to country boats in navigating the 
Brahmapootra still more satisfactory results would be shown by a regular service on that 
Wver : —

1 AM directed to acknowledge the receipt of your office letter No. D15(iR, dated 31st 
January 1S73, asking lor the opinion of the Lieutcnant-(n)Vcrnor on he subject of improved 
communication with Assam. 

2. In reply, I am to submit that the Lieutenant-Governor is most strongly of opinion 
that improved steam communication between Goalmuio and Assam is a crying necessity, 
and that it would be well worth the while of Govcrnnu rit to eoutribute, in order to establish 
a regular eommunieatioii for its oHieers and every ImkIv else, ’rhere is no prospect of any 
decent land eominuiiieatioti on this route for many years to come, and the present private 
communication is wnucdinl. The steamers carrying goods and coolies are most irregular. 
The time of starting and ihe time of arriving are rarely in any degree to bo depended on. 
There has been much mortality among coolies conveyed by tlicic steamers. Public officers 
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arc much inconvenienced, as they never know when they can start or when they arc likely 
to reach their deslinatious.

On the same principle that the Goventnicut subsidizes so highly lines of ocean 
stciuncrs, the Lii utcnant-Ciovornor thinks we nu}„dit very well oficr a good subsidy to any 
company tliat would establish a regular weekly line of eommuuicatiou with Assam.

I AM directed to forward cony of corrcspotulencfe which has passed regarding the im- 
provement of steamer eonimunicatiou between Goaluiulo and Assam. Tlie existing steam 
service on the Berhainpootcr is extremely luipnnctnal ; searcely a month passes without 
complaints of the incouvenicnee thereby occasioned to passengers and to the traflii?. Mr. 
1 Vesta gc^s list of dates of departure of the Assam steamers during the past eight months 
of 1872 sufficiently show's how irregular the service has liithorto been. 

As matters stand, the Eastern Bengal Railway lias no jiower to uudertake steamer com- 
munication on the Berhaurpootcr. The Govcrniuciit <io(?s not consider it desirable to estab- 
lisli a river packet service of its ow’ii ; bat it is ready to eou>iilcr any reasonable proposal to 
subsidize for a period of five years any steam -[lackct coiii])any w hich will undertake a regular 
steamer service on the Berliainjiootcr. 

The plan under wbi(!li it was at oiu; tinu? proposc'd the Fasteru Ikingul Railway should 

subsidiz ? steam-r (rouiniu.’»icatif)n on tlic Ijerhampooter, was 
on the basis of the l^ailway Oorupany’s controlling the ser- 
viee and guarant(!cing onc-lialf of any sum by which the half- 
yearly earnings might laii siiort o; tlu* (;ost* of tlie service 
for that term. The LienLcnant-tjovernor considers that it w'ill 
be more eonvcniciit for the (joverument subsidy to take the 
ibrm of a payment for mileage or for each trip run, just as is tlu* case with the subsidies to 
ocean steamers. The <rompany which received a subsidy would be bouufl to certain penalties 
if time was not kept ; iiiicl tlic Goveriimtmt Avould reserve to itsidj t lie ])ow'(jr of directing the 
])laees at which the company’s vessels must call, in addition to the ordinary calling stations 
appointed by the company. 

I am now to ask that you wdl^aseertain from the several Calcutta River Steamer Com- 
jianies on what terms they would be prepared to undertake a weekly or fortnightly service on 
the Berhampooter, and in what way they would elect to take the subsidy if it could be 
given.

The letters marginally noted from the Com- 
missioner of th(5 Ducea Division, forwarding— 

(1) the hulf-yearly returns of laborers employed on tea gardens in Cacbu for the 
first, half of 1872; 

(2) the half') earlv returns of laburers employed on tea gardens in Cacbar for tbd 
second liail’of 1S72; 

(3) the Deputy Cumtnissiouer’s annual report with the Commissioner's resolntion 
thereon ; 

(4) the iiispcetion report'^ of gardens, together with special reports on the Pallabiind 
and \iaj.igram oardenn. 

The returns for the second half-year of 1872 give the names of 123 

gardens, but against eight* of these names, no 
figures are entered. In the returns for the first 
half of 1 872, 42 laborers in Burkholla are showa 
as having completed their contract, while no 
figures are shown against gardens Nos. 38-110. 
Buderpore appears to be a new garden, as it 
was not open during the first half-year. Besides 
Buderpore, at whicli there were no laborers, 
three new gardens, viz., Khaspore, Rooknee, and lJuirracherra appear this year 
for the first time in the returns. It thus appears then that in Cachar — 

114 tea gardens were at work on the 1st January 1872 ; 

1 tea garden closed work during the rear ; 

8 new gardens were opened and worked during the year ; 
ll? tea gardens were at work on the .Hist December 1872.

It is highly satisfactory to find tliat so large a proportion, nt^arly three-quarters 
of the laborers engaged durtug the year, were coolies wdio had become acclima- 
tised to Cachar, and who made their own terms on tlie spot with their 
enjployers. The inspection leports and the special reports of the medical 
officer repeat, what has ■.fton been said before, namely, that the greatest 
mortality alw'ays takes place among newly-arrived coolies.

The first three arc small, jungly gardens, with but a very few laborers. 
On the Monicrkhal garden there were only forty-four in all. On five 
gardens there were eighty-six cases of cholera, which are included in the 
mortality-rate. B><-garding the Pallarbund and Majagram gardens special 
reports were called fur in the review of the labor statistics for 1871. The 
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deaths on Pallarbund in 1871 were one-half of them due to cholera, and occurred 
mainly among newly-imported North-Western ProTinces’ coolies, ^e water and 
the cooh'es' houses are reported to be good. A native doctor is kept on the 
garden, and arrangements are now being made for transferring all the newly 
imported hands to other gardens, and employing on Pallarbund only re-engaged 
acclimatized laborers. The special report on Majagram was> in most respects 
good. The coolies were said to be healthy and contented, though ten per cent, of 
them were in ho8])ital at the time of the Inspector’s visit. 

4. If the present state of Monierkhal is not very much better, tbeT 
Commissioner will be good enough to lose no time in having a committee 
convened, under section 112 of the Act, to consider whether the garden is 
not unfit for the residence of laborers. Mr. Abercrombie, it is observed, says 
that this garden has become a charnel-house for coolies. The figures for the 
two half-years of 1872 were —

However the figures are taken, the mortality was very' bad, and it seems 
very sad that twenty-nine newly-arrived coolies, ignorant of the country to 
which they were going, should be forced by highly penal Jaws to remain in 
such a place. There should be no delay in making the necessary inquiries. 

5. The mortality among infants is still high, though it is 2^ per cent, less 
than it was in the year 1871. The percentage of infant mortality on the 
different gardens cannot be usefully compared. On one garden it is shown as 
300 per cent., because three little babes, who were born there during the year, 
died shortly after their birth. The Lieutenant-Governor hopes that, as the 
Commissioner and Deputy Commissioner believe, th('re arc many more infants 
in the tea gardens than the returns show ; and he trusts that Messrs. McWilliam 
and Abercrombie are right in saying that tea coolies generally have large 
families of fat, happy-looking children. Certainly children are riches to a 
tea cooly since their labor is so valuable. 

6. On the whole, the inspection reports and the present returns bear out 
the view which the Lieutenant-Governor expressed in the resolution on the 
returns for 1871, that the coolies on Cachar tea gardens are, in the main, 
contented, healthy, and well cared for. The growing tendency, remarked upon 
by Mr. McWilliam, of re-engaged coolies to transfer their services to other 
gardens, docs not greatly affect this view. 

7. There is some doubt thrown on all the percentages by the fact that some 
gardens do not make returns for time-expired and local coolies. The census 
of January 1872 showed that 40,000 people were resident on the Cachar tea 
gardens, though the labour returns for the same month showed only 20,622 
laborers and infants. The returns of laborers imported during the year may, 
however, be taken as nearly correct, but tbo Lieutenant-Governor would wish 
that in future returns the number of newly-imported coolies, who are brough 
by garden sirdars, may be separately shown from the ordinary contractors’ 
coolies. The coolies remaining at Cachar at the end of the year 1872, as stated 
to have belonged to the several emigrant tracts, arc the following numbers : —

Probably, however, most of the people classed as Bengalis are not real 
Bengalis, as the term is used generically iu the tea districts, and most of these 
people are, it is believed, of aboriginal tribes — Dhangurs, &c., recruited on the 
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western borders of Bengal. In the review of the returns for 1871 it was 
noticed that the mortality was lowest among North'West Provinces* coolies. 
The returns for the year 1872 show a different result. If the deaths among 
adults only ho taken, the figures for the two years compare thus—

Prom these figures it would seem that the North-Western Provinces’ laborers 
were least healthy during the year 1872. 'Ihe Medical Officer, Dr. Nelson, in 
more than one of his special reports refers to the North-Western Provinces* 
coolies as least able to resist the climate of jungly gardens. 

8. The Lieutenant-Governor hopes that the Commissioner’s injunctions 
to stop the spread of drunkenness, which is said by the Inspectors to be 
growing common on some gardens, will be borne in mind by the district 
officer. It is in the discretion of Deputy Commissioners to refuse licenses for 
new shops, and to close old ones in the neighbourhood of cooly lines. We can 
hardly expect that tea coolies, who often have plenty of money in their 
pockets, will never get drunk on a holiday or market-day ; but at any rate 
we can prevent the multiplication of liquor shops close to cooly lines ; and 
the Lieutenant-Governor believes that tea planters will readily co-operate in 
this matter by bringing to the notice of the Deputy Commissioner any liquor 
shops where ^eir coolies habitually get drunk. 

9. The inspections by the Deputy Commissioner and his two assistants 
have been frequent and punctual. Only four gardens, one of them, however, being 
the garden of Monicrkhal, above mentioned, remained uninspected at the close 
of the year. The returns have been furnished more punctually and completely 
t han was ever the case before. These results are satisfactory. Mr. Clementson 
especially has performed a large amount of inspection work. He visited eighty- 
six gardens, and his inspection reports are complete.

The above being nil comparable, afford the data for constructing a meteorological chart for the 
month, which shall show the isobaric and isothermal lines and tlje resultant wind directions, which 
last may be represented by arrows of varying length, proportioned to the prevalence of the wind. 
To these may be added the rainfall from the previous tables.

NOTIFICATION. 

The ^th June 1873. — The following rules, in supersession of those now in force for the 
Calcutta Canals and Tolly^s Nullah, having been published, as required by law, for a period 
of six weeks in the Calcutta QateUe^ are now passed by the Licuteuant-Oovernor and 
published for general information, in accordance with the provisions of Section 12, Act Y 
(B.C.) of 1864. 

I. — Every vessel, on entering the Calcutta Canals or Tolly^s Nullah, shall be liable to 
measurement for the purpose of ascertaining the toll payable ; and in case of any reasonable 
doubt arising, the canal officers at any toll station shall Iiave authority to remeasure a 
vessel, notwithstanding that it was measured on entering the canal. 

II. — The tonnage of every vessel, whether laden or empty, shall, for the purposes of Act V 
of 1864 (B. L. C.) and of these rules, be dotcriuincd by the following measurements: — 

A. — The product of half the length of the vessel from stem to stern, measured along the 
water line, multiplied by the interior greatest breadth of tlic vessel, multiplied by the depth 
from the water line to the bottom of the vessel, is to be taken as the number of maunds upon 
which toll shall be levied. 

B. — The measurement of the length is to be made in feet, rejecting inches ; the measure- 
ment of the breadth and depth is to be made in feet and quarters of feet, rejecting porrions 
of less than a quarter of a foot, 

C. — In calculating the amount of toll to be levied, any fraction of 100 maunds less 
than 25 maunds is to be omitted ; exceeding 25 and not exceeding 50 maunds, is to be 
charged as 25 maunds only ; exceeding 50 and not exceeding 75 maunds, to be charged as 50 
maunds only; and exceeding 75 maunds, as 75 maunds only; alnn’c 1,000 maunds, all 
fractions of 100 maunds are to be omitted. 

D. — Provided that in the case of vessels which entered the canals empty for the jnirpose 
of loading therein, the depth shall he measured from the line oi‘ usual immersiou as visible 
on the outside of the vessel to the bottom of the vessel, and not from the line of actual 
immersion at tlie time of measurement. 

Ill- — Every vessel entering the canals shall be furnished with a ticket on ]>ayment of 
the prescribed toll. The manjcc's name, the date and hour of entry, the maundage of the 
vessel, the cargo it contains, and amount of toll charged, shall be entered iu this ticket ti^ 
identify the vessel on which toll has lieen paid. 

IV. — Every person in charge of a boat, raft, or float, who shall pass in the canal without 
tendering the toll due, or who shall pass out of the canal without delivering to the toll-keeper 
the ticket of entrance and paying the rent that be due, shall be liable to I)e detained and 
punished according to Section 10 of Act V of 18G4. 

V. — This ticket may be demanded and inspected by any canal officer, and must be kept 
on board and at hand fur that purpose. 

VI. — Every person in charge of boats entering the Calcutta canals from the eastward 
must tender his toll ticket to the officer at Dhappa and Panspotta pass stations to have it 
examined, stamped, and signed ; and for those entering from the westward, must deliver up 
the toll tickets at tlic above pass stations and receive iu lieu a pass, which pass must be 
delivered to the toll-keeper at cntraucc of canals. Every such pers«)n must also pay all dues, 
or be liable to be detained and dealt with according to Section lO of Act V of 1804. 

VJI. — Every person in charge of a boat found in the canals (westward of the jiass 
station) with toll tickets unstamped or unsigned by the pass station keeper, will lie detained 
and treated as having no toll ticket under Section 10 of Act V of 18G4. 

VIII. — The manjee or owner of every vessel not having a ticket on board and jirodueibie 
on demand, shall be liable to the provision of Section 10 of the Canals^ Act, 

IX. — Duplicates of lost tickets, of which the minibers and date of entry can be satisfac- 
torily established, will be granted by the Collector on a further pay meut of a sum equal to the 
original amount of toll. 

X. — During the detention of any vessel under Section 9 of those rules, eu* under any 
other provision of the Act, the duty of canal officers will be to see that the vessel or its 
cargo are not clandestinely removed ; but they are iu no way rc8j)onsible for its saiety, for 
which the manjee, owner, or agent, must make their own arrangements. 

XI. — The purchaser of a vessel sold under these rules, and under the Act, will have the 
option of taking it out of the canal on the day of purchase, or of taking out a fresh toll ticket 
at the rate fixed by the schedule of tolls in force for the time being. 

XII. — No boat engaged by any officer of Government, whether civil or military, shall 
be exempt from toll on the ground that the officser is travelling on public duty. The only 
exception to this rule shall be in tlie ease of vessels s|>eeially engaged iu the conveyance of 
troops on military duty. 

XIII. — All v(»spels the bona fide projicrty of Government, or employed on works con- 
nected with the maintenance or improvement of the canals, and duly certified as such, shall 
be exempted from these tolls and charges. No other vessels whatever shall be. exempted. 

XI\. — Every vessel, raft, or float, which has paid toll, shall be allowed three days for 
passing through either cbanuel, the days of eutcriiig and of leaving being lioth included, lu 
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further payment, remain in the canals for 
the further under-mentioned periods ; that is to say —

demurrage equal to the full rate of toll, provided that in no case the demureage charged 
shall exceed Its.

XVI. --Any vessel remaining in the canal more than two months without authority from' 

the Supervisor shall be summarily removed. ^ 

XVI I. - Boats requiring repairs shall be allowed to enter Dhappa docks and remain 

there for a maximum period of 'thirty days, during which they will be charged at the rate of 
one-sixth part of the demurrage chargeable under llule XII, Any boat remaining in the 
docks longer than thirty days without the special iicrmissiou of the Supervisor shall nav 
demurrage at the full rate for such excess period. * ^

XIX. — Wherever mooring posts may have been put up by the Supervisor, vessels shall 
be made fast by the head and stern along the banks to such posts, and shall not be moored in 
any other manner. 

XX. — The Supervisor may by notification proliibit the dropping of anchors or the putting 
up of bamboos or luggees in any jiart of the canals or on the banks ; and in such parts no 
anchors shall be dropped, or luggees put up. under a penally of fifty rupees, and of a fine not 
exceeding four rupees a day for continued disobedience of an order for removal issued bv the 
Supervisor. 

XXL— Boats whilst loading or unloading in the canals will be allowed to use ladders • 
but the ladders must be gradually taken in as the water rises. ‘ 

XXII.— As the water falls, the head and stern ropes must be loosened, and boats 
gradually pushed towards the centre of the canal ; when the flood comes in, these two ropes 
must be gradually pulled in, and the boat kept as close to the bank as possible. 

XXIII. — Only one boat shall be allowed to make fast along and in line with the canal 
banks, and no boat shall be made fast or be placed outside of boats so secured. No boat or 
raft shall be placed in such a position as to endanger the safety of other boats or obstruct 
the passage of other boats. 

XXIV. — Boats i»assiug through tlie canals shall keep in separate lines, emptv boats 
keeping close to the bank and those tliat are laden in the centre. 

XXV. — Hackeries, carts, bullocks, fte., using the canal roads, shall, when stationarv, 

be ranged on the side of the road farthest from the canal banks. * ’ 

XXVI. — In ])ortioua of the canals where only one towing path exists, vessels shall 
moor oti the ofl' side, and the towing jiath side shall always be kept clear. 

XXVll. — No jicnson shall place obstructions on the canal banks, roads, drains, or 
bridges (when such are on canal laud) so as to impede a free passage along them or cause 
injury to them, or shuli commit a nuisance, or deposit filth of any sort on the banks or in 
the canals. 


XXVIII.— Any vessel, vehicle, or any other tiling that may cause an obstruction to 
navigation or to the banks, roads, liraius, aiitl bridges, or iujiuy to the same, will be liable 
to be immediately removed and detaiued till all expenses incurred on account of removal, 
demands, and fines, im; paid. If all charges be not paid within ten days from date of 
detention, the said vessel, vehicle, or other thing, will be sold to dclray expenses. 

XXIX. — Every person, cither personally or by bis servant, infringing any of the above 
rules (XVIIl, XXVllI) numbered from (XV) to (XXIV) shall he liable, under Section 11 
of the Canals’ Act, to a fine not exceeding Ks. &() for any one infringement, or to a fine 
not exceeding Us. 6 a day for any eontiuned infringement. 

XXX. — At the instance of the Collector of Tolls, any Magistrate who imposes a fine 
under Section 11 or ll! of the Act may award any portion of such fine to the iuformer. 

XXXI. — Any person who wilfully or negligently allows a vessel to sink in the 
shall be liable to a fine not exceeding Its. 5U. 

XXXII. — ^In every case of wreck, caused by negligence or otherwise, the Supervisor 
and his subordinates will give every assistance in removing the same. 

XXXllI. — A notice shall be affixed on such wreck when recovered, calling on tliose 
ronccrued to pay to the Collector ail toll which may he due, or fine which may have been 
adjudged, as well as the expenses incurred in the recovery or removal of the wreck, and 
mtimatiug that ii‘ the sum be not paid within fifteen days of the date of notice, the boat 
and its furniture, or so much of it as may be necessary for the recovery of the dues, will be 
sold, the proceeds of the sale being dealt with as directed in Section 9 of the Act. 
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XXXIV. Every canal officer is authorized to remove any vessel, anchor, pole, or other 

thing which he may find in a position which is in contravention of these rules, and to deal 
with it in such a manner as may be necessary to give effect to the rules. 

XXXV,— Whenever any laden vessel is seized by a canal officer, it shall be the duly of 
tlie Supervisor to give immediate notice of the same to the owner or his agent, requiring the 
removal of the cargo without delay, and informing him that he will be required to pay all 
expenses necessary for the proper custody and storage of the same. 

XXXVI.— If the Supervisor be unable to ascertain the name and place of business or 
of abode of the owner of the cargo of any vessel or boat seized under the Canals* Act, he 
shall notify the seizure by advertisement in his office, and in one or more of the Calcutta 
newspapers or advertisement papers. Such notice shall call upon the owner to cause the 
immediate removal of the cargo, and to pay any necessary expenses incurred in providing for 
its proper custody and storage. 

XXXVII. — The Supervisor may incur whatever expense he m.iy think necessary for the 
proper custody and storage of the cargo of any vessel seized under the CnnaLs’ Act ; and if tlie 
cargo he not removed within ten days from the date of seizure, he may sell the same at 
public auction to the highest bidder, after giving ten days’ notice of the same by advertise- 
ment in one or more Calcutta newspapers or advertisement paper.s and aflixed in his office. 

XXXVIII. — The money realized at such a sale shall be applied first to defray any 
expenditure that may have been incurred by the Supervisor on account of the cargo sold, and 
the balance, if any, shall be held in deposit to be paid to the owner of the said cargo on his 
appiving for the same.

Read again the following correspondence relative to the suppenBion from office of Baboo 
Umbica Churn Mitter, Moonsiff of Doobrajporc in Zillah Beerbhoom 

From Judge of Beerbhoom, No. 38, dated Slst January 1873. 

To Judge of Beerbhoom, No. B, dated 11th February 1873. 

Read a further letter from the District Judge, No. 130, dated the 18th March last, 
reporting that according to instructions from the Court he proceeded to Doohrajpore 
on the 3rd idem and made a personal inquiry into the particulars of certain pending 
cases, the state of the Moonsi(l'’8 office, and the Moonsiff's habits of business and 
general efficiency. 

Read also the explanation offered by the Moonsiff in connection with the pending cases 
animadverted upon by the District Judge. 

Resolved that the several cases referred to show habitual dilatoriness, and in several 
instances inexcusable delay. There is further reason to fear that in some cases failure of 
justice has resulted from suits being taken up after repeated postponements without adequate 
notice to parties. Great slovenliness and irregularity of the minor sort also appear, notwith- 
standing that the work is easily within the capacity of a Moonsiff of ordinary ability and 
business habits. 

2. Notwithstanding these circumstances, the Court would have hesitated before passing 
an extreme order in the case if the Moonsiff had been honest and straightforward, and had 
worked his best to keep his files down. But this he manifestly did not do. For the Judge 
found that he seldom went into Court before 3 p.m., and though he would sit in office till 7, and 
sometimes till ^ p.m., this could neither recover the time which had been lost nor prevent 
injustice to parties and witnesses. It is also clear that the Moonsiff intended to deceive his 
superior by causing his hour of attendance to be habitually entered as 12, 11, or 10-80 ; the 
hour of 12 being entered on the very day on which the Judge more than an hour later found 
the cuteberry closed. 

3. In considerat ion of his previous good conduct the Court would not have objected to 
the Moonsiff^s being allowed to retire on such pension as be might be entitled to ; but it has 
been ascertained that the Moonsiff is not entitled to pension. The Court therefore, in the 
exercise of the power vested in it by Section 33 of the Bengal Civil Courts^ Act (VI of 1871), 
orders the removal of Baboo Umbica Churn Mitter from the office of Moonsiff. 

Ordered further that one copy of the foregoing Resolution be forwarded to the Judge of 
Beerbhoom for his information, and another to the late Moonsiff, Baboo Umbica Churn 
Mitter. 

Ordered further that a copy of the foregoiug Resolution, and of the last letter (No. 130) 
from the District Judge (including the Moonsifl'’B explanation), be forwarded to the Secretary 
to the Government of Bengal in the Judicial Department to be laid before the Lieutenant- 
Governor for His Honor's information, with reference to Government letter No. 213J, dated 
loth February last.

Code (Act X of 1872), the Lieutenant-Governor of Bengal has, with the sanction of His 
Ex^IIency the Governor-General of India in Council, been pleased to pass the following 
revised rules for regulating the payment on the part of Government of the expenses of 
complainants and witnesses in cases coming before the criminal courts. 

2. The criminal courts arc authorized to pay, at the rates specified below, the expenses 
of complainants or witnesses (1) in cases in which the prosecution is instituted or carried 
on by or under the orders or with the sanction of the Covernincnt, or any Judge, Magis- 
trate, or other public officer, or in which it shall appear to the presiding officer to be 
directly in furtherance of the interests of the public service ; (2) in all cases entered in 
column 5 of the schedule appended to the Criminal Procedure Code as not bailable ; and 
(3) of witnesses in all cases in whicli they arc compelled by the Magistrate of his own 
motion to attend under the provisions of Section 351 of the Code. 

3. No payment shall be made by Government to witnesses summoned, at the instance 
of the complainant, under Section 361, unless the prosecution appear to the Court or 
Magistrate to be in furtherance of the interests of public justice, but under this section 
tho Magistrate may require the complainants to pay their expenses. 

4. Rates of payment- 

fa.) For the ordinary laboring class of Natives — 2 annas per diem, together with 
actual railway fare by the lowest class ; 

(A.) For Natives of higher rank in life — third class railway fare, and 4 annas per 
diem for subsistence ; 

(c.) For Europeans and Natives of superior rank — second class railway fare, and a 
sum not exceeding 1 rupee per diem for subsistence ; 

(rf.) For witnesses following any profession, such as medicine or law — a special 
allowance according to circumstances ; 

(e.) For Government servants — actual travelling expenses only; 

(/.) In districts where no railway exists, and in parts of Eastern Bengal where the 
only mode of travelling is by water, and in cases where persons travel by 
rapid dak by road, the nctnal expenses up to a maximum limit of Rs. 2 foV 
boats per diem, and 4 annas a mile for travelling by road, may be paid, sub- 
ject to the proviso that the travelling allowance is only to be given when the 
journey could not have been performed on foot, or in ease of persons whose 
age, position, and habits of lit'c, render it impossible for them to walk. 

Officers will be held responsible that parties of witnesses are brought to court 
together, as far as possible, so as to save expense. Each person should not 
be allowed to charge for his own boat ; and if a passage is offered him with 
others, ho will have no claim lor travelling allowance. 

5. The number of days which should be allowed for the passage to and fro will be 
determined by the officer ordering the payment in cacli case. For this purpose a table 
should be jircparcd and kept in each court showing the distancii of each thannah from the 
Budder station and subordinate stations, and the number of intermediate ferries to be 
crossed ; the existence or absence of roads or waterways being also noted in the table.

Governor of Bengal for the purpose of making 
Laws and Regulations, to which the Bill to provide 
lor the levy of a lighting-rate in Howrah was 
referred) have the honor to report that we have 
considered the Bill. 

We have reconstructed the 2nd, 3rd, and 4th 
seotions of the Bill, and we have made some 
verbal alterations in other scctious. 

We have made the imposition of a lighting- rate 
dependent on the previous notification by the 
LieutenanUGovernor, that proper provision has 
been made for sufficient lighting with gas the 
portion of the town on which the rate is to be 
assessed. 

We have made it the duty of the Municipal 
Commissioners previously to define at a meeting 
the portion of the town to be lighted. We have 
made it incumbent on the Municipal Commis- 
sioners to light Uie lamps immediately upon the 
imposition of a rate and ; while empowering them 
to levy the rate by quarterly instalmeiiis in 
advance, we have provided that no rate shall be 
levied for any period prior to the first lighting of 
the lamps. 


W^e have rendered the owner, in cases where the 
rate may be recovered from him, liable for the 
whole quarter, although his house, &c., may have 
been unoccupied during a portion of it, if he has 
failed to give notice that his bouse, &c., has ceased 
to be occupied. 

We have not given jurisdiction to the Small 
Cause Court to determine questions of compensa- 
tion ; and we have not provided that the Act 
shall come into force on the 1st April 1873.

Under the present law a wholesale dealer in 
spirituous and fermented liquors and intoxi- 
cating drugs is not compelled to take out a license 
ill Calcutta. Such a license is required in the whole 
of the North-Western and Central Provinces, in 
the Punjab, in Oudh, and in all parts of the 
Lower Provinces except Calcutta. There appears 
to be no reason for this distinction, and the prin- 
ciple which underlies the requisition in one place is 
every where equally applicable. Section 6 of the 
Bill therefore proposes to prohibit the wholesale 
sale of such articles in Calcutta without a license.

Experience has shown that the imprisonment 
in tbe civil jail, of offenders against excise laws, is 
not sufliuiently deterrent. In Calcutta all such 
offenders are imprisoned in the criminal jail, but 
the law of the mofussil authorizes imprisonment 
in the civil jail only. It may be admitted that 
it would be unjust in some cases to confine the 
offender among criininal convicts, but in other 
cases his detention in idleness in the company of 
insolvent debtors would alone be ineffectual. Seo- 
tion 6 of tbe Bill proposes to give to the Magis- 
trate a discretion to confine tbe offender in the 
civil or criminal jail as the object of imprisonment 
in each case may seem to require.

Tub rules contained in Act XXI of 1856 are 
not sufficient to enable the Board of Revenue to 
restrict the cultivation of plant'^ producing intoxi- 
cating drugs, or to regulate the use of such drugs. 
Section 3S empowers the Hoard to place the 
cultivation, preparation, and store of such drugs 
under supervision, but it does not provide any 
penalty for the infraction of rules which the Board 
may make with that object. By section 50 the 
cultivators of plants producing gunjah or bhang 
are expressly permitted, without a license, to sell 
those drugs to a licensed vendor, and to hold any 
quantity of them. If the cultivator stores the 
plant, or prepares and stores the drug, with the 
full knowledge of the excise officers, there is no- 
thing in the law which prevents his disposal of it 
to other persons by gift or by ostensible gift ; and 
he cannot be called to account or punished, if he 
alleges the next day that the whole of the plant 
or drug has been destroyed by insects or has dis- 
appeared. The object of the first two sections of 
the Bill is to empower the Board to exercise a more 
efficient supervision in such matters, and to pro- 
vide a penalty for tbe surreptitious disposal of 
such drugs. 

Act XXI of 1856, as amended by Act XXIII 
of 1860, does not provide for the enforcement of 
fines and forfeitures otherwise than by imprison- 
ment. The object of section 8 of the Bill is to 
provide for the recovery of such penalties in 
the same manner in which similar penalties for 
other offences are levied by the Magistrate. 

It has been found that the manufacture of vari- 
ous kinds of fermented liquors, such as Sharbat 
Bahar,’^ which is made from molasses and spices, 
and a wine made from the fruit of the jfgian tree, 
is Increasing. Tbe Bill propusea to bring them 
under the same rules and restrictions as tari, 
puchwye, and other fermented liquors.

The following^ Report of the Select Committee on the Bill to amend the law relating to 
the emigration of laborers to the districts of Assam, Cuchur, and Sylhet, and to regulate 
contract labor and service, together with the amended Bill, and Act II of 1870 printed in 
douiJc columns, is by order of the President published for general information : — 

We, the Select Committee appointed to consider the Bill to amend the law relating 

to the emigration of laborers to the districts of 
Assam, Caehar, and Sylhet, and to regulate con- 
tract labor and service have the honor to make 
the tollowing preliminary lti?port. 

We have received the jKipers noted in the 
mari^in and eoiisiderid tiicMii in rofercncc to the 
main features of the Bill, which we have 
amended aeeonlingly. Dut we have not Lad 
siiilieient time to discuss the wording of each 
clause in detail. 

AVe liave made certain verbal and formal 
alterations in tlie Bill, and rcsioreJ the wording 
of some of the ])rovisioiis eunlaiued in Act II 
of 1870 ; for iiistiuiec, we liav(i struck out section 
1) and substituted tlie pnivisioiis containc'd iu 
section 11 1* of Act II of 1>70. 

Emigration . — In place of sections 10 and 11, wc have retained section 01* of Act II of 
1870, only adding tht?rcto a [irovisiuii that the Lieutenant- Goveruor may prohibit, emigration 
if he hiis reason to b< li<.‘V(.‘ that a political distiir1)ane(t is likely to occur in any labor district. 
Wc have roeonstructoil seetion 1**]. 

Gar(lrn:s}r.lars , — On this subject wc liave omitted from section 20 of tlie Bill the pro- 
vision requiring a garden-sirdar to be furnished with a powTr of attorney. Wc have 
modified the provisions of section 21* wliieh rccjiiirod coolies engaged by a garden-sirdar 
to be registered before the Alagisiralc of tlie district or sul)-division of the district, by allow- 
ing them to be registered bel’ore the Alagistrate of tln^ district or sid)-divi.sioii of the district, 
through Avhicli tiny shall first pass on the road to tlieir destination. 

Wo have given power to the employer, or hi.^ representative in Calcutta, to caned before 
the Superintendent of Ihuigniiion contracts made in the district l)y a garden-sirdar on pay- 
ment of the cooli(!S^ travelliiig expenses. 

W'e have struck out section otJ which enacts that a fine imposed on a garden-sirdar .shall 
!)e recoverable from the ciiij>loy(?r. 

Rt'cniliorit.—W o have altered section 10, which required the Magistrate to satisfy 
liimself by iii(|uiry that the p(!r.>oii to wlioni a recruiter's licensi; had been granted, \vas not 
unfitted by eharaetcr or otherwise to be a recruiter, before countersigning such licen.se ; and 
wc have made it obligatory on the Magistrate to countersign, unless it appears to him that 
such person is unfit to be ernpUiyed as a recruiter. 

Trans/jfirt. — A\"e have ann iided section 71 of the Bill by providing that the penalty 
prescribed by it for delay iu dfspatcliing a vessel shall not be incurred, if the delay is occa- 
sioned by any casualty of navigation. Section 79 reijuircd the master of any licensed vessel 
to report the arrival of his vessel to the Magistrate at every place at wdiieli a vessel is obliged 
to stop, and to await the answer of the Magistrate. Tliis provision being indefinite, wc have 
in place thereof substituted the following, namely that the master shall be hound to report 
to the Magistrate immediately on arrival, and to remain during not less than six 
hours of daylight. In lieu of the power of detention given to the Magi.strate by 
seetioTi 82, which is indefinite, wc have substituted a clear and distiuct power of deten- 
tion under certain eireurnstanccs, not exceeding five days ; and we have reconstructed this 
section. We have also altered section 83 to make it accord with the section preceding.

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Localities unfit for residence of laborers. — Bcin^ of opinion tlmt the percentage of 
mortality, upon wliich the Lieutonant-Governor is enabled to act and declare an estate unfit 
for the residence of laborers under the terras of section 121, is by itself no certain or safe 
indication of unfitness for residence, we have considerably modified the section. The power 
conferred by it is very summary, and wc have therefore limited its exercise to cases of 
unfitness arising from the neglect or default of owners or employers, wheiicvcr it may appear 
that the pcrccmtage of nnn’taliiy mentioned in .section lil is due to that l anse. The preced- 
ing section provides for two classes of cases in reference to estates — (1) unliealthiness and 
unfitness arising from condition, (2) unhcaltliiness and iinfiincss arising from situation. This 
section provide.s inaeiiinery for proper and searching inquiry. We have tluTcibre thought 
it right to limit the cxcreise of sununarv powers by the Li(ujtenaiit-(iovernor to the cases 
mentioned above. We have framed a seetif)u in lieu of section 121, basing the action of tlje 
Lieutenant-Governor upon the percentage of mortality meiilioncd in section 121, and we 
have provided therein for specrific ijiquiries to be made before the Lieuteiiaut-dovernor can 
'declare an estate unfit for residence. 

Conlracis by liue-ex/iired laborers. — Chapter 17. — We have omitted this cliaj)ter, ami we 
have not re-enaetcd section 117 of Act II of l!S70; being of opinion, upon the information 
aflurded ns, that it is not desirable to interfere with the free action cif laborers who have 
served out their time. As a result of this omission we have provided in section 10(5 that 
the inspectors are to make returns of all laborers eiiiph)yed on an estate, whether engaged 
under the Act or not. 

Neglect of work and arrears of wages. — Chajjter IS. — This chapter is entirely a new 
provision for the regulation of the relative duties of master and servant. Wc do not sec that 
such a provision of law is specially necessary in the labor districts. It forms a branch of 
g(!ueral law, and should not be dealt with in a law relating to a special subject. We liave 
consequently omitted this chapter. 

Chapter 10. — As chapters 17 and 18 have been struck out, this elia|»ter has no applica- 
tirm, and it is therefore omitted. 

W(‘ proposed to insert by way of schedule to the Bill forms of contract ami rfh'ase 
instead of leaving them to be set* led by the Kxecutivc Government, as is provi<led by 
sectlion 5 of the Bill; bnt not having bad suflKMenl lime and information to frame them, 
we have sillowed the prewisions of tin* Bill in tins respect Vo stand unaltered for ilic present. 

In presenting this preliminary rep.>rt, wc bc-g to reserve to oiirselv(!s the liberty of 
furtiuT considering, altering, and amending tin' Bill a.s now amended and place.il Indore the 
(htiiiicil. 

We reeomrai'iid that the amended Bill and Act II of 1S7() be published in the iala*.(ta 
Gazt'tle in double coliuuus, to show the changes proposed in the law.

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COTTON CULTIVATION. 


No. 1121>, dated Calcutta, the I4th May 1873.

In reply to your letter No. 731, dated 16th Aj)ril 1873, I have the 
honor to inform you I have had the enclosed memorandum on the culture 
of cotton drawn up by Mr. Parsons, the most experienced officer in this 
department, and trust it will meet with Ilis Honor’s approval. 

Tlie American cotton seed is daily expected to arrive. 


Memorandum on the Cultivation of Cotton. 

Select the best possible piece of land — if new and naturally drained, so 
much the better — ^that is, if means exist of thoroughly working it previous to 
sowing, otherwise land which has been under cultivation for two or three years 
will probably yield the best result with a little manure. 

Avoid extremes, such as heavy clays and sand or very low-lying Gelds, and 
also districts where the temperature falls helow 40 degrees. 

Prepare the land by ploughing or digging as deeply as possible (unless the 
subsoil is bad) a few months before the soAviug season. 

This will vary in different districts according to the climate and rainfall. 
It would be advisable to follow the custom of the natives ; but, as a general rule, 
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the seed should be sowh so that the plants do not begin flowering until nearly 
the close of the rains, otherwise they are very liable to attacks from the 
boll-woriQ. 

The seed should he sown in rows or lines. This is more expensive than 
sowing broadcast, but it is more than compensated for by the increased lhcili> 
ties for weeding, cultivating, and gathering the crop. 

The distance between the plants and rows can only be regulated by 
experience, such as the kind of cotton grown and the known productive quali- 
ties of the land. 

New Orleans and Sea Island cotton on very good land should be sown three 
feet apart between the linos, and two or even three feet distant in the row. 
Smaller and indigenous vjmeties should be treated according to their known 
habits. One-and-a-half to two-aud-a-half feet apart between the rows, and six 
inches to a foot, from plant to plant, have been found to answer very well with 
indigenous varieties in most parts of the country. 

The above refers to flat cultivation without irrigation, wiiich is the least 
expensive. 

The Egyptian system, as introduced by Mr. Login, consists in sowing 
the seed on rhlges three feet apart, eight inches high, and two feet from plant 
to plant, and irrigating between the rows ; it is also recommended to sow the 
seed about three weeks before the setting in of the monsoon. 

The real merit of the system consists in the superior cultivation which the 
land receives necessary to carry it out. 

Instead of the three or four inches of tillage which the land ordinarily 
receives, the plants have double that depth to grow in. 

It can only he carried out, however, effectually and economically in districts 
where there is an abundant and unfailing supply of water thoroughly under 
command, as well as on the very best of lands, eitlier naturally so, or which have 
been greatly improved by deep tillage and high manuring extending over 
several years. 

Whichever plan is adopted, the after-treatment is much the same. 

I'hree or four seeds sliould be sown together, and if they all germinate, the 
surplus plants should be pulled up when two or three inches high, leaving the 
most promising jdants single at the required distance from each other. 

Weeding should bn carefully attended to w'hat ever the state of the weather, 
the surface of the soil being kept constantly loosened and pulverized ; and if 
ridges are adopted, these must be kept constantly banked up, as they are always 
reduced by heavy rains. 

The plants, according to the variety, should bi; tapped, the smaller at three, 
and the larger kinds on reaching four to five feet in height, which will induce 
the production of lateral branches and more cotton. 

With regard to the selection of seed, choose in the first instance those 
plants which appear io b<; adopting themselves to their changed conditions (in 
tlie case of foreign varieties) and arc yielding fairly both in outturn and quality. 

Then from these plants select a few of the very best bolls, and keep the 
seed for future exptiriments. 

Selection should nut he carrwjd on promiscuously from all the plants, as it 
might be deshuble to proemre either an earlier or later variety, and consequently 
the plants which would effect this should be chosen as the seed-bearers. 

Again, some plants will be observe*! to produce much more abundantly 
than others ; these also should be selected, and the comparatively barren ones 
rejected. 

Should very dry weather set in when the rains cease, irrigation will be 
found beneficial, and will cause the plants to continue hearing some time longer 
than they otherwise would. 

The water should be given late in the evening or during the night, and 
not during bright sunshine. If ridges are adopted it will be the more necessary ; 
th^e need not be covered with water, as the upper part will become sufficiently 
moist by absorption. Should the land be very poor, apply about 50 tons of 
manure per acre.

marginally noted, and to request that 
you will send a copy to the Agricul- 
tural Department of the Government 
of India, and call the particular atten- 
tion of that Department to it, as 
showing a much more careful cultiva- 
tion of Colton in Orissa than is known 
elsewhere on this side of India. The 
cotton is grown, as in the more 
southern parts of India, at an almost 
rainless season of tlie year; but, 
contrary, the Lieutenant-Governor 
believes, to the practice in the South Maratha and Bcrar country, is irrigated 
in the light way described. So grown in the dry season, and with the 
aid of canal water; llis Honor thinks that we certainly ouglit to have better 
cotton than the ordinary inferior staple of the rainy season ; but the samples 
sent having been grown from the ordinary seed, and very badly prepared, 
proved to be very dirty and not superior to ordinary Bengal cotton. 

2. The Lieutenant-Governor desires that the Government of India 
sliould be asked to supply good varieties of seeds, and to sanction this 
Department making experiments on tlie canals botii in growing and 
cleaning cotton, as suggested by Mr. Toynbee.

No. I. packet contains 5 pala (the local weight by which cotton is 
sold in the mofussil) of dry-tveatber cotton of last year, and was grown near 
Kendupatna. 

No. II. packet contains 1 pah of cotton grown between Marsaghai 
and the sea in Ifilln Oocjung, the price here being higher than it is further 
westward. 

No. III. is Sumbulpore cotton, 6 pah, which is brought down by boat in 
the rains and retailed by local dealers. 

3. The cotton grown between Marsaghai and the hills finds its way, I 
believe, in considerable quantities both by land and sea to Calcutta.

Sample i\b. 1. — Not uicrchaniablc in the state it has been banded in 
for classification ; seems to liave been gathered in an unrifie state, fibre and 
seed being coherent. After cleaning from seed the cotton shows a quality 
w'hicli I should classify as nearly good Bengal, good staple for Bengal, silky, 
slightly stained in color, and lacking somewhat in strength ; to-day’s value, if 
perfectly free from seed and other impurities, about Rs. 17 per bazar maund. 

Sample "No. 2. — The same as above, more silky and stronger; value, about 
Rs. 17-4 per bazar maund, if quite free from seed and impurities. 

Sample No. 3. — The same as sample No. 1 ; good in color, almost fine 
Bengal ; value about Its. 17-8, if perfectly free from seed and other impurities.

In acknowledgment of your letter No. 676 I, of the 8th instant, I beg to 
inform you that cotton similar to t he sample sent by you was sold about the 
end of last month at a limit of per )b to a spinning establishment in 
Germany. 

The above price comprised first cost and freight only, and such cotton, if 
bought at the, valuation named, would sell in London at about b\d. per lb so 
as to cover all costs, without Ojtiy commission. I may add that such good 
Bengal cotton seldom roaches the London market, and the quotations for it 
there are generally to be considered as nominal.

In reply to your No. 674 I, dated 8th instant, I have the honor to report 
as follows 

\8t. — In tlui Cuttack district only two varieties of cotton are grown, viz., 
the haldiya and the achnd ; the former is, generally speaking, the cotton of the 
hills and rainy season ; the latter of the plains and dry season. It will be 
convenient to describe the mode of cultivating them separately. 

2nd . — ^Tho haldiya variety is sown in June and July and picked in 
October and November. Though generally grown in the Gurjats, where 
newly reclaimed jungle land is largely available and best suited to the crop, 
it is also occasionally met with in the delta of the Muguihundi, but in very 
small quantities, and grown either on land reclaimed from jungle or else within 
the precincts of the royts’ own homesteads. It is hut rarely grown on tho 
ordinary dofasli or biyali lands. But little care is given, I believe, to its culti- 
vation, the earth being turned over, as for rice, and bho plant left to itself 
with tlie exception of an occasional weeding. 

'Ard . — ^Tho achnd variety is sown in November, Bccomber, and January 
on the dofasli or hiyali lands, and is picked iu May, June, and July. The seed 
used is the seed of the haldiya variety, and the ordinary mode of cultivation 
is as follows : — ^The land is allowed to lie fallow for the whole of the rainy season, 
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the rotation of crops being as follows : — (1) hiyali, followed by fttri, linsi ed, 

or other similar crop ; (2) fallow ; (3) cotton. The land is ploughed at the end 
of November, in December, or at the beginning of J anuary, us may ha]>peii to 
suit the rainfall, the closing of the canals, or the ryots’ convenioucc, aud is 
brought into tlie ordinary condition of garden soil. Whatever manure the 
ryot has to spare (which is generally so little and of such a quality us to be of 
but little benefit) he puts down. Tlie soil is then worked up into ridges and tho 
seed dibbled in by hand, iivo or six seeds in each plu(te, at intervals along tlie 
ridges of about a foot. 'I'o prepare the soil w'ater is n'quired ; and, as a rule, 
cotton is not grown in any place wlu*re there is not a suj)ply of water of some 
kind. The soil is moist below where the seed is put down, though dry above. 
When the plants are about half a fool high and there has lufcn no rain, the lir.st 
watering is given, and this is continued at intervals of al)out fifteen days until 
the middle or end of May, when the crop is in full flower. The first and last 
waterings are the most important of all. I’he met hod of watering is peculiar. 
A small channel is made from the source of the w'ater-supply to the hiirhest 
point in the cotton field, from wdionce it can be distributed. The rough sketch 
given below w'ill serve to illustrate the in-ocess. 'Ihe red lines (a b to ef) 
within tho field —

arc small subsidiary channels connected with that leading to the field. When 
tVte water is first turned on, the mouths of tho sub-channels c d aud e ,/ are 
closed, and the whole supply is allowed to go into sub-channel o b. The ryot 
then takes his stand about Ten yards from the mouth, and bunds the channel at 
his feet. As the water comes down he throws it forward right aud left with a 
scoop (send) made of very light wood (of the 
8tm«/ or cotton tree) of this shape, the dotted 
line being a piece of string whicli he holds in 
the left hand Avhile he hedds the handle in his 
right. When all tho cotton within reaeli of his 
first position has been thus sprinkled with water, and the ground thoroughly 
saturated, the ryot optms the bund and lets down w'ater to tluj next reach of ten 
yards, and so on until the whole of the land covered by sub-channel a b has 
been watered, ■when he procretids to use c d, e J, in the same, manner until the 
whole field has ree«‘ived water. Cotton is never irrigJited in the ordinary 
manner by fiooding tin; roots, tho cultivators deelariug that water unless given 
from above kills the crop. I have invariably noticed that any crop which has 
by accident been flooded, even slightly, has sufl'ered considerably. If you 
call a ryot who is engaged in watering cotton in the ordinary method as above 
(ieserihed, he will invariably shut off the water at the source of supply before 
he comes to you. Any excess of water, such as percolation, entirely ruins the 
<*-rop. To the eye there is hut little perceptible difierence in an ordinary year 
between an irrigated crop of cotton and one which has had ncithing but rain 
water, hut the ryois say that tbert; is a great difierence in yield independently 
of the appearance of the plants. Two or three days after each watering, when 
tlie u}.»per crust of the soil has got caked and sour (if I may so describe its 
greenish appearance), the cultivator takes his kodal aud digs the whole field. 
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completely turning over the soil and eradicating all weeds. When the plants 
are about to come into flower they are thinned, not more than three or four 
being left in the same place. If they are unusually large and leafy, tlie tops 
are nipped off, or calves turn in to graze for a f(!W hours to prevent their going 
too much to wood and bearing consequently less flower. The plants vary in 
height from two to five fe(5t wlicn in full gronth. As the cotton becomes ready 
for picking, the u hole family turns out and collects the pods as occasion 
demands. The ]>icking begins in May and lasts until July ; the crop, however, 
requii'iis no w’^ator after the former month. 

4/A. — As no difference is made in the treatment of the two varieties of 
cotton after they have bo(m pickwl, one description of their subsequent treat- 
ment will do for both. The cotton is first dried in the sun ; when dry, the 
seed is remov<'d, and the cotton after being cleaned is worked into tliread by the 
women of the family and sold at the hdla or to it itinerant dealers. This 
description applies only to the lower classes and Mussulmans, who generally 
.only grow' jtist enough for home coiisutnplion. 'J’he Hrahmins and better class 
ot ryots grow eotton on advanocs luaOe by local nuthajiim, to Avhoin they deliver 
it, and who ;:gain iv'-seil it til the hdfs, or for <xport in the same form as the 
specimens forwarded with my letter No. Hit), datf'd Dst Marcli 3873. In this 
form and in that of tliread it is uIoho procurable in the markets, and not in large- 
quantities in cither. If, as is proiialde, the <‘,ulti\ation of tliis crop should he 
in future lariri ly <?xteiidcd by inetinsof irrigtilion, and the supply become greater 
than the local (K'lhaud, it may he Avorili wltihi to try an experimental cleaning- 
mill worki’d by w ater power, and let out by contract to :i large deaiar in cotton, 
who would send it, w hen cleaned, to Calcui la. At present anything of tlic sort 
would be certain failure, tliesupiily lieiug little (if any; in excess of the amount 
that can be worked up by the women of the poorer classes.

RKSoriJTiON.— On the 7th August J871 the Government of India issued a Kosolution 
upon the condition of the Mahomodau population of India as regards education, in which, 
after regretting that .‘io larpe and important a class .should stand aloof from eo-operation with 
our edu(.!ational Kjstem, His Excellency the Earl of Mayo in Countdl desired that more 
systematic cncouragoinent should he given to the classical and vernacular languages of the 
Mahoniodans in all schools and colleges. The Resolution was circulated to all local Governments 
and Administrations Ibr their opinion ns to what measures should he adopted towards promot* 
ing tliis object, by modifying the methods and means through which teaching should be 
given, BO as to make the higher branches of it more aoce.«siblo to Mahomedans without alter- 
ing the esscnticil principles of our public instruction. Whether tlie creation of a vernacular 
literature migiit not be aided hy the Stale, and whether move ample recognition should not he 
given in the Unvei-ily courses to Arabic and Persian, were matters on which advice and pro- 
positions were parlicuiarly invited, 

2. The reports uuw collected from all the provinces of British India present a fair 
survey of the .actinul state of iVIahomedan educati«)n throughout the empire; and they discuss 
largely how far, and in what dirction, should the further steps he taken which arc most con- 
sistent with the needs of the people ainl the duties of the Government, li may be useful 
to describe in broad outline tlie place now allotted to Mahoinedan instruction in the educational 
scheme of each Government, and then to touch briclly on the measures proposed for improve- 
ment and advance. 

3. In the Resolution of 1871 there is no direcft mention of primary education. Its 
importance was not overlooked, but the needt* and defects to he remedied appeared to press 
more urgently in the liigher than in the lower gradations of State instruction. From the 
reports, however, whicli are now nnder review, there ajip(»ar8 some ground for doubting whether 
many of the disadvantages under which Mahomedans have been placed as to higher education 
may not be traced down to their sourct^s in the earlier stages of our system. As a matter of 
fact, it may be iidbrriMl generally that, wherever the ordinary vernacular of the country is read 
and written in the Hindustani or Urdu eliaracter, there the Mahomedans have occupied their 

£ roper position in the primary and secondary schools founded or aided hy the State. In the 
forth- Western Provinces, in Oudh, and in the Punjab, the attendance of Mahomedans in the 
lower and middle schools is, on the whole, rather above than below the proportion which oil 
Mahomedans bear to the tokil population ; in Oudh the .Mahomedans furnish a much larger 
comparative contingent than the Hindus to the schools; though in the Punjab, out of a 
Mahoniedan element of 53 per cent, on the total population, not more tlian 35 per cent, of 
the scholars are Mahomedans. Then, in all these provinces the mdigenous Mahoinedan schools 
are very numerous, and thrive up t(» a certain point; they arc encouraged and assisted by the 
Government oflicors; tl^c grants-in-aid are offered on conditions which suit Mahomedan 
schooling as well as any other, and the whole course of primary education is so shaped as to 
favour the Mahomedan at least equally with the Hindu. On the other hand, in provinces 
where the Mahomedans arc scattered and are not numerous, where they mostly talk a different 
language from that of the majority, or where their teaching, at any rate, is in a different 
tongue and according to entirely separate traditions, there the special arrangements which 
these circumstances re([uire for them have been not always organized, and their claims to it

bnve been often inevitably disregarded. Where the Mahomedan uses a form of the country 
dialect^ as in Eastern Bengal and in parts of Bombay, he goes with others to the primary 
Government schools for the rudiments of education ; but where his mother tongue is (iiflT. rent 
in speech and in written character, ho cannot attend them. And the peculiar obstacles which 
keep him apart from our school system grow stronger us he emerges beyond ihoso do men is 
which are common to all teaching. In Bengal the Bengali-speaking Eastern Mahomedaus 
frequent the lower schools in good number, but they found themselves more or less excluded 
from following out their education into the upper classes by the absence, up to 1S71, of any 
adequate provisiou for that distinctive coarse of instruction which the customs of their society 
require. All over Western India, in part of the Central Provinces, ‘in Berar, and very gener- 
ally in Madras, the same difliculty had arisen, and had not been satisfactorily surnK/unted. 
The Government expiuiditure on education is necessarily limited, and could not suiiice for the 
support of two separate classes of schools j the money available was naturally bestowed too 
entirely upon those classes of the people which are homogeneous for educational purposes, arc 
by far the more numerous, the richer, and the more eager to make use of the grant. 

4. It is however in the higher schools, in the colleges, and in the universities, that the 
absence or backwardness of Mahomedans has been shown to exist remarkably. The reports 
all agree that onr system has not attracted them to the higher ranges of our educational 
course, or to persevere ftp to the point at which studies impress real culture and fit young .men 
for success in the services and open professions. How far this state of thinirs ran he attri- 
buted to the W'ant of a connected scheme of courses of instruction suitable fur 'Mahomedans, 
leading up through the lower to the higher standards, and how far to the general disincli- 
nation of ^lahoniedans to exchange their earlier modes of btiuly lor others more consonant 
with modern habits of thought, is a question which need not here be closely examined. It 
may be conjectured that, at the present epoch, Mahomedans are discovering that the ancient 
paths are unprofitable to stand upon, while their traditions and natural predilections still hold 
them hack from selling out energetically upon newly opened roads. Eor, while it is con- 
fessed that Mahomedans nowhere appear in satisfactory strength upon the lists of our higlier 
schools, colleges, or universities, on the other hand those institulicms whicli have juirposely 
preserved the ancient exclusively Mahomedan type, and wliich have been restricted to instruc- 
tion in the lungunges and scienci s wdiich Indong peculiarly to Mahomednnisin, have also been 
found to be falling gradually but steadily into neglect. We may perhaps assume, tlicrefore, 
that the Mahomedans are not so much averse to the subjects which the PiUglish (Government 
has decided to teach, ns to the modes or machinery through which teaching is offered. And 
if it thus appear that to the traditions and reasonable hesitation which kcfq) abxif our Maho- 
medan fellow-subjects are added certain obstacles which our system itself interposes,— either 
by using a language that is unfamiliar or machinery that is uncongenial, — it is plain that 
many of the drawbacks to the uuivcrsulity of our educational system are susceptible of 
removal* 

5. His Excellency in Council therefore perceives with gratification from the l eports now 
before him, that judicious endeavours are being made to diminish, so far as they can be reme- 
died, these inequalities in the distribution of State aid, and to place ibc .Mahoim*daiis wherever 
this may be possible, up(»n a more even footing with the general community throughout the 
whole course our public instruction. 

6. In Madras, the Government has now directed the Bopnrtineiit of Public Instruction 
to take steps without delay for cstahlisliing elementary Mahomedan schools, and corresponding 
classes in other schools at the principal centres of the Mahomedan population, were instruc- 
tion may be given in the Urdu language by qualified teachers through appropriate text-books. 
In the Madras Unversily special recognition is alteudy given to Arabic and Persian, and the 
question of awarding special firizes for proved excellence in those languages is under di libera- 
tion. As tlie Syndicate observe, this is a project in which leading Mahorr edan gciitiemen 
might be invited themselves to eo-operate. From Bombay the Dirctitor of Public Instruction 
reported in 1871 that he wus engaged in settling a course of Persian instruction for the upper 
standards in vernacular schools, for English schools, and fm* liigh schools, which will ho arranged 
so as to prepare lor the study of I'eisiati at the University, where Arabic and Persian are 
already admitted as classical languages for graduates in the Arts, In 1S70 a Professor of 
Persian and Arabic was appointed to the Elphinstone College ; and the (Government and the 
Unversity now join in recommending to the Government of India the endowment of a Uni* 
versity Professorship of Arabic and Berfian, founding their proposition upon the great import- 
ance to Mahomedans in that Presidency of familiarity with the tongues of Western Asia. 
His Excellency in Council agrees that it may be advisable to establish such Pabfessorships, a id 
any scheme lor doing so would be favourably entertained, especially if there were any prospect 
of aid from private sources to the endownfent. 

7. In Bengal the Lieutenant-Governor now desires to restore Mahomedan education by 
a well-connected and substantiul reforming of existing material. Orders were issued iu 

' 1871 to establish a special class for teaching Arabic and Persian to Mahomedans in 
the ordinary schools, wherever the demand should justify the supply, and wherever the 
Mahomedans should agree to conform in addition to the regular course of study in the 
upper school classes, so that both kinds of instruction must he taken. The collegiate 
instruction in the Calcutta Madrassa will be remodelled and reinforced, wliile the Mohsin 
endowments, which now support the Uooghly College, will be employed, wherever iu Bengal 
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tlioir employment seems most advanta^yeous, for encourasyingf and extendinnf odacation amonq: 
Mahomedaos. Moreover, the University of Calcutta has decided to examine in Persian as 
well as in Arabic for the degrees. 

8. In the North-Western Provinces, in the Punjab, and in Oudh, the existing system 
of State instruction is already at least ns favourable to Manomedans as to Hindus, At Lahore 
there is a University College, and the Mahomedans themselves share the unanimous opinion 
that no special educational privileges to their community are needed. Prom the North- 
Western Provinces it was reported that nothing more was needed to consummate the entire 
course of Mahomedan classics than the admission of Persian as a subject for the higher Uni- 
versity examinations, which has been done for all examinations up to the degree. And an 
important committee of Mahomedans at Benares arc contemplating the establishment of an 
Anglo-Oriental (college for the better diffusion of learning among their co-rcligionists. In 
Oudh the Canning College embraces an ample Mahomedan cnrriciiliiin. In the Central Pro- 
vinces, ill Mysore, in Coorg, and in Berar, the administration has directed that wherever the 
Durnhor of Mahomedans is sufficient to form a class, or fill a school, there a class or a school 
shall ho established. His Excellency in Council assumes that in these as in all other provinces 
where Mahomedans are few, and often exposed to ail the disadvantages which affect a reli- 
gious minority without wealth or superior influence, it will be the special care of Government 
to satisfy themselves that these endeavours to encourage the education of Mahomedans are 
persistently maintained. It is the paramount duty of nii imperial department thus to fill up 
gaps in the ranks of elementary education, and W range tiie various; divisions of this vast popu- 
lation in one advancing lino of even progress. 

9. As to the principles upon which the education Mahomedans should be encouraged 
by the Stale, His Excellency in (Council need say little* hero, for they appear to be under- 
stood by all administrations, and with general consent accepted by the people — by none more 
openly than by the leading Mahomedans of India. The State has only to apply to its 
ediieatiiinal apparatus and aid so as they may best adjust themselves to existing languages and 
habits of thought among all classes of the people, without diverging from its set mark and 
final purpose — the better diffusion and advancement of real knowledge in India. His Excel- 
lency in (Council is anxious that the attainment of this object shall in no class of the population 
be hindered by differences of language or of cu-stora ; and with this view the Government 
of India is very willing that the entire body of Mahomedan [as of Hindu] classic literature 
shall be admitted and take rank among the higher subjects of secular study, and that the 
languages shall form an important part of the examinations lor University degrees. In short, 
His Ex<rollency is yircpared to listen favourahly to any wclI-considcrcd proposal for modifying 
or extending in Uu?sc directions the existing educational system. One m -asure to which the 
resolution of 1871 particularly adverted was the development of a vernacular literature for 
Mahomedans; His ExcelUuicy in Coutictl would he slow to believe that such a literature still 
needc'd »:Meatif'j\ To this suggestion local Governments attach differing degrees of imporl- 
anc#’ or i racticahility ; and, on the whole, His Excellency in Council sees reason to believe 
that we must he cautious in nltomptiiig to proceed in this dircc ion much beyond the point wc 
have reached alrcad\^ It is most desirable to frame a series ol' high edass text-books, to encou- 
rage tlie printing and publication of valuable Maliome<lau work<, and to offer prizes either for 
good translations of foreign works or for original studies. But in regard to the patronage of 
what may he yuopcrly called literature, the exercise of it must necessarily he restricted by the 
pressing demands of goioTal cdueation upon our finance, and by the diflieulty of making a fair 
seleetioii, or of distributing any money available with due discrimination and indubitable 
advantage. 

10. H is Excelieiicy in Council has now reviewed rapidly the general measures which 
have been taken, or are being taken, for the encouragement of education a iiong Mahomedans. 
The papers before him, received from all parts of British India, sln)w that the Earl of Mayo's 
Resolution has succeeded in its main purpose of drawing the attention of all administrations 
to needs ami obligations which before had perhaps not everywhere been adequately realized. 
These needs and obligations may now bo intrusted with eonfidonee to the care of local 
Governments, 'flie Supreme Government lias satisfied itself that the principles upon which 
Mahomedan education should be supported or subsidised arc clearly understood ; while the 
conditions and rate of progress in this, as in all braiiohcs of public instruction, tho range of 
its operations, and all other practical details, depend chiefly in each province upon local cir- 
cumstance, administrative skill, and financial rc^iourees.

August 1872, and to reply to that portion of it which proposes measures for reorganizing the 
two Madrassas at Caloutta and at Ho<^hly. 


.-er :i 
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2. The «»eneral principles upon which the Lientenai.t-Goyernor desires to see these 
institations administered and directed for the better promotion of lii^h Mahomedan education 
appear to the Government of India to be sound, and the obstacles to working upon them are 
not practically insurmountable. His Excellency in Council does not perceive that there is any 
fundamental inconsistency among the views of all those who have had to consider and di'tine 
Ibe educational policy toward the furtherance of which the schemes now under consideration 
are to be directed. The question has been fully considered hy two committees, which included 
Native and European gentlemen of experience and ability ; it has been iliscusscd by the Depart- 
ment of Public Instruction ; and His Honor the Dieutenant-Govcrimr has niore than once 
recorded his opinion upon it. It is agreed by common consent that the mteniion of the 
British Government in supporting these institutions is to give to Mahoraeihius their full 
share of high-class intellectual training and of sound knowh'dgo nsetul to them in life, 
combined but not chii^hing with that, oriental erudition which belongs to their race and country. 
And it is also agreed that, in shaping our methods toward these ends, wc are bound to avoid, 
so far as may be possible, any unwelcome absindonment of the old ways of Mahomedan study, 
or any slight upon the classic learning of Mahomedan Asia. On tlu? contrary, the iniporiance 
to Mahomedans of such studies is admitted, and their intrinsic value a** instruments of literary 
training in this country is ni»t under rated. 

3. But the ]K>int of difHeulty is also recognized hy all to whom tin* subject is familiar. 
It lies in the problem of framing for Mahomedans a course of* seoular ediieatif)n, which iiT the 
only kind that cun be given in Cjovernment institutions, upon the study of a literature which 
on 80 many sides of it is intimately connected with their religion and doctrinal tenets. 

4. His Excellency in Council, nevertheless, believes that the prfd)lc]n thus ]>resenled is 
capable of solution ; that a course of study can be laid down which shall maintain and 
encourage the cultivation of Arabic and Persian, of the history, literature, and ]diilosophy which 
those languages convey, of their logical system, and of such parts of Mahomedan law as deal 
with purely temporal interests, without compromising the (iovernment to the sujiport of any 
peculiar school of religions t<^aehing. 

5. His Exccllenev in Council is willing to sanction the preliminaries of any plan for re- 
constituting the two Madrassas, which may fall within the:? limits of these principles. For the 
Calcutta Madrassa it is understood that there will he a lower Aiiglo-Persiati Department, with 
a higher or (college Department call Anglo-Arahie, of wliieh the main feature will he instriiciioii 
in Arabic, while throughout the whole course in both departments a fair proportion of good 
English teaching will be maintained. The oriental text-books will give linguistie, historic, 
or literary exercises. The Persian language is likely to be a very uselul colhMpiial accom- 
plishment for the rising generation of Indian gentlemen, and should be liberally encouraged. 
Then we have to restore discipline, and to keep up a high standard of morals and manners in the 
College. Obviously, success in ail these things must depend rnatoriully upon the man who is 
selected to carry out such reforms, and the iirst step must.be, as ibe Lieuteiiunt-tioveruor 
recommends, to select and appoint a qualified principal. His Exeelleney therefore saorttions 
the appointment of a Principal and Superintendent to the C.ilcutia Madrassa upon a minimum 
salary of Ks. 1,000 per mensem. It is understood that his qua1irie:jtions must be for high 
European instruction ns well as for Oriental scholarship ; and that he may be trusted to work 
out a systematic course and classification of studies in accordance with tlio settled and known 
policy of Government. Whether he shall superintend other Madrassas is a matter for subse- 
quent decision. 

6. The case of the Hooghly Madrassa is diUcrent. It is now ]»avt of a college which is 
largely supported from the proceeds of lauded property bequeathed by a Mahomedan; and the 
object of the Government is to carry out, usefully and reasonably, the intentions with which 
the bequcBt was made. The Liieulcnant-Governor’s proposition is to withdraw the greater 
part of the Mohsiu funds from the Hooghly College which has no particular local claim, and 
to use the money for encouraging Mahomedan education elsewhere, apportioning it according 
to need. So much of the present cost of the Hooghly ColUfge as would bo left unprovided for 
by this subtraction of the endowment funds might. His Honor suggests, be then defrayed by 
the State. 

7. His Excellency in Council approves the outlines of this proposal, and considers that 
some such arrangement would be consistent with the purposes of the Mohsiii endowment, and 
generally advantageous to Mahomedan education. But with regard to the omployincnt of 
the Mohsin funds thus to be set free, His Excellency remarks that there arc such valid ohjee- 
tions to an)* separate system of denominational schools or colleges that the Cjovernment of 
India prefers not to move further in that direction, although there is no intention of disturbing 
what may already exist. His Exccllcnoy in Council thinks that the tiiemoratidiim of Mr. 
Bernard, and the liieutenant-Governor’s observations upon it, suggest the alternative of 
strengthening certain selected Government ^institutions on their Mahomedan side, instead of 
ratting up new ones. For iiislancc, the High Schools or Collegi*s at Chittagong and Dacca, 
in the midst of a great Mahomedan population, might be thus reinforced both in the way of 
tracing Arabic and Persian more thoroughly, and of generally cheapening education to 
Mahomedans by scholarships and the like. Or a portion of the Mohsin funds might go towards 
inoreasiDg the public grants-in-aid of Mahomedan schools and colleges. 

8. His Excellency in Council would leave in the hands of the Bengal Government the 
details of any scheme which might be worked out upon this design, and His Excellency would 
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lie glad to eee it when completed. In regard to the question of providing funds, the 
Lieutenant-Governor has said that he hopes the Government of India may eubsoribe something 
towards carrying out his plans; and His Excellency in Council admits that the oircurostanoes 
aiiord some equitable ground for the expectation. The allotment of the proceeds from the 
Mohsin funds to special educational uses has been nr»w decided upon as a measure that is 
just and politic. But it is evident that by this measure the funds available for general 
education in Bengal will be proportionately reduced ; and in the present state of education in 
Bengal, His Excellency would be reluctant to curtail provincial resources. Upon these reasons, 
and having principally in view Sir Georsre Campbeirs scheme for encouraging the education 
of Mabomedans where it is most needed. His Excellency in Council has determined to increase 
the regular provincial assignment by an annual additional grant of Rs. 5O,00C> to Bengal. 
The grant will beiriu with the fiiinnciul year 1874-75, by which time His Excellency in Council 
trusts that the assignments for alloting the Molisin funds to especial uses will have been made 
and confirmed. 

9. 11 is ExcHlleiiey in Craincil has now replied to the three ({uestions pu* in paragraph 10 
of your letter. To the Jirsl the answer is yes ; but the Government of India prefers to strengthen 
and enlarge existing institutions rather than t o create new denominational places of instruction. 
To the question the answer is yes ; and to the ffnrd, the Government of India replies by 

otTering Rs. 50,000 to compensate the provincial assigutnenl for the specialisation of the 
Mo'hsiu endowment.

From — The Offg. SetTetary to the Goyt. of Bengal, Revenue Dcp<artment, 

To — The Collectors and the Vice-f hainneu of District Committees in Districts 
to wiiich ihe District Road Cess Ac-t has been extended. 

You will see by the notilleation published in the ColctiHa Gazette of 
the 18th June, that under Section 2 of the District E,oad Cess Act the cesses 
have been declared leviable in certain districts for the eusuin" cess year, i.c. 
from 1st October next. Th<? ces^es may also he hereui'ter declared similarly 
leviable from the same ilate in a few other districts, when further inforniatioxi 
regarding the progress of the valuations shall have been received through the 
Board of Revenue. 

2. You nill have .seen that the m'>nth.s have been notified for the 
statutory meetings of the Coinniitteo at which the estimate of income and 
expenditure is to he prcpareduiuier ^(!ction 70 of tho Act. The Lieutenant- 
Govi-rnor thinks that as this notification has only now hisen i.ssu(‘d, it will not 
be advisable to hold tin? statutory meeting until the latter part of the months 
named, except in Orissa, whore, as tlie rev'ciiuo instalments fall due earlier, the 
local officers will exercise their discretion as to the day fur callmg the meeting 
under Section 70. 

By postponing the statutory meeting till the latter part of tho month 
named, more time will he gained for carefully preparing the statements required 
under Section 00; and the Ijicutenant-Govemor trusts that no effort will 
be spared to get the>c statements ready punctnally and in good shape. Collectors 
will bear in mind that they have to prepare the statement under separate heads ; 
that is to say, the estiniated yield from tin: cess on lands and from the cess on 
houses must he separately shown in the statement. 

3. It will he oh.sLTved that when the. ULstrict Committee have pre- 
pared an estimate at the statutory meeting under Section 70, their estimate 
must he submitted to the Commissioner, and will have to be again considered 
by the Committee, after its return from llio Commissioner, at another meeting 
held for striking a rate under Section 71. Tlie Lieutenant-Governor is con- 
fident that Coimnissioner.s will take care that delay does not occur in their 
considering and returuing the estimates, in order that the final striking of 
the rate under Section 74 may bo carried so as to admit of the rate being 
proclaimed in good time and of timely service of notices. 
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4. As the Committees will not got their money fully until after a part 
of the cess year is passed, tlic Lieutenant-Govornor will do what he can to 
make assignments to the District Oornmittoes from pi’ovincial revenues ; but 
they must not expect very much, as our funds are limited, all the loc »1 ferries 
and tolls income having been already made over to the districts, and the poor 
and non«ccss districts having to he providtid for. The Lieutenant-Governor is 
not able to state (piito exactly the amounts ho will grant until he receives 
the Accounlant-Geuerars report of tins provincini balance in hand at the 
beginning of the present ofhciul year ; but the assignments will be made before 
the statutory meetings, so as to enable Commiuees to take the grants into 
account as required by Section 72. 

u. The Lieutenant-Governor considers that at first, except in one or two 
particular districts, where the necessities of roads are very great, the rate 
imposed should lx? us moderate as possible. Gov('rnment will ecrtainly not 
bring any influence to bear to induce the Committees to impose a higiier rate 
than is necessary to cive tl»e funds wliieli can really be usefully and economi- 
cally expended on district e.oinrnuuieations <jf importances and advantage to 
the people at large, witli our present machinery and means of superinten- 
dence. The views of the Govcriiruent upon this point should be explained to 
the District Committees. 

6. In framing their estimatovS the District Committees must bear in 

mind that the Lieutenant-Governor will cerrainly arrange to have Branch 
Committees under Section 76, and he will assign the Branoh Cfunmittees funds 
iinder Section 78. IL; will do tliis more espeoiaily with the objc'Ct tiiat a fair 
proportion of the funds may be given to purely local and village roads or water- 
ways, and that tlu> proceeds of the road cess may not be all spimt on a few 
main roads leading to the head-quarters of tlie district. The Lieutenant- 
Governor considers that in all estimates (under Section 70) a fair {]>roportion 
of the funds should be set aside for village roads and wafiTways wliicIi cannot 
be speeified in exact del.ail ; and tlrnt such roads, as well as the purely 

local road.s (to be specified in tlio statement under Section tlG) should bo 
managed by the Branch (’omuiittees of outlying parts of tlie district with the 
funds assigned fin* expenditure by them. 

7. As a rule, the Licutenant-CJovernor would not at present give the 
Brunch Committees independent po\u*rs under Sections 7J) and 80, but would 
leave tlieiu subordinate to the Distrim (.\nuiiiirtee.s, :is provided l)y Section 77. 
The Lieutenant-Governor re(p.ie-sts that Distiiei Odimo's will, through the 
Commissioner of the Division, propose Branch C uimitr* e.s of respected resi- 
dents for convenient sub-divisions of the district, dcfmingeaeh sucli sub-division. 


There should certainly, tbe LiiMitonaut-Goverimr ttiink , be a Braui h Com- 
mittee at each inagistei'ial so li-di vision, and a iso at as many more road 
sub-divisions as may be found convenient. It. will be ibsolutely indispensable 
to have respectable ryots, as wi ll as people of other classes, on such Branch 
Committees. 


8. It should be remi’tubcred when the Committoi.'S came to strike their 
rate that the expenses of the valuation and assessment, a. id of notice.s, &c., 
must be included iu the amount to be ruled for, as proiided by Sections 90 and 


96 of the Act. 

9. Wiien the rates shall have been determined, the Collector will proclaim 
them under Section 75, jmblisbing the proclamation in tlie manner prescribed 
by Section 5. A further explanatory proidamation liy lids Government will be 
issued to obviate the risk of any mi.saiipreliension ; and the Board of Bevenue 
is preparing in pampldet form an abstract of tlie provisions of the Act, which 
will be w’idely cu'culated. 

10. When the rates have been determined and proclaimed, it will be very 
desirable that notices of demand under Section 22 slionld be served on the 
aemindars or their agents, when they comi* to the ili.siricr otliec on business, to 
pay revenue, &c. In cases where this cannot be done, service may be made 
by registered letter (Section 95) or otberwise, as can be managed. The Lieu- 
tonan^Governor trusts that Collectors will do their best to effect this service of 
notices without unnecessary expense. As has before been pointed out, it will 
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not be necessary for notice-servers to go about in boats at a great cost during 
the rainy season with notices that cannot bo otherwise served, seeing that, 
except in Orissa, instalraents of the road cess arc not duo from zemindars until 
some time after the end of the rains, that is, until the 12th January ; and 
notices can, therefore, continuo to be served after the 1st October. Proclama- 
tion under Section 75 must, however, he made some time before that date, in 
order that tenure-holders and ryots may be duly warned.

NOTIFICATIOK. 

The 9^h tTune 1878. — The following rules, in supersession of those now in force for the 
Calcutta Canals and Tolly^s Nullah, having been published, as required by law, for a period 
of six weaks in the Calcutta Cm az^Ue^ are now passed by the Lieutenant-Governor and 
published for general information, in accordance with the provisions of Section 12, Act V 
(B.C.) of 1864. 

I. — Every vessel, on entering the Calcutta Canals or Tolly’s Nullah, shall be liable to 
measurement for the purpose of ascertaining the toll payable ; and in case of any reasonable 
doubt arising, the canal officers at any toll stntion shall have authority to remeasure a 
vessel, notwithstanding that it was measured on entering the canal. 

II. — The tonnage of every vessel, wliethcr laden or empty, shall, for the purposes of Act V 
of 1864 (B. L. C.) and of these rules, he determined by the following mcasitrcments ; — 

A . — The product of half the length of the vessel from stem to stern, measured along the 
water line, multiplied by the interior greatest breadth of the vessel, multif)IiGd by the depth 
from the'water line to the bottom of th(5 vessel, is to bo taken as the number of maunds upon 
which toll shall be levied. 

— The measurement of the lengtli is to be made in feet, rejecting inelies ; the measure- 
meat of the breadth and depth is to be made in feet and quarters of feet, rijeeting portions 
of less than a quarter of a foot. 

— In ealcnlatiiig the amount of toll to be levied, any fraction of 100 mauiids less 
than 25 maunds is to be omitted ; exceeding 25 and not exceeding 50 raaunds, is to l>e 
charged as 25 maunds only ; exceeding 50 and not exceeding 75 maunds, to be charged as 50 
maunds only ; and exceeding 75 maunds, as 75 maunds only; above 1,000. maunds, ail 
fractions of 100 manilds are to be omitted. 

Z>. — Provided that in the ease of vesseds which entered the canals empty for the purpose 
of loading therein, the depth shall be measured from the line of usual immersion as visible 
on the outside of the vessel to the bottom of the vessel, and not from the line of actual 
immersion at the time of measurement. 

III. — Every ves8<*l entering the canals shall be furnished with a ticket on payment of 
the prescribed toll. The rnanjee’s name, the date and hour of entry, the maundage of the 
vesst^l, the cargo it contains, :itid amount of toll charged, shall be entered in this ticket to 
identify the vessel on which toll has been paid. 

IV. — Every person in charge of a boat, raft, or float, udio shall pass in the canal without 
tendering the toll due, or who shall puss out of the canal without delivering to the toll-keeper 
the ticket of entrance and paying the rent that be due, shall be liable to be detained and 
punished accordi?ig to Section 10 of Act V of 1864. 

V. — This ticket may be demanded and inspected by any canal officer, and must be kept 
on board and at hand for that ])nrposc. 

VI. — Every person in charge of boats entering the Calcutta canals from the eastward 
must tender his" toll ticket to the oflicer at Dhappa and Panspotta pass stations to have it 
examined, stamped, and signed ; and for those entering from the westward, must deliver up 
the toll tickets at tlic above pass stations and receive in lieu a pass, which pass must be 
delivered to the tolLkecper at entrance of <!anal.s. Every such perstm inu.st also pay all dues, 
or be liable to be detained and d(?alt with atreording to Seetiou 10 of Act V of 1861. 

VII. — Every person in charge of a boat found in the camds (w< stwiird of the p:iss 
station) with toll tickets unstamped or unsigned by the pass static. n keeper, will be detained 
and treated as having no toll ticket under Section 10 of Act V of 18(54. 

VIII. “ The luanjcc or owner of every vessel not having a ticket on hoard and producible 
on demand, shall be liable to the provision of Section 10 the ( .anals’ Act. 

IX. — biiplieutes of lost tickets, of which the iiurnbcTs and date of entry can be satisfac- 
torily established, will be granted by the Collector on a further payment f>l* a sum equal to the 
original amount ol toll. 

X. — During the detention of any vessel under Section 9 of these rules, or under any 
other provision of the Act, the duty of canal otlicers will be to see that the vessel or its 
cargo are not elandestinely removed ; but they arc in no way responsible for its safety, for 
which the manjee, owner, or agent, must make their own arrangemeuts. 

XI. — Tlie purchaser of a vessel sold under these rules, and under the Act, will have the 
option of taking it out of the canal on the day of purchase, or of taking out a fresh toll ticket 
at the rate fixed by the schedule of tolls in force for the time being. 

XII. — No boat engaged by any officer of (lovernincnt, whether civil or military, shall 
be exempt from loll on the ground that the officer is travelling on public duty. The only 
exception to this rule shall be in the case of vessels specially engaged in the conveyance of 
troops on military duty. 

XIII. — All vessels the dond fide property of GovernniciiL. or employed an works con- 
nected with the maintenance or improvement of the canals, ami duly eortified as such, shall 
be exempted from these tolls and charges. No otlicr vessels whatever shall be exempted. 

XIV. — Every vessel, raft, or float, which has paid toll, shall be allowed three days for 
pataing through either channel, the days of entering and of leaving being both included. In 
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addition to these three days, they may, without farther payment, remain in the canals for 
the further under-mentioned periods ; that is to say — 

Boata. — One day for every hundred mauuds up to three hundred maunds of measure- 
ment, and one day for every two hundred maunds above three hundred maunds. 

Rafts. — Two days for any number of timbers not exceeding fifty, and one day for every 
additional fifty. 

Floats.— days for any number of bamboos not ezcced.iug five hundred, and one day 
for every additional five hundred. 

XV. — Every vessel, raft, or float, remaining in any part of the aforesaid canals longer 

than the period allowed under the foregoing rules, shall, for each day in excess of such period, 
be charged demurrage equal to one-half of the toll ; and every vessel remaining more than 
thirty days in either of the canals shall, for each day in excess of thirty days, be charged 
demurrage equal to the full rate of toll, provided that in no case the demurrage charged 
shall exceed its. 5 per diem • H* M. 

XVI. — Any vessel remaining in the canal more than two months without authority from 
the Supervisor shall be summarily removed. 

XVII. — Boats requiring repairs shall be allowed to enter Dhappa docks and remain 
there for a maximum period of thirty days, during which tlicy will be charged at the rate of 
ouc-sixth part of the demurrage chargeable under Hnle XII. Any boat remaining in the 
docks longer than thirty days without the special permission of the Supervisor shall pay 
demurrage at the full rate for such excess period. 

XVI II. — ^No vessel shall be docked for repairs on the bank of the Calcutta Canal or of 
Tolly^s Nullah. 

XIX. — Wherever mooring posts may have been put up by the Supervisor, vessels shall 
he made fast by the head and stern along the banks to such posts, and sliall not be moored in 
any other manner. 

XX. — The Supervisor may by notification prohibit the dropping of anchors or the putting 
up of bamboos or higgces in any part of the canals or on the banks ; and in such parts no 
anchors shall be dropped, or luggees put up, under a penalty of fifty rupees, and of a fine not 
exceeding four rupees a day for continued disobedience of an order for removal issued by the 
Supervisor, 

XXT. — Boats whilst loading or unloading in the canals will be allowed to use ladders; 
but the ladders must be gradually taken in as the water rises. 

XXII. — As the water falls, the head and stern ropes must be loosened, and boats 
gradually pushed towards the centre of the canal ; when the flood comes in, these two ropes 
must be gradually pulled in, and the boat kept as dose to the bank as possible. 

XXIII. — Only one boat shall he allowed to make fast along and in line with the canal 
banks, and no boat shall be made fast or be placed outside of l^ats so secured. No boat or 
raft shall be placed in such a position os to endanger the safety of other boats or obstruct 
the passage of otlicr boats. 

XXIV. — Boats passing through the canals shall keep in separate lines, empty boats 
keeping close to the bank and those that are laden in the centre. 

XXV. — Hackeries, carta, bullocks, ifec., using the canal roads, shall, when stationary, 
be rango«l on the side of the road farthest from the canal banks. 

XXVI. — In portions of the canals where only one towing path exists, vessels shall 
moor on the ofl' side, and the towing path side shall always be kept clear. 

XXVII. — No person sliall place obstructions on the canal hanks, roads, drains, or 
bridges (when such arc on canal land) so as to im])ede a free passage along them or cause 
injury to them, or shall commit a nuisance, or deposit filth of any sort on the banks or in 
the canals. 

XXVIIT. — Any vessel, vehicle, or any other thing that may cause an obstruction to 
navigation or to the hanks, roads, drains, and bridges, or injury to the same, will be liable 
to be immediately removed and detained till all expenses incurred on account of removal, 
demands, and fines, arc ]mid. If all charges be not paid within ten days from date of 
detention, the said vcfe^sel, vehicle, or other thing, will he sold to defray expenses, 

XXTX. — Every person, cither personally or by his servant, infringing any of the above 
rules (XVIll, XXVIII) numlw^rcd from (XV) to (XXIV) shall be liable, under Section 11 
of the Canals^ Act, to a fiue not exceeding Its. 50 ibr any one infringement, or to a fine 
not exceeding Rs. 5 a day for any continued iiifringenicnt. 

XXX. — At the instance of the Collector of Tolls, any Magistrate who imposes a fine 
under Section 11 or 16 of the Act may award any portion of such fine to the informer. 

XXXT. — Any person who wilfully or negligently allows a vessel to sink in the canals 
shall he liable to a fine not exceeding lis. 50. 

XXXIL— In every ease of wreck, caused by negligence or otherwise, the Supervisor 
and his subordinatea will give every assistance in removing the same. 
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XXXIII. — A notice shall be affixed, on such wreck when recovered, calling on those 
concerned to pay to the Collector all toll which may be due, or fine which may have been 
adjudged, as well as the exfienscs incurred in the recover; or removal of the wreck, and 
intimating that if the sum be not paid witliin fifteen days of the date of notice, the boat 
and its furniture, or so much of it as may be necessary for tlie recovery of the dues, will be 
sold, the proceeds of the sale being dealt with as directed in Section 9 of the Act. 

XXXIV. — Every canal officer is authorized to rendove any vessel, anchor, pole, or other 
thing which he may find in a position which is in contravention of these rules, and to deal 
with it in such a manner as may be necessary to give effect to the rules. 

XXXV, — Whenever any laden vessel is seized by a caq^l officer, it shall be the duty of 
the Supervisor to give immediate notice of the same to the owner or his agent, requiring the 
removed of the cargo without delay, and informing him that he will be required to pay all 
expenses necessary Tor the proper custody and storage oi‘ the same. 

XXXVI. — If the Supervisor be unable to ascertain the name and place of business or 
of abode of the owner of the cargo of any vessel or boat seized under the Canals’ Act, he 
shall notify the seizure by advertisement in his office, and in one or more of the Calcutta 
newspapers or advertisement papers. iJuch notice shall call upon the owner to cause the 
immediate removal of the cargo, and to pay any necessary expenses incurred in providing for 
its proper custody and storage. 

XXXVII. — The Supervisor may incur whatever expense he may think necessary for the 
proper custody and storage of the cargr) of any vessel seized under the Canals’ Act ; and if the 
cargo be not removed within ten days from the date of seizure, he may sell tlic same at 
public auction to the highest bidder, after giving ten days’ notice of the same by advertise- 
ment in one or more Calcutta ticw'spapcrs or advertisement x>apcrs and .affixed iii his office. 

XXXVIII. — The* money realized at such a sale shall be applied first to defray any 
expenditure that may have been incurred by the Supc'rvisor on aecoiiiit of the cargo sold, and 
the balance, if any, shall be held iii deposit to be paid to the owner of the said cargo on his 
applying for the same.

3. The Courts in this way become instruments for the registering of usurious 
traiiHactions, and the money-lender adds to exorbiiant terms the security of a decree. 

4. The object of the Court in drawing attention to this subject is not to assist debvirs in 
evading the consequenciis of engagements vciluiitarily dnd inleliivrently contracted, but to give 
the protection of the Cf»urtB of justice to persons ho. from distress, ignorance, or habits of 
submis'^ion, have not been truly free agents in the contracts set up.

2. Cases in which the village money-lender sues his customer invcjve ordinarily small 
amounts, below Ks. 5U0, and therefore can scitrcely ever come before the Chief Court in 
eonsequeuce of the provisions of Act XXIll of 1861, Section 27. which declares that no 
special appeal shall lie in cases of the nature cognizable in Small Cause Courts. 

3. The Chief Court has in lact had no opportunity of explaining in a judicial decision 
the general principles which govern this question ; while in many parts of the country the 
subordinate courts, and especially the Small Cause Courts, have (as it appears from a recent 
inspection of records) decreed interest in a manner far too indiscriminate. 

4. The Chief Court regards this with great regret, and considers that the law, as it 
really stands, requires some explanation for the guidance of judicial officers, in order that it 
may nut be misuiidersloud to the detrinicnt of debtors of the ciufs above referred to. 


5. The second section of Act XXVIII of 1855 {an Act for the repeal of the vgury law$) 
declares that." in any suit in w^hich interest is recoverable, the amount shall be adjudged or 
decreed by the court at the rate (if any) agreed upon by the parlies ; and all due effect must 
doubtless be given to these words, taken in their plain and ordn ary meaiiiiig, without any 
artificial construction being placed upon them for any purpose whatever. 

6- The above legislative enactment was formerly enforced in many cases ^bat arose in 
this province, subject to the qualification declared in paragraph 4, Section 19 of the Prin- 
ciples of Law, commonly called the Punjab Civil Code, which contained the following : — The 
courts arc not bound by any restrictions with regard to usury. Debtors and ciedito;*8 are 
allowed to arrange the terms and conditions of interest in whatever manner they mey deem 
most conducive to their mutual benefit; the courts will decree whatever rate may have been 
agreed upon bond fide between the parties. If no special rate shall have been agreed upon, 
then the court will fix what may appear on equitable amount with reference to the cnsloin 
of the locality, the usage of trade, or the merits of the transaction. It will be remembered 
that the rates of interest vary for different classes and in different places.*^ 

********* 
The debtor need not be compelled by the court to pay the entire amount of interest, if 
there be reason to believe that the bond was exocuted through fear or ignorance. 

7. The compilation from which these words are taken has no force of law in itself, but the 
general law of contract is, equally with those words, against our courts considering tliemselvcs 
absolved from the responsibility of regarding the circumstances under which an enga^meiit 
to pay exorbitant interest has been entered into ; and omission by the courts to gii-e due 
weight to such circumstances is likely to give rise to serious injustice, and to such evils as ore 
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diseossed in the minute on interest by Mr. MelvlU, which bus been recently circulated among 
judicial officers of the province. 

8. The Indian Contract Act of 1872, in Chapter II, gives the principles on which the 
law .annexes an enlorceuble obligation to stuted engagements requiring tree consent ; and 
in Sections 16 and 17 a general, and at the same time an equitaide, rule is indicated 
where a person who holds a real or apparent authority over another, or in whom confidence is 
reposed by that other, obtains an advantage which but for such confidence or authority be 
would not have obtained. The law also points out the result where conceabnent of facts may 
have taken place, or acts fitted to deceive, or acts or omissions may have occuned in violation 
of what is regarded as the legal duty of the person obtaining a promise from another to 
explain facts likely to affect the willingnean^* of that other to enter into u contract. 

9. Beference may also be made to Section 6 of Act IV of 1S72 (the Punjab Laws' Act), 
where it is declared that justice, equity, and good conscience, shall be tbe rule of decision, and 
it may be safely affirmed that the equity governing this matter is to give their true and full 
effect to the words of tbe Indian Contract Act. 

10. The repeal of the usury laws by Act XXVIII of 1855, and the abolition of any 
force of law which the paragraph above quoted frooi the so-called Punjab (yivil Code may have 
had before the passing of Act IV of 1872, have left untouched the doctrines of equity, both as 
to the protection of debtors who for any real reason are not tally com{>etent to protect them- 
selves, and as to tbe power of courts to relieve against what are culled aneonscionable bargaine 
with such persons. 

11. No doubt any one who contracts with another is entitled to assume, primd Jlateie, 
that the latter is competent to look after his own interests ; but no strict **010 defines, or can 
define, where comparative incapacity ceases, and where extreme ignorance and helplessness call 
for the protection of the equitable rules prescribed by law. 

12. No doubt also, as u general rule, tbe debtor is bound to go or send to his creditor 
and pay him. In many contracts, however, for the loan of grain for a particular sowing 
(which indeed may reasonably be for the return of grain after the harvest, at a very high 
rate of interest), where the cultivator fails to make payment after the harvest, a distinctiim 
may clearly be taken. Neither party originally contemplates a rate of interest intended only 
for a particular period, running on from the time of the transaction indefinitely, and in such 
cases tbe real intention of the parties with due regard to the position of the cultivator must be 
consideced. 

13. The existence of nndue influence may in many cases be inferred (according to the 
general rales of equity jurisprudence) from the extreme imprudence of tbe act done, when 
Coupled with other circumstances ; and in this country tbe relations existing between tbe 
proiessional money-lender and indebted peasant are such, that this rule should be borne in 
mind by our courts. 

14. In no case should exorbitant interest be decreed in favor of a money-lender suing a 
peasant proprietor or cultivator, or any person similarly situated (where the right to recover it 
is disputed), unless the court trying tbe case is satisfied that the stated engagement on which 
the plaintiff seeks to recover has been entered into by the debtor with knowledge of all the 
circumstances attending his position, aud bis liability in regard to his creditor, and of his 
entire free will, without inequitable pressure of any kind. The courts may consider whether 
or not tbe contract was a prudent one, — not with a view to setting it aside if imprudent, for 
that of course is entirely beside the court's duty, but with a view to determining 
whether extreme imprudence, from which, along with other circumstances, the existence of 
undue influence might be inferred, has or has not been manifested. Refcrence*on this point 
may be made to the custom of the locality, the usage of parties similarly situated, and the 
rates for loans prevailing, so that the character of the transaction may be tested. 

The debtor need not be compelled by tbe court to pay the entire amount of interest, 
whether agreed upon in cash or in grain, if there be reason to believe that the engagement^ 
whether evidenced by bond, or by signing, or marking the money-lender's book, or completed 
in any other mode, has been entered into through fear or ignorance ; and if in any case thn 
amount of interest shall appear to have been agreed upon under circumstances whioh would 
render the awarding it contrary to tbe principles above referred to, the court will only decree 
as much interest as may appear just under the circumstances. 

15. In conclusion, tho Chief Court repeats the injunction conveyed in Book Circular 
XXIX of 1867, that in awarding interest subsequent to the date of the decree, the Courts 
should not allow it to approach in amount that which may be obtainable by persons who have 
not the security of a decree, and that no inducement should be afforded to decree holders to 
allow their decrees to remain unexecuted. Further the courts are reminded that where a 
large portion ol the amount decreed consists of interest, it is not compulsory on them to decree 
interest upon the amount decreed, inasmuch as tbe courts may fitly exercise the disoretioa 
'aUowed them by Act XXIII of ib61. Section 10, and not award any such interest at all*

Rksolution.— -Read the following letters, dated 15th of May 1873, from Her Majesty^a 
Secretary ot State for Foreign AflTuirB, to Her Majesty^s Secretary of State for India, and" to 
the Political Agent at Zanzibar, respectively 

‘*To TUB Duke of Aiigyll, k.t. 

My Lokd Duke, — The reports of Sir H. Bartle Frere having established heyond all 
question that great numbers of Her Majf^sty’s Indian siibj^etf^ are more or less dir^otly impli- 
cated in the slave trade, it has been tny duty, in obedienc/e to Her Majesty's Commands, to 
send to Her Majesty’s Consul at Zanzibar the instructions, of which 1 enclose a copy, direct- 
ing him, under the powers vested in him by orders in Council, to adopt the most decided 
measures for the apprehension and punishment of any sui>ject8 of Her Majesty directly or 
indirectly engaged in the slave trade. 

III persuance of this instruction Her Majesty's Consul may be expected to send to Bom- 
bay for trial, l>erore the High ('ourt of that Presidency, subjects of Her Majesty who may l>e 
brought before him charged with such oflcnces ; and 1 have the honor t(» request that Your 
Grace will communicate a copy of my instructions to the Viceroy of India, to the intent that 
His lixcellency may apprise the Governor of Bombay thereof, and direct him tu co-operate 
in carrying uut the determination of Her .Majesty to spare no pains to relieve the British 
name from the stigma which now unfortunately attaches to it by reason of the large parti- 
cipation of British subjects in the East African slave trade. 

It will be for the Viceroy of India to consider whether, as it is supposed that the British 
subject carrying on this trade on the Eist 0>ast. of Africa are in Cf>rninunication with parties 
in Her Majesty’s Indian Doininions, some public iioti<!e, ^uch as Her Majesty's Consul is directed 
to issue, might not convcuieiitly be published in India.

Sib, -'The reports made by Sir Bartle Frere of the results of his investigation into 
the state of the slave trade in the dominions of the Sultan of Zanzibar establish the complicity 
of British subjects in that nefarious traffic, and impose upon Her Majesty's G<.>verumcDi the 
obligation to use tbe utmost endeavours to relieve the British name Irom the scandal and dis- 
grace which their unlawful practices bring upon it. 

'*1 have therefore to direct your particular attention to the 16th and 23rd clauses of the 
order in Council of the 4'th of November 1867, by which you are empowered to deal with 
British sulqects engaged in, or being accessory to, the purchase or sale of slaves, or having 
slaves illegally in their possession ; and I have to enjoin yon to cause all such British subjects, 
against whom you can obtain sufficient evidence as having been engaged in such practices, to 
be brriught before you, and thereupon to deal with them according to the powers vested in you 
by the order in Council. 

1 send you herewith copies of the Acts of Parliament now in force, defining the crime 
of Blave-dealing and the punishment to which British subjects engaged in it are made liable. 

The crime itself is of so serious a character, and the punishments to which persons 
convicted of it are amenable are so severe, that it may probably be desirable, in the majority 
of oases, to remit the parties accused lor trial in the High Court of Bombay ; but in regard 
to this much must be left to your discretion.

Observations. — ^The Governor-General in Council, in accordance with the above instrnc- 
tibds, has taken into consideration the present state of the law affecting persons connected 
with the slave trade. 

2. In Sections 367, 370, and 871 of the Indian Penal Code, it is provided as follows 

** 367. Whoever kidnaps or abducts any person, in order that such person may be subjected or may 
be so disiKised of as to be put in danger of being subjeoted to grievous hurt, or slavery, or to the unnatnrid 
lust of any person, or knowing it to be likely that such person will be so snbiected or disposed of, shall be 
punished with imprisonment of either description for a term which may extend to ten years, and shall also 

liable to fine. . ^ i. « i 

370. Whoever imports, exjwrts, removes, hays, sells, or disposes of any person as a slave, or accepts, 

receives, or detains against his will any person as a slave, shall bo punished with imprisonment of cither 
daaoripdon for a term which may exteua to sevon years, and shall also be liable to fine. 
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**871. Whoerer habitually imports, exports, remorei, bn^i, soils, traffics, or deals in slaTes shhll ba 
be punished with transportation for life, or with imprisonment of either description for a term not excoed- 
mg ten years, and shali also be liable to fine.*' 

8. In Sections 107 to 120 of the Indian Penal Code the abetment of offences is defined, 
and penalliGs are prescribed ibr auch abetment. 

4. In the Foreign Jurisdiction and Extradition Act, 1872 (Act XI of 1872), it is, 
among other things, provided as follows 

“8. Tho law relating to offences and to criminal procedure for the time being in force in British India 
tludl, subject as to procoduro to such modiiications as the Governor-General in Council from time to time 
directs, extend to ail British subjects, Kuropean and Native, in Native 8tatcs. 

“9. All British subjects. European and Native, in British India, may be dealt with in respect of 
offences committed by them in any Native State, as if such offences had been committed in any place 
within British India in which any such subject may be, or may be found/* ^ 

5. In the aforesaid Act the expression ** Native State'* means — 

•‘in wference to Native Indian subjects of Her Majesty, all places without and beyond tba 
Indian territorioM under the dominion ot Her Majesty ; and ^ 

'• in reference to European Hriti.b subjects, the domutious of Princes and in India 
m alliance with Her Majesty." 

6. The aforesaid Act makes provision for the exercise of certain powers by the Governor- 
Qencral of India in Council, in places beyond British India for the dele-ration of such powers 

and for the appointment of Jusliece of the Peace in suen places; and under these provisions 

the Governor-General in Council has this day issued a Notification, appointing tha Comtois-

Governor- General of Netherlands, India, has intimated to the Governor-General of India in 
Council that the Government of Netherlands* India, has declared war upon the Sultan of 
Acheen in the Island of Sumatra : 

And whereas the British Government is at peace with both the Government of Nether, 
lands* India* and the Sultan of Acbeeu : 

The Governor-tieneral of India in Council strictly charges and commands all British 
subjects under the authority of the Governor- General in Council to obsi-rve a strict neutrality 
in* and during the al’oresaid war, and to abstain from violating and contravening either tbe laws 
of British India or tho law of nations in relation thereto. 

The Governor-General of India in Council further notifies to all persons concerned that if 
any such persons shall do any acts in derogation of their duty as subjects of a neutral 
sovereign in a war bettveeu other sovereigna* or in violation or contravention of the law of 
nations in that behalf* as more espemally by breaking or endeavouring to break any blockade 
lawfully and actually established by or on behalf of either of tbe said sovereigns (vis. tbe 
Government of Netbcrlands, India* and tbe Snltanof Acheen^, by carrying ofiScera, soldiers, 
deapatobes* arms* ammunition* military stores* or materials* or any article or articles considered 
nnft deemed to be contraband of war according to tho law or modern usages of nations for tbe 
use or service of either of the said sovereigns* all persons so offending* together with their 
ships and goods* will rigbtfnlly inoor and be joatly liable to hostile capture and to tbe penalties 
denounced by the law of nations in that behalf.

Umbica Churn Mitter, Moonsiff of Doobrajpore in Zillah Beerbhoom 

From Judge of Beerbhoom, No. 38, dated 81st January 1878. 

To Judge of Beerbhoom, No. B, dated 11th February 1878. 

Read a farther letter from the District Judge, No. 130, dated the 18th March last, 
reporting that according to instructions from the Court he proceeded to Doobrajpore 
on the 3rd idem and made a personal inquiry into the particulars of certain pending 
cases, the state of the Mooiisiff^s office, and the Moonsiff^s habits of business and 
general efficiency. 

Read also the explanation offered by the Moonsiff in connection with the pending oases 
animadverted u|>ou by the District Judge. 

Resolved that the several cases referred to show habitual dilatorincws, and in several 
instances inexcusable delay. There is further reason to fear that in some cases failure of 
justice has resulted from suits being taken up after repeated postponements without adequate 
notice to parties. Great slovenliness and irregularity of the minor sort also appear, notwith- 
standing that the work is easily within the capacity of a Moonsiff of ordinary ability and 
business habits. 

2. Notwithstanding these circumstances, the Court would have hesitated before passing 
an extreme order in the case if the Moonsiff had been honest and straightforward, and had 
worked his best to keep his fili*s down. But this ho manifestly did not do. For the Judge 
tuund that be seldom went into Court before 8 p.m., and though he would sit in office till 7, and 
sometimes till 9 p.m., this could neither recover the time which bad been lost nor prevent 
injustice to parties and witnesses. It is also clear that the Moonsiff intended to deceive his 
snperior by causing his hour of attendance to be habitually entered as 12, 11, or 10-30 ; the 
hoar of 12 being entered on the very day on which the Judge more than au hour later found 
the entoberry closed. 

3. In consideration of his previous good conduct the Court would not have objected to 
the Moonsiff^e being allowed to retire on such pension as he might he entitled to ; but it has 
been ascertained that the Mnonsiff is not entitled to pension. The Court therefore, in the 
exercise of the power vested in it. by Section 33 of the Bengal Civil Courts' Act (VI of 1871), 
orders the removal of Baboo Unibica Churn Mitter from the ofiice of Moonsiff. 

Ordered further that one copy of the foregoing Resolution he forwarded to the Judge of 
Beeibhooin for bis information, and another to the late Moonsiff, Baboo Umbica Churn 
Mitter.

persons whom the Court issuing the commission

2. The privilege of obtaining such commissions^ 
in reepect of which no fee is at present levied, is largely used, atid the duty of acting under 
■uoh commissions is often a serious addition to the duty of the various Judges. 

3« At the same time the business of the Civil (Courts has almost universally so increased 
that they ought not to he called upon to perform this additi-nal duty; and notoriously from 
their frequent inability to perform it great delay and ineonvenience arise. 

4. The High C'ourt is of opinion that this state of things should be held to OOnstitOta 
^'special circumstances" under which it is competent to the Civil Courts to issue commissions 
to other persons. « 

5. The High Court considers further that the proper persons to execute such eommis- 
aiona will usually be the Pleaders of the District Court, or those Pleaders of the Moonsifl*s 
Court who have passed examinations under Act XX of 1865. The Court therefore directs 
that— 


I. — ‘When such commission is applied for, the Court issuing the same shall make choice 
of aome Header practising in the Court within whose jurisdiction the witness resides, and 
issue the commission accordingly. 

II. — For the remuneration of the commission so appointed, the Court shall require the 
party applying to pay in a fee of lis. 4 for each witness to he examined, if the Court be that 
of a Modnsiff, or of Bs. 10 for each witness in the case of any higher Courts; and the oom* 
mission shall not issue until such fee he paid* 

III. — The commission, together with the amount cf the fee, shall be sent to the Court in 
which the Commissioner is a practising Pleader, anti tiie eomniis^^ion shall be immediately 
delivered to him (unless he refuse to act). If the witi.ess or witnesses appear before him and 
are examined so that he can make a return within the time limited, on his returning the oom- 
mission duly executed the fee shall he paid over to him, othet wise it shall be sent back togoibor 
with the commission to the Court which issued it. 

IV. — Every District Judge shaH furnish, on application, to the Judge of any neigbbonrhig 
District a list of all Pleaders attached to the several Ciuirts in his District, who are qualified 
and willing to execute such commissions under these rules. 

V. — The foregoing rules do not apply to cases coming under Section 176, Code of Civil 
Procedure. 

VI. — Every subordinate court, including the Mofussil Courts of Small Causes, shall 
furnish to the District Court, at the close of each quarter, u return of the commissions which 
it has issued during such quarter in the form annexed ; and the District Court shall fumiah 
a general return in the samelonn to the High Court.

This fnllowin«r report of the Select Committee 
on the Bill to provide for the levy of a lig^hting- 
rate in Howrah, wiih the simended Bill, is by order 
of the president published lor geueral infor- 
mation ; — 

We, the nndersi<;ned Members of the Select 
Committee of the Coaocil of the Lieutenant- 
G-overnor of Bengal for the purpose of making 
Laws and Regulations, to which the Bill to provide 
tor the levy of a lighting-rate in Howrah was 
referred, have the honor to report that wa have 
considered the Bill. 

We have reconstructed the 2nd, 3rd, and 4th 
sections of the Bill, and we have made some 
verbal alterations in other sections. 

We have made the imposition of a lighting-rate 
dependent on the previous notification by the 
Lieutenant-Governor, that proper provision has 
been made for sufiBcient lighting with gas the 
portion of the town on which the rate is to be 
assessed. 

We have made it the duty of the Municipal 
Commissioners previously to define at a meeting 
the portion of the town to be light^. We have 
made it incumbent on the Municipal Commis- 
sioners to light the lamps immediately upon the 
imposition of a rate and j while empowering them 
to levy the rate by quarterly instalments in 
advanoe, we have provided that no rat^ shall be 
levied for any period prior to the first lighting of 
the lamps. 


We have rendered the owner, in cases where the 
rate may be recovered from him, liable for the 
whole quarter, althuuirh his house, &c., may have 
been unoccupied during a portion of it, if he has 
failed to give notice that his house, &c., has ceased 
to be occupied. 

Wc have not given jurisdiction to the Small 
Cause Court to determine questions of compensa- 
tion ; and we have not provided that the Act 
shall come into force on the let April 1873.

STATBHfCNT OF OBJECTS AND RkASONS. 

Thb rules contained in Act XXI of 1856 arc 
not sufficient to enable the Board of Revenue to 
restrict the cultivation of plants producing intoxi- 
cating drutjTS, or to regulate the use of such drugs. 
Section S8 empowers the Board to place the 
cultivatioDj preparation^ and store of such drugs 
under supervision, but it does not provide any 
penalty for the infraction of rules which the Board 
may make with that object. By section 50 the 
cultivators of plants producing gunjah or bhang 
are expressly permitted, without a license^ to sell 
those drugs to a licensed vendor, and to hold any 
quantity of them. If the cultivator stores the 
plant, or prepaies and stores the drug, with the 
full knowledge of the excise officers, there is no- 
thing in the law which prevents his dif^posal of it 
to other persons by gift or by ostensible gift ; and 
he cannot be called to account or punished, if he 
alleges the next day that the whole of the plant 
or drug has been destroyed by insects or has dis- 
appeared. The object of the first two sections of 
the Bill is to empower the Board to exercise a more

efficient supervision in siioh matters, and top. 
vide a penalty for the sarreptitioos disp8l4 
such drugs. 

Act XXI of 1856, as amended by Act XXa 
of 1860, does not provide for the euforoement ot 
fines and forfeitures otherwise than by imprison- 
ment. The object of section 6 of the Bill is to 
provide for the recovery of such penalties in 
the same manner in which similar penalties for 
other ofienccs are levied by the Magistrate. 

It has been found that the manufacture of vari- 
ous kinds of fermented liquors, such as ** Sharbat 
Bahar,^^ which is made from molasses and spices, 
and a wine made from the fruit of the jamatt tree, 
IB increasing. The Bill proposes to bring them 
under the same rules and restrictions as tari, 
puchwye, and other fermented liquors. 

Under the present law a wholesale dealer in 
spirituous and fermented liquors and intoxi- 
cating drugs is not compelled to take out a license 
in Calcutta. Such a license is required in the whole 
of the North-Western and Central Provinoes, in 
the Punjab, in Oudh, and in all parts of the 
Lower Provinces except Calcutta. There appears 
to be no reason for this distinction, and the prin- 
ciple which underlies the requisition in one pl^ is 
every where equally applicable. Section 6 of the 
Bill therefore proposes to prohibit the wholesale 
sale of such articles in Calcutta without a license. 

Experience has shown that the imprisonment 
in the civil jail, of offenders against excise laws, is 
not sufficiently deterrent. In Calcutta all such 
offenders are imprisoned in the criminal jail, but 
the law of the mofussil authorizes imprisonment 
in the civil jail only. It may be admitted that 
it would be unjust in some cases to confine the 
offender among criminal convicts, but in other 
cases his detention in idleness in the company of 
insolvent debtors would alone be ineffectual. Sec- 
tion 6 of the Bill proposes to give to the Magis- 
trate a discretion to confine tne offender in the 
civil or criminal jail as the object of imprisonment 
in each case may seem to require.

to the emigration of laborers to the districts of 
Assam, Cachar^ and Syllict, and to regulate con- 
tract labor and service/^ have the honor to make 
ihc following prclitriiiiaiy llcport. 

W'c have received the pajters noted in the 
margin and eonsiiiei-.d them in reference to the 
main features of the ibll, which we have 
amciulod acconiingly. But we have not had 
sutticient time to discuss the wording of each 
clause in detail. 

Wc liavc made eiTtain verbal and formal 
alterations in the Piill, and restored the wording 
of some of the provisions contained in Act II 
of 1870 ; for iih'^tarice, we have struck out section 
9 and substituted the provisions contained in 
section 114- of Act 11 of 1S70. 


Emhjratnni , — Til place of sections 10 and 11, we have retained section Ii4 of Act II of 
1870, only adding thereto a provision that the Licntenaiit-CTOvernor iniiy jirohibit. emigration 
if lie has reii.^oii to believe that a political disturbance is likely to occur in any labor district. 
Wc lia\c re- constructed section i.S. 

Gartkv-ytriiars . — On this subject wc have omitted from section 20 of the Bill the pro- 
vision requiring a garden-sirdar to be furnished with a power of attorney. We have 
modified tlic i.dnns of section 24 which required ooolic.s ciig.-igcd by a garden-sirdar 
to be regisiored before tbe i\ legist rate of the district or sub-division of the district, by allow- 
ing them 10 he ri-gistered before the Magistrate of the distih't or sub-di virion of the district, 
through wlucli they shall first pass on tlie road to their destination. 

Wc have given qujwer to the employer, or his repre.se niative in Calcutta, to cancel before 
the Sujjorintcndenl of J-'migralioii contracts made in the district by a gardon-sirdar on pay- 
ment of tlie coolies^ travirlliiig exjicnses. 

AVe have struck out se<'tioii 6(1 whicli enacts that a fine imposed on a garden-sirdar shall 


be recoverable from the oniploycr. 

RccruUcrs, — We have alU!red section 40, which required the Magistrate to satisfy 
himself by inquiry that the person to whom a rccruitcr'.s liccir^c had been granted, was not 
unfitted by eh:’::n lpr or ollii vwisc to be a recruiter, before coiintersiguing such license; and 
we have made it nbbga'iory on the M:’-istrate to countersign, unless it appears to him that 
such person is in.jit to be enj[:i >% • .1 ms a r-'cruiter. 

Tmttfiut rf.. — \Vcl-;;\c anuTv.led 71 of tbe Rill by providing that the penalty 

prescribed l.y it for tblay in i\ rpateiiing a vc.ssel shall not be incurred, if the delay is ocsca- 
sionod by iviy c.'i.^ualty of Section 70 required the master of any licensed vessel 

to report the arrival of liia ve/.s':] to Im* Magistrate at every place at whicli a vessel is obliged 
to stop, and to a\»:dt the uns\rcr of tlic Magistrate. This prov isi tin being iipdefeiitep^c have 
in place thereof substituted ib.;* 'bllowing, namely that the master shall he bound to report 
to the Magi?tyatc imr.-.ediatrly on arrival, and to remain during not less than six 
hours of daylight. In lieu of the power of detention given to the Magistrate by 
section 82, v.'hleli is indefinite, wc lijvc substituted a clear and distinct power of deten- 
tion under certain cireuinstaucc.s, not exceeding five days ; and we have reconstructed this 
section. Wc have also alu-rcd section 83 to make it accord with the section preceding. 
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Localities unfit for residence of ZaftorerA.— Being of opinion that the percentage of 
mortality, upon which the Lieutenant-Governor is enabled to act and declare an estate unfit 
for the residence of laborers under the terms of section 121, is by itself no certain or safe 
indication of unfitness for residence, we have considerably modified the section. The power 
conferred by it is very summary, and we have therefore limited its exercise to cases of 
unfitness arising from the neglect or default of owners or employers, whenever it may appear 
that the percentage of mortality mentioned in section 121 is due to that cause. The preced- 
ing section provides for two classes of cases in reference to estates — (1) uiihealthiucss and 
unfitness arising from condition, (2) uulicalthincss and unfitness arising from situation. This 
section provides machinery for proper and searching inquiry. We have thcrei'ore thought 
it right to limit the exercise of summary powers by the Lieutenant-Governor to the cases 
mentioned above. We have framed a section in lieu of section I ‘21, basing tbc action of the 
Lieutenant-Governor upon the i}ercentagc of mortality mentioned in section 121, and we 
have provided therein lor specific inquiries to be made before the Lieutenant-Governor can- 
declare an estate unfit for residence. 

Contracts by time-exjnred laborers. — Chapter 17. — We have omitted this chapter, and we 
have not re-enacted section 117 of Act II of 1870; being of opinion, upon the information 
afifbrded us, that it is not desirable to interfere with the free action of laborers who have 
served out their time. As a result of this omissiou we have provided in section 106 that 
the inspectors are to make returns of all laborers employed oii an estate, whether engaged 
under the Act or not. 

Neglect of work and arrears of wages. — Chapter 18. — This chapter is entirely a new 
provision for the regulation of the relative duties of master and servant. We do not see that 
such a provision of law is specially necessary in the labor districts. It forms a branch of 
general law, and should not be dealt with in a law relating to a special subject. We have 
consequently omitted this chapter. 

Chapter 19.— As chapters 17 and 18 have been struck out, this chapter has no applica- 
tion, and it is therefore omitted. 

We proposed to insert by way of schedule to the Bill forms of contract and release 
instead of leaving them to be settled by the Executive Government, as is provided by 
section 5 of the Bill; but not having had sufficient time and information to frame them, 
we have allowed the provisions of the Bill in this respect to stand unaltered for the present. 

Ill presenting this preliminary report, we beg to reserve to ourselves the liberty of 
further considering, altering, and amending tbc Bill as now amended and placed before the 
Council. 

We recommend that the amended Bill and Act II of 1870 be published in the Calcutta 
Gazette in double columns, to show the changes proposed in the law.

2. 'I'ho Lieutenant-Governor approves I>r. Henderson’s jdans, some of 
which are already being carried out, for — 

(o) planting out trees more tliickly in their natural orders f^para, 4) ; 

(b) reducing tlie flower-beds and collecting them into one part of tho 

garden (para. 19); 

(c) renewing and maintaining the bods of herbaceous plants in their 

natural orders ptira. 8) ; 

(d) utilisuig 0110 of tho disused buildings for a musemn of specimens of 

woods and fibres (para. 17) ; 

(e) teaching the boys employed on the garden both Bengali and English 

as well as horticulture (para. 7) ; 

( f) instituting and recording progress of experimental mahogany planta- 
tions in the several jail gardens of Bengal (para. 12) ; 

(y) preparing a new catalogue of the trees or plants in the garden 
(para. 15); 
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(A) paying special attention to the cultivation and propagation of planta 
of economic importance (para. 9) ; 

(y) maintaining at llungbec nurseries of trees and plants which will not 
grow in Calcutta, but which are wanted in the hills. 

3. The Lieutenant-Governor fears that ho cannot hold out hopes of* being 
able to sanction at present additional buildings in the garden ; the new house 
for the Curator cost a good deal of money. 

4. The school for young gardeners shall receive from the Lieutenant- 
Governor such support as Dr. llendcrsou may require for it. It is creditable 
to the teaching of the garden boys in past years that two efKcient plant 
collectors were found among the garden boys at a day’s notice for th<» 
Andamans. 

o. 'file acesount of the jirogress of tho ipecacuanha experiments is 
satisfactory so far as it goes ; the size of the roots of plants which do not 
flourish well above ground is encouraging. Mr. Jaflrey’s success in propagat- 
ing ipecacuanha cuttings has been considerable ; and tho Lieutenant-Govemoi' 
hopes that tho varieties or species which succeed best in tho open may bt.* very 
carefully watche<L 

6. ^ 'I'he list of plants supplied from the gardens to Government officers in 
Bengal (Appendix f ) seems small ; tho attention of officers in charge of jail 
gardens will be drawn to Dr. Henderson’s readiness to supply, as far as In? can, 
plants and seeds for use in Government gardens.

1 HAVE the honor to submit th(? annual report on tho Royal Botanical' 
Gui'dens, Calcutta, for tho official year ending Slst March 1873. 

*2. Dr. King was obliged to take sick leave to England in August 
, last, and for some time before my arrival on IGth 

ugw aniuuiiiit u ciu». December Dr. Cayley hold charge. Mr. Scott, the 

Chirator, left in November to investigate the disease affecting tho opium crop, 
and has been engaged on that duty ever since. Mr. Stirling, the Second 
Gardener, left in July, and until Mr. Joseph Lister, from the Edinburgh Botanic 
Garden (who is now ajipointed second gardener', arrived with me from England, 
in the middle of December, the garden had been nearly two mouths without 
a European gardener, and was not improved in cons(>qu<mcc. 

3. During January, February, and March, I tmdoavourod to estimate the 

number of vi,'=itor8, and although only l,0f)0 names 
**”' were entered in tho books during that time, I have 

reascni to believe, from having the numbci's actually counted on several occasions, 
that the actual number was not under 4 ,500 each month of tho cold weather. 
On one or two occasions 1 have had reason to complain of tho conduct of 
visitors in carrying off or mutilating valuable plants, and threatening violence 
to the native officials when remonstrated with. 

4. Tho general condition of tho garden is still rather unsatisfactory, and 

ni# aiirduii. continuo to bo so for some years, until the trees 

planted out after the cyclone begin to give shade and 
look ornamental. It was a grand idea of Dr. Anderson’s to take advantage of the 
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clean sweep made by the cyclone of most of the trees in. the garden to replant 
the whole area as a gigantic arboretum, with all the trees arrangcsd in botanical 
order; but unfortunately most of the trees were planted in ojicn instoa-d of dense 
clumps, to shade and protect each other as well as to keep down the rank 
grasses : the result is that a great many trees are not thriving, and a largo 
number are dead or dying. During the past year a good deal of manure hks 
been given to them, but this, I fear, will only make the grass grow more •luxu- 
riantly. During next rainy season as many trees os possible will l>o planted out 
in their natural orders to act as nurses for the others ; for until shade is obtained 
few of the trees will thrive, and the grass cannot be kept in chock. Most of 
the grasses which give trouble dislike shade. 

5. The roads are in many places much in need of thorough repaii'. It is 

at times extremely difhcult, owing to their gi*eat 
extent, to keep the walks and drives in creditable 
order. The existing roads appear to mo to be quite numerous enough for every 
purpose, and I consider that it will be a great mistake to lay out any more, as 
was projiosed ; but if that is done, some of those now existing might be 
abandoned, or be made into gi’ass walks. 

6. Tlie new two-storey house for the Curator has been completed, but the 

accommodation for the second gardener is very 
insiifiicient, being an old, dilapidated one-storey 
building. All dwelling-houses in the garden ought to bo two-storey, and the 
ground floor should bo raised three or four feet off the ground, for in the rainy 
season the whole garden is apt to bo flooded. The building in which the 


herbarium and library are has been put in repair, and at present is in very 
good order. The river lias not done much damage to its banks during the 
past year. I think something might bo done to prevent its encroaclnnents by 
planting trees along the banks at certain spots. The Populm EuphraUm may 
answer for this purpose if it will grow in Calcutta. 1 have got some jdants of 
it from the Punjab. It is only at certain points where the banks are atta(;ked 
by the river, and it often happens that a very small obstacle, if put in just at the 
right place and time, will prevent damage. The sluices are not in good repair, 
and many of them are quite useless in their jiresent condition. One groat 
wont of the garden is a largo glass-roofed propagating house, with at least two 
compai’tments, and with flues to give bottom heat when required. Without a 
bouse of this description it is almost impossible to mulliply by cuttings such 
plants as ijiccacuanha ; and many plants arriving in wurdian casi^s, and in a 
sickly state, die for want of nursing in such an artificial climate as a propagating 
house would afford. When now plant sheds re([uIro to bo built, I think they 
might be made a little more ornamental than the present ones are without 
much increase in the cost. Tho glass fern-house is now much too small for the 
requirements of the garden ; it is inipossiide to keep up a large collection of ferns 
without a house of this sort. Glass-roofed houses are now made in England so 


cheaply of iron, thatl think it will bo better to get them out from home when any 
others are to bo constructed. The cheap orchid-house of wicker-work ( jute sterns) 
designed by Mr. Scott answers the purpose pretty widl : its only fault is that 
it is not ornamental, and it is very temporary. 1 think this also might be 
replaced by a house of thick frosted glass, which would have the additional 
advantage of preventing valuable orcliids being stolen. There are great 
facilities at Calcutta for making a large colhMdion of Indian orchids, and they 
and the ferns seem to excite more Interest than any other plants both amongst 
Native and Euroirean visitors. The contents of both tho fern and orclud 
houses suffered considerably by Mr. Scott’s absence, w^hen there was no European 
gardener to look after them. , 

7. The garden establishment, with tho exception of, .five or six good men, 

I look on as hopelessly bad ; the men are all coolies, 
Oanion oaubiishmcni. receive Very small pay and do very little and 

verv bad work, in which of course they do not take the very slightest interest, 
anct when found fault with, or made to w'ork properly, they at once take their 
discharge. 1 have endeavoured to remedy tliis state of affairs by commencing 
a garden school for the 76 boys employed in the garden, and whose parents are 
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mostly garden employ^. These boys only want education, careful training, and 
a prospect of fairly good pay, to become excellent workmen in the course 
of three or four years. All these boys come to the office for an hour and a half 
in the heat of the day, when all out-door work is usually suspended ; they are 
taught IJongali for an hour, and- tlie other half hour is devoted to teaching 
Uifeiu enough English to enable them to read or write pi ant labels. Those 
who show intelligence get more pay, and are put under some of the moro 
active and intelligent native gardeners in order tt> learn their business. For- 
merly a stair of collectors used to be kept up for sending to all ])art8 of India, 
and oven beyond our frontiers, to collect and prepare 8pe<‘iinens for the 
liorbarium and for distributism tt) other herbaria. 1 have coinmencod to 
train collectors again, but find that Bengalees are very averse to U'ave home, and 
do not like to rough it in the jungle. I have been told that a garden school 
was formerly established, and was giv(ui up because the boys, on getting instructed, 
got employment as gardeners on better pay elsewhere. I shoidd consider 
this an additional reason for keeping up the school, and the services of the best 
men can always bo retained by an offer of sufficient pay. 

8. Some years ago Dr. Anderson laid out three or four acres of ground 

, , near the large Banyan tree with all the herbaceous 

NntarM .imiiiiferaciit o. p ant*. plants in tlic garden, placing thorn all according to 

the natural arraiigomont in parellol bods six feet wide with two fec't ginss 
walks between the beds ; but owing to the want of shade and' the necessity of 
I’cncwing most of the jdanls every year, a large number being annuals, this 
ground liad got neglecled and overgrown with jungle. I have again bad it 
laid out, and in addition to the liorbacoous plants, I have j)ut in at l(‘ast one 
specimen of ever}’’ plant in the gurd<*n, and believe that the shade affoi*ded by 
the shrubs and trees will prevent the others being again kilh^d by the sun or 
choked by grass; and the number of perennial jdants, forming landmarks as 
it were, enables the uiTangement to be more easily kept uj). If tliis ground 
were well kept it would probably be the most attractive part of the garden, and 
certainly the most instmetive to the students. 

9. An Indian botanic garden ou^ht to have some space devoted to plants 

of economic importance which are grown in the 
K<-onomir garc en. couiitry, as woll US all sucli ])lants from other coun- 

tric.s which can be got to grow liere. 1 liave had a commencement made to 
form such a garden, and it will be laid out during tlui rains ; the diffiiMilty is 
with native agency in keeping it up. ffirmost of the plants have to be renewed 
every year, just as in the cas«j of the hcrbiu^eous garden. A gToat variety of ' 
M‘i*d of fibre-yielding plants has lately been reciavc^d from the commission 
appointed to inquire into the jute trade. I’liis seiul has all g< rmiiiatcd, and 
when the plants flower and can be identified, tlmy may yi<*ld some interesting 
information. 

10. A few agrlcultutid experimeiffs have been made on a .small scale, but

AgrirnlUrsI vxprriiucnta. i i ii i ‘ 

are more saitaoio tor all such expia'iments, wtucb 
require to be carried out on a iarg<?r scale than wa^havf! i*oom for in the Botauic 
Garden; moreover, tbe.so experiments require ]<]uroi)(»in officials to devote 
their wJiolc time and attention to tluan. 

11. 'I'he attempt to introduce the cult ivation of if)ceacuanha into India is 

. one of the most important works now in hand. I 

iiM«»enan m. jriveu u coiKiiso accouut of all that has been 

done up to date as an appendix to this report. 

12. There is some pro.spoct of the mahogany trees about C^alculta seeding 

Mkiingan; freely in the course of a fewypju’s. During the past 

^ year nearly two thousand plants w^ero raised from 

scoA produced at Calcutta and Barrackpore in the spring of 1872, and about 00 
L'teeds were got in 1873, Almost the oidy mahogany tree in the garden wliieh 
has twer seeded is an old damaged one, half of it having been blown down by 
the cyclone ; and as it is possible that the injury it received has something to 
do with its seeding,^ I have ringed the bark on several large side branches of the 
other trees, to see if that will make them seed. The effect will not be known 
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until March 1874, but already it lias had the effect of making them shed their old 
loaves and open their buds fully a fortnight earlier than any of the other trees 
except the damaged one which usually produces seed. About 1,000 layers of 
mahogany have been rooted ; these will probably never be of use for timber, hut 
they are likely to seed much sooiu'r than seedling plants. I have tried to raise 
plants from (tuttings, and although these make shoots, and some appear to root, 
most of them die after a time. Another uttianpt will be made in the rainy 
season witli a bett(*r hope of success. Mahogany seed stands carriage so badly 
that our only hope of raising hu’go jilantations of it is to lind out some locality 
in India where it will seed freedy ; and with the view ol’ discovering this a largo 
ijuantity of young jilants, in sets of 50, has been lately distributed to jail gardens 
in various jiarts of the jirovince, a careful n*cord being preserveil of the sites 
where these tret's have bemi planted.

] should liketo<se(! these nurseries very much extended, a.s there is now a 
large Eui’opeaii population of tea-jilantcrs in Sikkim, and as a rule all 
are anxious to try new jilants. A number of plants (‘,*50) of the European 
sweet chestnut liave been raised, and it is exjieitted that before tiie end of this 
year a very large number of plants will bo got up for di.slribution. Dr. Oldham, 
on bis way home on leave, having kindly undertaken to get seed for me in Italy. 
Coffee is also being tried, and succeeds very well. Many toa-jilaiiters now 
grow coffee for homo use, but it will not pay .so well ns tea I fear.

As the oxperiiucnts being made to introduce this jdaiit into India are por)iaps tlie most 
interesting attempts at aeeliinatization now Iming made, 1 (liiiik it us well to give a eonciso, 
liistory of what has heeu already dime, and the latest results of our exjierience regiu'ding 
the ]ilant. The liistory is a very iustruetive one, and shows how diflicult it. is to carry out 
such ou exjieriment rapidly, nearly eight years having now been occupusl in getting uj) a 
lot of stock jilunts, and as yet w<! have only about 7,00« altogether, lialf of them minuto 
cuttings. If ipnvriiiDi/nt is over to sueisied in India, 1 think another year will see u small 
plantation fairly started. IMiere aro evidently several varieties, if jiot species, of ifimirnau/in 
amongst the plants now iu the Bungboe nurseries, and 1 tbmk tliis gives us additional 
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C3ii<.!oin*agemeiil 1<> porsevoiv, for it is possible llial theso variotios muy rotpiire just os differ- 
ent Ivoiifnient as fho different species of einelionn do, and llial although one variety may 
not answer liore, some of the others may. liesides this, jJnnts gi'own from minute cuttings 
and reared under glass are mueli mere delh»ate than tliose grown from larger cuttings and 
he|>t in the oju'ii air ; and f do not consider that the exj'erimeiits liithei’to made are of much 
value as showing wind her or not the ]>lant will thrive in lhel»eiigal Presidency. It is one of 
the slowTst growing i»hints 1 know, and f»ne of the most diilienlt to propagate hy cuttings.

Till-: medicine called by the Ufime of ntprartiauhn is known to be the pnxlucl of several 
BUecies of ]»1ants. The same nanm is generally given to all emndie roots, whatever may bo 
the natural family to which they lieloiig. Tim ])rodm*t of tliis name, wdiicli is now (jojumonly 
used in Europe, is derived from a plant of the ndtituva family, tlie vtithavlh i}wrtn timthti. 
Mr. A. lliohard lias given it the name of annulat(*d {mutrlr) ijurfirtunthn, Tim striated 
(.s^/vc) of the saiue author (very nu'c in ]iharuja«*y in our day) is i»r<)dii(;ed bv 

tho7;A7/r//e/,7/fl r;y////rY/ of Miitis. TJie last is indigenous in New Graiiadli. tlie rpjtlunllti d’u 
the contrary is jiceuliar to llrazll. It is tliis last wdiich 1 have had Sfifjcial means of observ- 
ing, and of which I sliall liere endeavour to give rome account. 

Several iwints in tlu^ history' of this plant are so g(>nerally knowm that it is useless for 
me to go over them, but 1 shall dwell on those whieli are only treated of in little kno\m 
works, and 1 bhull endeuvimr principally to make known the geogra]ihic^il distribution of 
the plants, the manner of gath(»ring the roots, and the means used by Natun* lor favoring its 
reproduetiou. This ]jart of tlie question has ajqieared to me so imieh the iiiojyj iiitcrcstiiig 
as its solution is a eomplete ausw'ijr to the fears that have boon (uitertaiimd of this useful 
plant becoming extinct.

Tho physician Adrien I l»‘lvi*tius, with wlmm tlnaiier lia<l united to laeililate the 
adoption of this remedy, induced no doubt hy the <xam]»le »if the brilliant forfime which 
eo/eZ/e/zr/ had just procured to tin? Englishman Talbot, sie'e(‘edrd in his turn in intorosting 
JjOuis XTV in the fat<* of ifrrnr(ta}i/fti. 

It was in eoiiseqneiiee of the exporiments ma.de hy hi.^ (oder in the llr>iel I>ien of

The ipt(urua,ii,d harv<‘S.t <*oiitiniu*s thrmighout the wliole year ; but if generally 
relaxes a. little in the rainy sea.‘-ou. liecnuse of ditliculty often f'XjierieiiecMl in drying the rmduee. 
Many <*xtraftors, Imwever, ]n'efer this time of year because of the great facilifioa for gathering 
it. I\ow, as t he tiow(*riug takes pla.c<? exa.»*t]y at this sea.sou, that, is, about lh<* inonlhs of 
Febnuiry and ilarcb, tli re i.. no di.-ubt, us Mr. Martins obsciwes, that llic fmit of 
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tho plant must sufTor, and if Natui'o had given to tho i^rphn'vlU only that moans of 
niultiplieation which it has in connnou wiili all jdaiits, tho usual niotle, of coiloction would 
* have heen fatal to it. Ha]>pily for Imnuiiiity it has hemi oflicvwiso d<fbi<led. It appeared to 
nio that the vrf)/tavii>i wjis mu(?h more seldom i*i'jirodiu?ed l)y seed than hy auollier j>rueoss, of

No one is ignorant of tin' great ])o\vei* f»f veprodue1ii>n whieh exists in llie roots of some 
of our garden plants, partLe.iilarly in lliat lif tin* fiurlinn and of lln^ jiKn/dtriitif. AVe know - 
that the roots, liowevJT small we may ent tlnan, liave the iaeiilty of n‘jn*odinjing a in^w 
individual from eacli of the fragments : one may ahiiost fOTuyure tlnaii, in iliis respeej , to
